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PREFACE. ^-'^^ 

V 

HE year 1904 will be memorable in history as the j'^ear in which 
the Vested Interests first began openly to flaunt their power over 
the Legislature. 

January 6th saw the publication of the draft ordinance for the introduction 

of Asiatics into the Transvaal mines. It was the first time that the mine-owners 

.'3iad dared to show their hand. They now made clear to the people of this 

country (what only a few had previously realised) that there was not to be a 

^ree British Transvaal, but a slave state of indentured coloured labour, the profits 

■^)f which would be the dividends of the gold companies. The revelation was 

<x>niplete ; at a mass meeting in Hyde Park, on March 26th, John Bums told 

Iiis audience that the blame lay upon all of them who had shouted for the war. 

3'he accusation was received in silence — the people knew at last that he spoke 

"t^ruth. But the mine-owners won the day. In spite of the opposition of the 

xnass of the men and women in every part of the British Empire, the vested 

interests of the mines proved too strong ; Government bowed to their opinion, 

■felie Chinese were brought over, and slavery with its full accompaniment of 

"^rhip and manager's rifle reintroduced under the British Flag.* 

On April 12th, Mr. Balfour introduced his Licensing Bill into the House of 

CJommons. It fulfilled exactly the prediction made in the preface to the 

Reformers' Year Book of 1904, that it would (p. 10) " give to the publican a 

Surer tenure, thereby adding to the value of licenses, and imposing upon the 

nation a permanent burden from which they can only escape in the future at 

tremendous cost." With certain amendments, which did not affect the 

i principle, the Bill passed into law on August 14th, and the Act will come 

' into force on January 1st, It has been estimated that it makes a present, 

. out of the pockets of the people, to the Liquor Interest of about £300,000,000. 

During the year the Tariff " Commission " has held various sittings and 

1 published more than one report, containing ' blind ' evidence in which the 

names of the witnesses have been carefully suppressed. That behind a few 

enthusiasts who genuinely believe Protection would be good for the country 

there are a large number of tariff " reformers " who expect that it would line 

their own pockets at the expense of the community, is demonstrated by the 

enormous sums which have been paid on its behalf by donors who prefer to 

remain anonymous. 

Conscription, as we anticipated last year, was openly recommended by the 
" Royal Commission on the Militia and Volunteers."

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The independent press of the country has been further reduced by the pux*|ig[ 
chase of the Standard (which had openly espoused Free Trade, and shown il^ 
relied hostility to Chinese Labour) by the chairman to the Tariff Refomlti 
League. lo 

All these things must be classed together, as showing the growing power d 1 1 
the vested interests over the community. What this power may mean in thft 
future three illustrations will show. (1) Mr. Alfred Beit as director of De Been^ 
of the Rhodesian Chartered Company, of the Consolidated Goldfields of the 
Transvaal has practical control of a revenue equal to the combined Government 
revenues of British South Africa. By closing down his mines even for a time 
he has it in his power to bring absolute ruin upon the whole country. (2) 
The Liquor Trade made £300,000,000 out of the Licensing Act — a sum far 
greater than the capital value of all the Press in the coimtry ; it would have 
paid them, therefore, if that had been the only way to get the Act passed, to buy 
np the whole Press rather than let the opportunity go by. (3) The trusts and 
railroads in U.S.A. alone are capitalised at £5,000,000,000 (see page 158), aa 
amount equal to over £3 per head for the whole world, or over £50 per head for 
every man, woman, and child in the States. It would pay these companies, 
therefore, if their possession was ever in danger, to stand together and bribe 
every one in the world up to £3 each, or every man, woman, and child in the 
U.S.A. up to £50, rather than disgorge. That these are no phantom ideaa 
anyone acquainted with the action of trusts, combines, and cartels realisei 
only too weU. 

Against this formidable array are the people, who are beginning to see the need 
for concerted action. Each year on the Continent the Labour parties grov 
stronger. In this country Labour has added in 1904 one member to the 
House of Commons, and the number of candidates, including the present 14 
M.P.*s, who will await the verdict of the country at the genera] election ii 
now 82. In Australia a Labour Ministry held a short term of power. Ii 
U.S.A., the Socialist vote at the Presidential election, though still insignificant^ 
reached a total of 600,000, as against 87,000 votes in 1900. 

The day is coming, perhaps ten, perhaps twenty, perhaps thirty years hence^ 
when these two great forces will be brought into conflict. The struggle wil 
not be confined to one race or people, but will be international. When that 
day comes there are abundant signs that all the *' respectable " forces will be 
found on the wrong side ; the church (with certain noble exceptions) will ally 
itself with the powers of wealth, the bulk of the Press will fight gallantly in 
the same interest. Society will not hesitate in its sympathies. Literary 
style, accuracy of diction, correct behaviour, consistency of thought and 
speech, and reasonable argument will all be on the same side. And on the 
other the dumb, illiterate, stumbling multitude. And yet this multitude 
will win. 
Lei there be no mistake. The ultimate issue of the struggle cannot be 
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' lor a single moment doubtful ; Men must preyail against Money, Human 

Beings over Vested Interests. What is doubtful is the duration and the 

^ character of the conflict and the final form of the yictory. If the enthusiasm 

of the people is slow to be aroused, if the leaders quarrel amongst themselves, if 

c the great majority of the well-educated, well-meaning, moderate men and 

b women are content to allow themselves to drift into the camp of the Interests 

* the strug^e will be long and bitter, the final result will bear with it the spirit of 

I reveng<E. If the people respond quickly to the call, if the leaders are strong 

: and unselfish, if moderate men and women frankly take sides with the people, 

the struggle may come almost without conflict, and the inevitable result be 

achieved in merciful justice. But clear insight will be necessary to choose 

correctly — an instinct in which women ought to be specially to the fore — and 

high moral courage to abandon cherished prejudices. Those who come out 

from their class must expect to be treated as traitors by those whom they 

have left, and regarded with suspicion by those to whom they come. But 

every man and every woman counts. 

The immediate issues, the solution of which will all help in the final struggle, 
are quite definite. Monopoly must be fought at its source by municipal 
enterprise ; protection, the hot-bed of trusts, must be prevented ; freedom 
must be re-introduced into South Africa. A breach must be made 
in the power of the Liquor Interest ; and a higher contribution towards 
the State and the city must be obtained from the ground landlord. 
Education must be brought under fuller public control. The Unemployed 
problem must be dealt with by a properly-constituted body not afraid to 
spend public money. Trade union security must be re-established ; women's 
opportunities for public service must be increased, the old must be preserved 
from the disgrace of the workhouse. 

On all these questions the editors have prepared careful information which 
they 'believe will be of the utmost value to reformers. In addition, they 
commend to the special attention of their readers the table giviug the 
prospective Progressive candidates at the next general election, the tables 
showing the political complexion of foreign countries, and the directories of 
reformers, of reform movements, and of reform pubhcations, which they believe 
will prove of special value.* To all those who have assisted them in the pro- 
duction of the work they tender their most grateful thanks.

Membership. 

The work of the past year has been commensurate with the growing imptf* 
tance of the Committee. The membership (exclusive of Trades CoondHi 
has increased to 969,800. In 1902-3 it was 861, 150, exclusive of Trades Ckyaneftl 
with an affiliation of 127 Trade Unions and 50 Trades Councils. Now ^j 
grand total is 165 Trade Unions and 76 Trades Councils, including tb: 
Independent Labour Party and Fabian Society. The first Co-operative 
Society applied for affiliation in December, 1903. 

The Bradford Conference. 

The year's work contains many features of interest, chief of which was tfce 
Annual Conference, held at Bradford in February. There were 356 delegatei 
present under the chairmanship of Mr. J. Hodge. The main business was U 
pass resolutions amending the constitution, and dealing with the Parliamentaiy 
Fund and the levy connected with it. The general motions contained o* 
condemning Protectionist proposals, and another protesting against Chinae 
labour. A resolution favouring Old-Age Pensions was carried, as was another 
calling for the establishment of a Labour weekly newspaper. The Bxecutire 
considered Mr. Bell had seriously departed from the principles upon which ik 
L.R.C. movement was founded when he indirectly supported the libeitl 
candidate at Norwich in a manner distinctly antagonistic to Mr. Roberts, the 
L.R.C. representative. 

By. a majority of 533 to 422 the second clause in the constitution dealinff with 
the objects of the L.R.C. was carried. The words in italics constitute as 
important deletion : — 

To secure, by united action, the election to Parliament of candidates promoted, 
ill the first instance, by an Affiliated ^Society or Societies in the constitaeDey 
who undertake to form or join a distinct group in Parliament, with its owb 
Whips and its own policy on Labour questions, to abstain strictly from 
identitying themselves with or promoting the interests of any section of 
the Liberal or (Conservative parties, and not to oppose any other candi- 
date recognised by this Committee. All such candidates sball ple(^ 
themselves to accept this Constitution, to abide by the decisions of the 
Group in carrying out the aims of this C-onstitution ((yr resigti) and to 
appear before their constituencies under the title of Labour candidates 
only. 

I The next Conference will be held at Liverpool. 
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Parliamentary Candidates and Work. 

In the list of Parliamentary Candidates will be found indicated all those 
who are running under the aegis of the Committee. The total number is 49. 
Esu^ly in April the candidates held a conference, in London, and the 
discussions were of a most interesting character. In connection with the 
L.R.C. Members in the House of Commons it might be said that four, Messrs. 
Shackleton, A. Henderson, Will Crooks, and Keir Hardie, are being paid at the 
rate of £200 a year from the Parliamentary Fund, the operation of which is one 
of the prominent features of 1904. The balance at the bank on this particular 
account amounts to over £3,500 already, raised by a penny levy on members of 
societies, excepting the Trades Councils. 

The By-ElectioAS and Consolidation. 

The L.R.C. has taken part in two by-elections, viz., Norwich, on December, 
26th, 1903, and N.E. Lanark, August 10. In the first-named their candidates 
Mr. G. H. Roberts, received 2,440 votes, and in the other, Mr. John Robertson 
polled 3,984. (For full figures see special articles on by-elections, page 12). 

The greater part of the year's labour has been devoted to the consolidation 
of the party, with excellent results. In a very short time the organisation 
of the work of the three kingdoms will be centralised in London. The Com- 
mittee is on the point of coming to an arrangement with the Scottish Workers' 
Parliamenatry Committee, and at the Irish Trades Union Congress it was 
agreed to recommend to the Trade Unions of the country to immediately 
affiliate with the L.R.C. At the Trade Union Congress at Leeds several 
resolutions were on the paper, but they were ruled out on the ground that 
the L.R.C. controlled its own business, thus enhancing the position of indepen- 
dence taken up by the latter. 

Literature Issued. 

The increased political activity in every party has not found the Committee 
wanting. Since the Bradford Congress it has been issuing leaflets at an average 
rate of 20,000 per week. These deal with the following questions : (1) Labour 
and Politics ; (2) The L.R.C. : Why We are Independent ; (3) Protection ; 
(4) What will Happen if You follow Chamberlain ; (5) The Conspiracy Against 
the Unions ; (6) The Labour View of Pensions for the Aged ; (7) Colonial 
Preference ; (8) How the Workers of the World began winter ; (9) The Bogey of 
Foreign Imports; (10) United Labour Manifesto on Tarifis and Labour 
Conditions; (11) Slavery in the Transvaal; (12) Railway Nationalisation; 
(13) The Trade Union Bill ; (14) Are You on the Register ? ; (15) The Land ; 
(16) Mr. Fredk. Harrison on the Trade Union Law.

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THE LICENSING ACT, 1904. 

By G. C. Cops, Babbistbb-at-Law. 






Existing " Oa LiceAses." 

Before the passing of the Licensing Act (1904) the justices of licensing 
districts had power to refuse renewals of existing " on licenses," either (1) 
because the license was unnecessary or for any reasons undesirable in their 
district ; or, (2) on account of ill-conduct, structural deficiencies, character J 
of the holder, or similar reasons. A license was, in fact, an annually expiring I 
privilege granted in the justices' discretion. 

The Act of 1904 distinguishes between the two classes of recusons cited above. 
Those coming under the second heading still entitle local justices to refuse the 
renewal of a license. For the rest, jurisdicticm is transferred (except in 
county boroughs, i.e., towns of 50,000 inhabitants, where the jurisdistion of 
the justices is substantially maintained, subject to compensation, as below) to 
a Committee of the Court of Quarter Sessions. The proceeding is as follows:— 

(1) The local justices refer the case to the committee reporting thereon. 

(2) The Committee consider the case. Evidence presented by " those 

interested in the premises " must be heard, but not necessarily 
any other evidence ; 

(3) The committee decide. In the event of non-renewal, compensation 

must be given out of a compensation fund obtained as in (7) ; 

(4) The amount of compensation is to be the difference between the 

value of the premises calculated as if the Act had not passed, 
and their value if imlicensed ; 
{')) Unless a figure be agreed on between the committee and those 
recognised by the committee as " interested," the Act provides 
for a series of appeals ; 

(6) TJie amount being determined, the committee, if funds are available, 

is to distribute it. Provisions are made which seem to admit 
the licensee of tied houses to a share, but on this point the Act 
is obscure, and lawyers differ as to its interpretation ; 

(7) This compensation fund is obtained by a levy upon the premises 

of existing " on Ucenses " which are renewed. The committee are 
not bound to create a compensation fund at all, if they certify 
it to be unnecessary. The total amount of the fund cannot 
exceed a certain figure, which depends on the annual value of the 
premises of renewed " on licenses." 

New Licenses. 

The licensing justices must attach conditions to new Ucenses so as " to 
secure to the public any monopoly value which is represented by the difference 
between the value which the premises will bear in the opinion of the justices 
when licensed, and the value of the same premises if they were not licensed." 

They may attach further conditions as to payment, tenure, or other matters 
as they think fit, but the total money payment must not exceed the amount 
required to secure the monopoly value. 

Objections. 

The chief objections go to the principle of the Act. They are :— 

(1) The Act converts an annual right of petition into a vested interest, 
not even limited by a term ol yeats. \\. >aa» \swsa. «^Mk»*ftA b^ 
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authorities that the private value of licensed premises all over 
the country has been enhanced in this way at the expense of the 
public by some £300,000,000 ; 

(2) By limiting the power of refusal of local justices to cases of ill- 

conduct, structural deficiency, &c., their descretion is seriously 
impaired. Under the old law they were able to put a stop to 
** undesirable practices " even though they did not amount to 
specific ill-conduct. Such undesirable practices are : (a) Defec- 
tive or lax management (as distinguished from ill-conduct) ; 

(b) employing undesirable bar attendants ; (c) giving the '* long 
pull " and free drinks at Christmas ; (d) failing to supply golid 
refreshments ; (e) promoting competitions, sweepstakes, the 
encouragement of a betting clientele ; (/) allowing the house to be 
the regular resort of undesirable women ; 

(3) By the transfer of the power of refusal on general grounds to 

Quarter Sessions, the valuable local knowledge of the immediate 
justices is sacrificed ; 

(4) The rule of evidence to be adopted by the licensing committee is 

rightly described as an outrage upon the public ; for the only 
voices entitled to be heard are those of the men " interested 
in the premises " ; 

(5) On the question of the compensation fund objection is taken to the 

following : (a) The committee are not bound to create a fund at 
all ; (b) by its method of creation the fund can never exceed a 
certain amount estimated at present at about £1 ,000,000 a year ; 

(c) this sum is liable to be reduced by the costs of administration, 
appeals, and other expenses ; {d) consequently the committees 
are impotent to extinguish in any one year more than a very 
small proportion. 

(6) It is further objected that the fund, though apparently obtained 

from private means, is taken from recognised taxable resources 
of the nation ; 

(7) The whole Act is to be administered under rules of a Secretary of 

State. This proviso is considered liable to abuse. 

Amendment. 

The following are the principal lines along which amendment is proposed : — 

(1) That a time limit should be imposed, beyond which no compensa- 

tion should be payable. In this way the State would free itself 
from the monopoly at the end of a term of years'; 

(2) ^That the collection of the compensation fund should be compulsory, 

and that its total amount should be largely increased. In this 
way the number of reductions able to be effected might be 
rendered adequate ; 

(3) That the system of high license duties be adopted, and that the 

more valuable premises pay, at least, a x^roportionate amount 
of license duty. In this way a part of the monopoly value, 
which is now presented to the owner when a license is granted or 
renewed, would be retained by the public ; 

(4) That the public be entitled to a hearing before the Court which 

investigates the question of renewal.

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NATIONAL FINANCE. 

Chb Chancellor of the Exchequer (Mr. Austen Chamberlain) made his Budget 
Hatement on April 19th, 1904. He estimated expenditure for the year ending 
Id^arch 31st, 1905, as roughly 143 miUions, representing an increase of 50 
nillions in the course of 10 years. Of the total expenditure, 66 milUons, as 
igainst 33 millions in 1895, are for the normal upkeep of the army and navy. 

The National Debt stands to-day at the sum of 794 railhons, as against 
>39 millions in 1900 ; it is therefore at the figure to-day at which it stood in 
:he year 1871, the saving of 30 years having been swept away by the war. 

The annual charge borne by the country on behalf of the debt is now 29 
aiillions — that is to say, 29 millions are paid annually on behalf of military 
ind naval expenditure in the past. If this sum be added to the 66 millions 
present expenditure upon these services we reach a sum of 95 millions for 
lational offence and defence, which is greater than the total amount expended 
by the country on all counts ten years ago. (See table pp. 78-79.) 

The principal sources of revenue to meet the national expenditure are 
set out below. The increase of 60 millions has been met as regards 25 miUions 
by the increased jdeld of existing taxation, as regards the other 25 millions 
by the imposition of fresh taxes. The additional taxation has been 4d. on 
the income-tax, 4d. a pound on tea, Jd. a pound on sugar. Is. a barrel on beer, 
6d. a gallon on spirits, extra taxes on tobacco. Is. a ton on exported coal. 

The special additional imposts of the Budget of 1904 were Id. income-tax, 
2d. on tea, and 3d. on unstemmed tobacco, a tax of a protective character 
which met with considerable opposition in the House.

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THE ALIEN IMMIGRATION BILL. 1904. 

The Royal Commission on Alien Immigration made their report in August4903. 
The Home Secretary introduced the Alien Immigration Bill on March 29th, 
1904. He said that it was based on the recommendation of the report, and 
declared that State interference was m*gently required on the following 
grounds : — 

( 1 ) 'J'here are many undesirable aliens in the kingdom ; 

(2) The number of aliens has enormously increased ; 

(3) Their tendency is to crowd into a very few centra, and there to cause 

overcrowding ; 

(4) They have displaced much British labour ; 

(5) They have ousted many native residents ; 

(6) They have come into strained relations with the home population ; 

(7) The number convicted of offences has increased. 

Provisions of the Bill. 

The Home Secretary was to be empowered to make regulations in respect of 
alien immigrants : — 

(1) For procuring imrticulars of character, proposed residence, &c. ; 

(2) For inspecting, excluding, or detaining them ; 

(3) For forbidding or regulating their residence in particular areas. 

Exclusion of Aliens. 

Any inspecting officer was to be given power to detain or prevent an alien 
landing if he thought that the alien — 

(1) Had within five years been convicted of an extraditable crime ; 

(2) Practised or lived on prostitution ; 

(3) Was likely to become a charge on public funds ; 

(4) Had no visible or probable means ; 

(5) Was of notoriously bad character ; 

(6) Was suffering from disease or mental incapacity. 

The Home Secretary was to decide in the case. He might exclude or admit 
the alien. Further, any informer might bring certain charges against an alien, 
and the Home Secretary was to be empowered to exclude Mm. 

The court before whom an alien might be convicted of certain crimes was to 
have had power to expel him. 

Residence of aliens in overcrowded areas was to be prohibited or regulated 
if the Local Government Board thought fit. 

Objections. 

The following objections were taken to the Bill : — 

(1) It is not based on the Report : — 

(a) The evil (if any) is overstated as regards numbers, e.g., the Minister 
in introducing the Bill said that 81,000 aliens in 1901, and 82,000 
in 1902, had come to stay. He had to admit later that this was 
a tenfold exaggeration. The report shows from the census 
returns that the annual rate of increase of aliens was 7,600 from 
1881-1901, and in the last half of that period, from 1891-1901, 
was only 0,700. It also shows that the percentage of alien 
population in the United Kingdom (viz., 0*69), is lower than that 
of any other important country, being half that of Germany, 
one-foiu-th that of France, and one-twentieth that of the 
United States (p. 21). 
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(6) The report does not warrant the view that native labour, sldlled 
or unskilled, has been seriously displaced (pp. 19-20). Alien 
labour has td some extent aggravated sweating of unskilled 
labour. That is a vaster evil needing more fundamental 
remedies. The Report shows that the three main industries 
of aliens, tailoring, cabinet-making, and boot-making, have 
been " beneficial," and have given increased employment to 
British workers (p. 19). In eleven trades given as occupations 
of aliens there has been a general increase of wages (p. 15). 

(c) The evidence of character and conduct after the first stage of 

residence is favourable to the alien (p. 22). 

(d) The figures of pauperism are favourable. The pauper percentage 

of all London is 7*9, of aliens 2*4. 

(e) The medical evidence refutes the imputation of disease (pp. 10 and 

11). (The port sanitary authorities have ample power already. ) 

(/) There was expert evidence that overcrowding could be efficiently 
dealt with by enforcing the sanitary laws (pp. 49-61). 

(g) The Report recommended a Court of Law, and not, like the Bill, 
unjudicial inspectors to adjudicate upon the delicate question 
regarding aliens mentioned above. 

I) Immigration is mainly that of victims, direct and indirect, of religious 
and political persecution. This country should not lightly abandon 
its traditional hospitality to such men and women. The measure 
could not in practise be administered without jeopardising this 
principle. 

3) The " strained relations " alleged above are not widespread or general. 

I) It is true that there is a somewhat higher percentage of convictions of 
aliens. This is partly because they are very liirgely an adult popu- 
lation. Existing police powers are ample. 

5) It is true that it is desirable to exclude criminals. But the present, 

and the late, Commissioner of Police, and the Chief ^lagistrate of 
London (which contains an immense proportion of the alien popula- 
tion) have declared that the Bill would not have effected this end 
(Report, pp. 46 and 47). The poor and helpless and the refugees 
would suffer alone. 

6) Lastly, the Bill proposed a repulsive, dangerous, costly, and inefficient 

system of police interference and arbitrary powers for which no case 
has been made out. 

The Bill was relegated by Mr. Balfour on June 8th to a Standing Committee 
the House of Commons ; and owing to the effective opposition of Mr. 
Qston Churchill and others it was ultimately withdravm ow 3\3\^ IXJa. \s^ 
Home Secretary, into whose charge it had been giveii. 
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THE EDUCATION ACTS, 1902-3. 

By G. C. Cope, Barrister-at-Law. 

The Eiuoation Acts (1932-3) effected two principal changes in the public 
education system of England and Wales : — 

(1) They completed the separation of all the schools from direct public 

control ; 

(2) They placed the voluntary schools upon the rates. 

The Situatiofk Before the Acts. 

Scholars and Grants. — Before the Acts became law there were in England 
and Wales : (a) Upwards of 2,600 School Boards elected popularly, locally, 
and solely for education purposes. The schools managed by them, now 
called " provided " schools, gave instruction to more than two and a half 
millions of children, (b) More than 14,000 groups of managers of elementary 
voluntary schools, now called " non-provided " schools. These had an 
attendance of about 3,000,000 children. Their managers were in no way j 
responsible to their localities. To the central government they were respon* ' 
sible only for compUance with certain regulations in order to earn State aid 
received by them. 

The schools were financed as follows : Both classes received support on the 
same terms from Exchequer grants on the report of official school inspectors. 
Further, they respectively received special statutory grants ; the " provided" 
schools a grant of about £170,000, and the " non-provided " schools a grant 
of £800,000 a year. The grants were not enough for efficiency. They had to 
be supplemented as regardis '* provided *' schools from the rates, and as regards 
" non- provided " schools from charity. As a result most of the ** non- provided" 
schools, educating more than half the working-class children of the country, 
were ill-housed, ill-repaired, ill-equipped, and understaffed. 

What the Acts Effected. 

New Local Authorities. — The Acts abolished school boards, also the bodies 
controlling voluntary schools, and appointed the county councils, borough 
councils, and urban district councils as local education authorities. Their 
jurisdiction over " non-provided " schools is limited, however, by the Acts in 
certain ways described below. 

Control of the Schools. — The councils must constitute education com- 
mittees on lines to suit the views of the department caUed the Board of Educa- 
tion. The committees must deal with all matters except rating and borrowing. 
A majority of each committee must be elected by the council, and be members 
of it. There may be other members of educational experience and local 
knowledge nominated where desirable by other bodies. The inclusion of 
women must be provided for. The administration of elementary schools is 
shared between the " education authorities " and the managers. 

Appointment of Managers. — (a) In " provided " schools managers are 
chosen as follows: (i.) In the provinces by the councils of the 
county and of the areas served b^ the schools ; (IL) in London, 
the borough councils fix the number of managers : Two-thirds 
are appointed by them, one- third by the Coimty Council, and 
not less than one-third must be women. In both cases, therefore, 
they are indirectly subject to popular control 
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(b) In all " non-provided '* schools the managers are partly chosen 
by the " local authorities," and partly appointed under the 
school trust deeds, in the proportion of two of the former to 
four of the latter. Thus, for every manager indirectly subject to 
popular control, there are two who represent the sectarian 
interests of the school. 

Division of Control. — The local authority must efficiently maintain 
all existing schools with an attendance of 30 children, and all schools which, 
in case of dispute, the Board of Education considers necessary, (a) In " pro- 
vided " schools the local authority has the powers and duties of the old school 
boards ; (6) in " non-provided " schools the local authority has reBponsibihty 
for and control of secular education. It must maintain the schools from the 
rates, except as regards the fabric of school-houses. 

(a) The managers of " provided " schools have such powers of manage- 
ment and are subject to such conditions as the local authority 
determines ; 

(6) The managers of ** non-provided '* schools have the right of appoint- 
ing and dismissing teachers subject to the objections of the 
local authority, which can only be taken on educational groimds. 
The managers have to procure the money for repairs and reason- 
able alterations to the fabric of the school. They are, however, 
entitled to receive rent for the teacher's dweUing-house, and 
to have damage for fair wear and tear to the school-house made 
good by the local authority. 

Religious Instruction. — (a) In " provided " schools rehgious instruction 
must bo non-sectarian ; 
(6) In " non- provided " schools rehgious instruction must conform to 
the trust-deeds (if any), otherwise it may be anything a majority 
of the managers may choose. A parent may withdraw his 
child. 

New Schools.. — Any person may propose to provide a new school to be 
financed under the Act. Provision is made for objections being taken before 
the Board of Education, who must decide whether such school is necessary. 

Higher Education. — An annual parliamentary grant called " whisky " 
money must be expended on higher education. The local authority may 
raise limited rates for that purpose, and for the co-ordination of all forms of 
education, and for scholarships and college fees of students. 

Finance. — For the expenses of elementary education the local authority 
has : — 

(1) An unlimited rating- power ; 

(2) Borrowing powers ; 

(3) Annual Exchequer grants as heretofore ; 

(4) In b'eu of the special statutory grants mentioned above, a new 

grant of 4s. per child, and a further varying sum per child ; 

(6) Such portion of any existing endowments as is apphcable under 
trust for objects imposed on the local authority. 

If, in the opinion of the Board of Education, local authorities q>\s\\^ ^xs.-^ ^\ 
their duties, or fail to provide necessary additional accomTClo^»A\ox\,^}c^a^<^k«s^^ 
may make ordeiv to compel them. 
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ObjeetioAt. 

It has been objected to the new law that— 

(1) The indirect system of election set up robs the people of real popular 
control, even of ** provided " schools. The choice of representatives 
should be unhampered by the numerous other issues arising in 
County and Borough Council elections ; 

(2) The councils are already over-tasked, and in arrear with pressing 
work ; 

(3) Now that the burdens of the " non-provided " schools are prac- 
tically all thrown upon public funds it is totally unjust that 
only one-third of the control should be in pubUc hands ; 

(4) For the last- mentioned reason the teaching of sectarian doctrines 
should cease to be a part of public instruction in the " non- 
provided " schools, and sectarian views no longer be required of 
the teachers ; 

(5) The Board of Education has too much power ; it is not a sufficiently 
popular, impartial, or progressive body ; 

[()) The provisions for higher and co-ordinated education are permissive 
only ; 

[7) The right to elect women ui>on the education authority is extin- 
guished. That is an injury to electors, to women, and to 
education. 

Suggested Amendments. 

[a) That managers of " non-provided " schools should all be appointed 
and controlled by the local authority in the same way as mcuiagers 
of ** provided " schools ; 

[b) That public education should be purely secular, coupled with 
reasonable facilities for denominational education not paid out 
of public funds ; 

[c) That the provision of higher and co-ordinated education should be 
compulsory ; 

[d) That the overruling power of the Board of Education should cease 
or be diminished ; 

[e) That women should be eligible upon the education authority. 
There are many, however, who hold that no amendment short of the 

restoration of an authority elected ad hoc (t.e., expressly for education) similar 
to the school boards, can be perfectly satisfactory. 
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CHINESE LABOUR. 

By F. W. Pbthiok Lawbbnce. 

February 8th, 1904, was carried in the Transvaal Legislative Council an 
nance for the introduction of indentured labour into that country '* from 
ide Africa south of 12 degrees north of the equator. " Among the provisions 
lis Ordinance were sections to the following effect :■— 

By Section 9 (6) — The Chinese labourer is to be bound to serve the 
master who imports him, or such master to whom the first shall 
lawfully '* assign " his rights. 

By Section 14 — The Chinese cannot trade, or hold any license what- 
ever, or lease land, or have any economic rights. 

By Sections 18, 19 — The labourer is to be bound to reside on his 
master's premises, and must not leave them without special 
permit, signed by a person authorised by his importer. 

By Section 20 (2) — If found off the premises without such permit he 
may be arrested by any policeman without warrant. 

Section 31 (10) — "Any i)er8on who shall harbour or conceal any 
labourer who has deserted from the service of his importer, 
or who has committed any breach of this Ordinance, or who shall 
aid and abet any labourer to desert as aforesaid, shall be liable to 
a fine not exceeding fifty pounds, and in default of payment 
imprisonment not exceeding three months." 

'his Ordinance, in order to become law, required the Royal Consent. On 
)ruary 3rd, 1904, Mr. Lyttelton promised that before the Royal Consent was 
ained, he would give the House of Commons the opportunity of discussing 
Ordinance. He subsequently (February 4th) declared that he should 
sider this promise kept by affording time for an amendment to be moved 
the Address having regard to this question. The debate came on on 
►ruary 16th, and lasted two days (February 16th and 17th), and on a 
iflion the Government won by 281 — ^230, Major Seely, Mr. Winston Churchill, 
A. RoUit, Mr. T. W. Russell, Mr. Sloan, Mr. Hain, Mr. James Wood, Mr. 
^tchell, and Mr. Mac Arthur voting against the Government, some 30 or 
Unionists abstaining unpaired. Subsequently, on March 16th, Sir H.

he Ordinance received the Royal Consent on March 1 1th, and the further 
rention with the Chinese Government by which Great Britain is entitled 
tbtain Chinese labourers to work in any British possessions, was signed 
day 12th.

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Wage and TreafmeAt of the Chiaese* 

Speaking in the House of Commons on March 2l8t, Mr. Lyttelton promised 
that the minimum wage of the Chinese should be 28. a day. Lord Milncf, 
however, ^^Tote to him tliat he could not agree to this. Mr. Lyttelton therefoie 
agreed that this should be reduced to Is. a day ; the wages are to be paid 
piece-work with that as a minimum. 

On October ITth, a letter appeared in the Daily News from Mr. T. Kennerby, 
of Germiston, Transveial, stating that a number of Chinese coolies had been 
openly flogged in the streets, presumably by their overseers, and that the 
police had taken no steps to interfere. 

On October 25th the correspondent of the Morning Post, at Pretoria, 
reported the following incident : — 

Owing to the discontent regarding the Chinese cooks* dishonest 
catering on the French Rand Mine fourteen hundred 
Chinamen struck on Monday. The mine manager was 
wounded in the head by a missile, the coolies taking | ^j 

]X)ssession of his rifle. Tlie mounted police charged the 
coolies in their compound and sjamboked the rioters. The jk\ 

coolies resumed work after six hours' insubordination. The 
ringleaders are awaiting trial. 

Other stories have come to hand in various ways which go far to convince 
impartial judges that the condition of affairs in Johannesburg more closely 
resembles those of a huge convict settlement than those of a free country 
under the British flag. 

History, 

The demand for cheaper coloured labour to work the mines dates back to 
before the war. The mine owners gave evidence before a Transvaal Commission 
appointed by the Boer Government in 1897. They demanded an increased 
hut tax and power to estabish locations in order to compel the Kaffir to work 
at reduced wages. In reply the Commission reported : — 

Your Commission cannot recommend any measure which would 
be equivalent to forced labour, neither can they recom« 
mend the imposition of a higher tax on Kaffirs. 

The mine owners talked also of Asiatic labour, and of closing down the 
mines in the event of their demands being refused. President Kruger's 
answer was a law providing that if the mines were not worked, by the com- 
panies o^^Tiing them, it would be open to the State to step in, confiscate the 
mines, and work them itself. Thus the great weapon which the mine owners 
are able to use to-day so effectively was taken away from them by the Boer 
Government, viz., their power to bring ruin upon the community at will by 
bringing business to a standstill. This law does not exist in the Transyaal 
under the British administration. 
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he close of the war the mine owners reduced native wages from 478. a 
to 27b. ; and at the same time persuaded Lord Mihier to double the hut 
bh a view of compelling the natives to come to work. The failure of this

Shortly after this Mr. Creswell's place was made too hot for him, and be 
tendered his resignation, which was accepted. 

OpinioA in the TraAtvaal. 

On April 1st, 1903, a great meeting had been held in Johannesburg, and the 
voting on a strong resolution was 5,0(K) to 2 against Chinese labour. The report 
of the Commission was issued in December, and resulted in the pre-ordained 
vote of 11 to 2 in favour of the Chinese experiment. A citizen's meeting was 
called shortly afterwards on the subject, which was broken up. Next day the 
roughs who had broken up the meeting were paid ISs. apiece for their work of 
the night before. Mr. R. L. Outhwaite possesses affidavits which prove that 
these men had been deliberately hired for this piu*po8e. Lord Milner reported 
that the workers of the Transvaal " favoured the introduction of the Chinese.** 
He further, by suggestion of national bankruptcy, silenced the opposition of 
the commercial classes, which up to that time had been serious and pronounced. ^ 
(See the article " South Africa, page 153). In the spring, when all was over, we 
find him repudiating his own statement ; we also find the trades council, 
comprising the whole of the trade unions of the Rand, " protesting against the 
importation of Asiatics, being firmly convinced that it will ultimately result 
in the reduction of white labour to the detriment of the State." 

The Trade Union Congress. 

On Friday, September 9th, 1904, the members of the Trade Union Congress 
at Leeds, discussed the question of Chinese Labour in the Transvaal, and the 
large assembly emphatically pronounced against the introduction of unden- 
lured " slaves." The following resolution wa8 passed unanimously : — 

'*That this CongieHS enters its most emphatic protest against the 
action of His Majesty's Govemment in sanctioning the South 
African Labour Ordinance, as it is opposed to the best interests of 
His MajcBty'H subjects at home ana abroad, sanctions conditions 
of labour unfit for human beings, and is contrary to the anti- 
slavery traditions of the British Empire."

Up to the end of 1902 £70,686,590 worth of gold had been obtained, and 
£17,962,000 had been paid in dividends. In the first six months of 1904, 
~ 30 gold-mining companies on the Band earned dividends amounting to 
-~ £2,(^43,139. This was before a single Chinese appeared on the Band.

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COST OF CONSCRIPTION. 

On August 2nd, 1904, the Secretary of State for War (Mr. Amold-Forste) 
issued a statement as to the extra cost of conscription. The estimate wai 
based on the following assumptions : — 

( 1 ) That the number o| men to be raised each year would be 380,000; 

(2) Officers and non-commissioned officers would be additional to thil 

number, and would be in the proportion of 30 officers and 70 
non-commissioned officers to 900 men ; 

(3) Officers and non-commissioned officers would be paid at Army 
rates, and privates at Is. a day only ; 

(4) The Militia and Volunteers would cease to exist ; 

(5) The Regular Army at home would be reduced by about 30,000, 
all ranks, including reservists ; and that 

(6) It would be necessary to double the regimental pay of the Regulir 

Army (except officers). 

With these assumptions, the figure reached is £25,900,000, obtained u 

follows : — 

Cost of conscript army of 380,000 men, with 
proportion of officers and non-comissioned 
officers £27,530,000 

Cost of doubling regimental pay of regular soldiers 4,414,000

The estimate included no capital expenditure. A note is appended showing 
that if the number of men to be raised each year were reduced by one-half 
{i.e., from 380,000 to 100,000), the cost would be reduced by £13,765,000. 

In reviewing this statement from the War Office it is necessary to remember 
that after all, this sum would be a very small part of the cost to the natioo. 
Military service would withdraw for three years some 380,000 young men from 
productive work. At a low calculation each of these young men is worth »t 
least £."50 a year as a workman. On this basis the loss of their services to the 
commerce and industry of the nation for one year would amount to no leesi 
simi than 19 millions. Nor is that all. The disturbance to trade and, above 
all, the loss of dexterity and of special aptitude while they abandoned their 
trade to learn their drill would be beyond all numerical calculation.

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MUNICIPAL MOVEMENTS. 

By G. C. Cope, Baaristeb-at-Law. 

Municipal movements represent the performance of duties imposed upon 
citizens by the law. Especially dm-ing the last half -century citizens of this 
country have been empowered and instructed by the law to provide themselves 
with the chief conditions of health, morahty, education, and comfort. 

These activities fall naturally into three classes : — 

(1) Those which do not bring back directly into the coflFers of the body 

imdertaking them any commercial return. They are said to be 
" unrcmunerative." As such they could not be undertaken 
alternatively by private enterprise. Such are : The lighting, 
paving, and cleaning of the streets ; the work of sanitary 
inspection ; the destruction of insanitary areas, &c. 

(2) Those which may or may not be commercially remunerative, but 

which are not hkely to be undertaken by private enterprise. 
Such are : Baths and wash-houses, cemeteries, &c. 

(3) Those which should be commercially remunerative. Such are: 

The supply of water, gas, tramways, electricity, housing, markets, 
&c. 

As regards class (1) the only dispute is as to how many things should rightly 
be undertaken ; there can be no question that if they are done at all they must 
be done by the municipality, and fra,nkly at a loss. Class (2) is in a somewhat 
similar position, but in estimating desirability, the semi-commercial nature of 
the imdertaking is taken into account. Class (3) is on a different footing, 
because if not performed by the municipality the service would actually be 
undertaken in many cases by private enterprise. The questions, therefore, 
arise whether the public pocket is spared, or whether the public is better 
served by the work being undertaken by the municipality, or left to private 
means. 

Those who oppose the extension of municipal activity to these fields often 
base their arguments upon the advantages of commercial competition. It is, 
however, very important to notice that the choice is now very seldom between 
the municipality and a number of firms competing with each other to supply 
pubhc wants. The real alternative to the mimicipality is a monopoly owned 
and controlled for private gain. 

Some principal advantages claimed for municipal management are the 
following : — 

(1) Full satisfaction of public needs because they are public needs, and 

not because they are opportunities of commercial gain ; 

(2) E( onoiny and excellence of service, and consequently reduction 

of cost to the consumer resulting from (a) unity of control with 
authority to treat simultaneously and systematically all parts 
of a district ; (6) ample commercial credit ; 

(3) Exemplary employment of labour as regards hours, wages, and 

conditions ; 

(4) Commercial profit in the form of large funds accruing from pro- 

ductive services and applicable (a) directly to the public use ; 
(b) to ultimate acquisition by the community of valuable assets 
free of debt ; 
(o) The exercise and development oi the ai^liit of cohesion and mutual 
service, - - - 
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Commercial Sueeett. 

For the general commercial success of municipal undertakings in classes 
(2) and (3) the Parliamentary Return (398 of 1902) is conclusive authority. It 
showed that of 317 municipal corporations in England and Wales (excluding 
London) 299, on March 31st, 1902, carried on reproductive undertakings, and 
that of these 278 worked them at a profit, while 21 (chiefly very small places) 
had made small losses mostly in waterworks, baths, and cemeteries. The 
net profit of the whole number on a four years average after repayments of 
capital and payments of interest and (in the case of the more important cor- 
porations) depreciation charges, was £378,281.

By deduction we obtain the total net profit of £378,281 

The profits on working alone were , £4,812,005 

The payments towards extinction of debt were £1,264,544 

The interest paid was £2,975,906 

No return has been issued since the Paliamentary paper above quoted 
from which a detailed analysis can be obtained ; but from the separate state- 
ments issued by the municipalities it is certainly true to say that results more, 
rather than less, favourable have been achieved. 

It should be noticed that in all the cases of loss, ex( e])t two (ele( tricity and 
housing), the services belong to class (2), and cannot be expected in the aggregate 
to be remunerative. 

The case of the electricity supply is worthy of sj)e('ial notice. According 
to the ParUamentary return given above dealing with the figures of four 
years ending March 31st, 1902, 102 corporations in England and Wales were 
undertaking electricity supply. Of these, 91 returned a })rofit, but this was 
more than counterbalanced by the losses on the other eleven, eight of which 
had only been working one year. It is well known that companies for the 
supply of electricity reckon to work at a loss for the first year at least, and the 
returns for 1903 show that so far as eight out of the 11 are concerned (the 
only ones for which returns are to hand) the sex\\cea Nvex^ >NQ\te^ ^\ ^ ^x^^*^ 
in that year. 
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In reference to housing it is generally allowed that the conditions imposed 
upon municipalities by law as to sinking fund to cover depreciation are more 
onerous than would be reckoned by a private owner. In particular the period 
for the land has been (since the return) extended by Act of Parliament from 
60 to 80. Taking this into account the loss reckoned under this heading 
would be reduced and possibly obhterated. 

Commercial Advantage. 

Having now dealt with the question whether municipal enterprises pay, 
we turn to the second question — whether the public is better served. The 
following facts are worthy of consideration : — 

Water. — A good and cheap supply is given to the public, and improved 
public health. 

Gas. — The municipal charge averages 2s. 8d., as against 28. lid. of the 
companies. In many towns street lighting is free. 

Tramways. — The one year's working of municipal tramways shows an 
increase of 182 miles of Unes, an increase of net revenue per track mile of £327, 
an increase of 226,000,000 passengers, and an increase of 35,000,000 miles 
run. 

Electricity Supply. — At the close of 1903, 323 local authorities conducted 
this supply with a capital of £30,000,000, and their acquisition of powers con- 
tinues. The insidious kind of peril to which municipal interests may be 
exposed through efforts of commercial syndicates to capture them is pointed 
out in the Municipal JoumcU, 1904, in the case of Birmingham (p. 336) and 
Tunbridge Wells (pp. 421-2). 

' Housing of the Working-Classes. — Some progress is being made both 
in the province!^ and the metropolis. The London Coimty Council has been 
especially active and zealous. The following figures summarise the Council's 
work up to March 31st, 1904 : —

Number of persons provided or being provided for 43,173 

Number of persons to be provided for in buildings now

It must be observed, in conclusion, that there are many departments of 
municipal management which cannot be properly administered, and several 
which cannot be undertaken at all, until the electors have had given or restored 
to them the right which has been withheld from them of electing women to 
serve on all municipal bodies.

TRADE UNfON CONGRESS, 1904. 

A DIARY OF THE WEEK (SEPTEMBER 9-10). AT LEEDS. 

The Thirty -Seventh Annual Congress of Trade Unions was held in September, 
at Leeds, about a million and a half workers being represented by the 450 
delegates. Mr. R. Bell, M.P. (Amalgamated Society of Railway Servants) 
was the chairman. 

MONDAY.- Offiei&l We'eome. 
At noon on Monday the magnificent Town Hall was crowded on the occasion 
of the official welcome by the Lord Mayor of Leeds, who, with the Lady 
Mayoress, extended the heartiest greeting to the delegates, an expression 
which was emphasised by the officials of the Local Reception Committee. In 
the afternoon a large party visited Fountains Abbey at the invitation of the 
Marquis of Ripon, who, at tea, sympathised with the work of Trade Unions. 

TUESDAY.— Chairman's Speeeh, Reports, and Resolutions. 

The first business on Tuesday was the Chairman's speech, in which he 
ably reviewed the political situation, and the questions in which Trade Unionists 
were interested, especially mentioning the Trades Dispute Bill and Free Trade. 

The Parliamentary Committee's Report dealt with work done on the Fiscal, 
Education, and Chinese Labour questions, the drafting of the Trades Dispute 
Bill, deputations to Government officials, new scheme of Industrial Insurance, 
and the scheme for starting a new Labour newspaper. This was passed. 

The Congress next turned its attention to the agenda. The General Purposes 
Committee had unanimously agreed that a resolution relating to certain pro- 
posals as to the constitution of the Labour Representation Committee was not 
in order, as they regarded that Committee as an " independent outside body.'* 
That contentious motion having been swept aside a resolution protesting 
against the Aliens Bill was withdrawn. 

The following resolutions were, passed : — 

Municipal Work. — " That we rail upon the Parliamentary Committee to 
bring all possible pre8'*nre to bear upon M.P.'s and other public repre- 
sentatiyes so that public bodies may be empowered to enter into and 
carry on any work or business on behalf of the people, so as to steady 
the volume of trade and provide work, at fnir rates, for those who 
would otherwise be idle." (Moved by the Cabinet Makers.) 

A Minister of Labour. — "That in the opinion of this Congress the time 
has arrived when a Minister of Labour should be appoiuted, with. 
Cabinet rank to whom would be entrusted th«' administrH tion of Labour 
enact "ents, <fec." (Moved by the Amalgamated Society of Carpenters 
and Joiners). Another reboliition was submitted by the Dockers, and 
carried. 

A motion in favour of compulsory arbitration proposed by Mr. Ben Tillett, 
was lost by 869,00 ) to 383,( 00. The Congress agreed :— 

(1) "That the Board of Trade should be asked to co-ordinate the efforts of 
Local Authorities regarding tlie unemployed." 

(2) "That Local Authorities s'lonld have power to issue credit notes to avoid 
heavy interest on borrowed money." 

(3) "That Shop AssistantB, Warehousemen, and Clerks should be included 
in Bills dealing wit i labour and supported by Congress." 

(4) "That workers be entitled to demand ■wn.l\iQIVc\l«.xv^.^Wt^w^. o^»NM\3a% 
tbeir employment,'* 
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(5) " That the Drink Traffic should be 0¥nied by the State, and in order to 
facilitate that ownership, Local Authorities should ba given power to 
acquire the monopoly upon a ballot of ratepayers."^ Carried by 178 

votes to 49. 

WEDNESDAY. -Resolvtioat. 

A number of miscellaneous resolutions were taken and passed in the morning : 

(1) Unpaid Sunday Labour. — " That certain Kail way Qompanies be called 
up >n to remedy the grievance of unpaid labour on Sundays amongst 
clerks." 

(2) Conscription.— " Th&t the Congress rejoices at the progress of the 
principles of peace by the adoption of permanent treaties of arbitra- 
tion between Great Britain and other States . . . and emphatically 
protests against the proposal of the Boyal Military Commission to 
introduce conscription or any form of military service into this 
country." (Moved by Mr. J. O'Grady, Nat. Am. Furnishing Trades' 
Asso. Seconded by Mr. J. Ward (Navvies), whose reference to the King 
as "the only statesman England possesses," was received with loud 
cheers.) 

(3) Free Trade. — Condemning any departure from the principles of 
Free Trade as detrimental to the interests of the working clashes, and 
denouncing Protective Duties as unjust and economically unsound, and 
Preference as a hindrance to international i)rogress. (Moved by Mr. 
C. W. Bowerman, London Society of Compositors.) 

(4) International Bepresentation. — To invite representatives of Inter- 
national Trade Unionism to each Congress, and to send delegates to 
International Congresses. (Mr. Tillett's motion was defeated by 246-83.) 

(5) The Blind.— A motion calling for "State assistance to the blind by the 
erection of workshops, schools, and pensions for the aged. 

(6) Co-operators and Trade Unionists. — To ask Co-operative Societies to 
give preference to Trade Unionists when engaging employees. 

(7) Old Age Pennons. — Urging Government to establi^'h a n^'tional system 
enabling everyone at 60 to obtain a pension of 6/- per week from a fund 
raised by Imperial Taxation. 

The greater part of the afternoon was given over to addresses from the dele- 
gales from Amtrica, the General Federation of Trades, and the Labour 
Representation Committee. 

THURSDAY.-Resolotions. 

Labour Newspaper.— An interesting discussion took place on the proposal

"That the Parliamentary Committee be instructed to assist the Miners' 
Federation in pressing forward their Mines Bill to obtain an Eight 
Hours' Day, and other measures for the safety of Miners." 

yVorknwn'.s Compensation. — An important stories of amendments to the Act 
were moved and carried. 'Tne full text of the resolution is included 
in an article on Workmen's Compensation on page 101.) 

Government A'mjjZa?/ees.— An instruction to the Parliamentary Committee

Housing — A motion reaffirming former Congress resolutions, and regret- 
ting that no satisfactory attempt had been made to secure the provision 
of cheaper loans to Municipalities for housing purposes ; calling also 
for an amendment to the Cheap Trains Act of 1883, and greater 
powers to be given to local authorities. 

Education.— yiotion condemning the Government's Education Policy, 
and desiring to formulate a constructive programme based upon the 
principle of equal opportunities for all; securing popular control, 
secular teaching, &c, (Carried unanimously.) 

Physical Deterioration. — Urging the Government to introduce legislation 
instructing Education Authorities to provide at least one free meal a day 
for school children; a rigid enforcement of the Employment of 
Children Act. (Passed.) 

Standing Orders. — The Congress would not agree to an alteration of Stand- 
ing Orders to the effect "that in any constituency where a Trades 
Councilor Local Labour Bepresentation Committee existed, no member 
of the Parliamentary Committee should speak at a Party Candidate's 
meeting without first consulting such Committee." 

Trades Dispute Bill. — The Leicester resolution was reaffirmed, and the 
Parliamentary Committee thanked for its energies in endeavouring to 
get the Bill passed. 

SATURDAY.- Co nelosio n. 

Postal Questions. — A protest against the denial to postal servants of the full 
and free exercise of their civil rights, and against the right to combine, 
and calling for inclusion of employees within the Workmen's Com- 
pensation for Accidents Act.

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SOME LABOUR DISPUTES. 1904. 

Happily the year 1904 has not been marked by any very serious labour dispute, 
and the minor ones which have occurred have, with one exception, been 
settled in comparatively short time. The chief dispute was that which took 
place in August at the Curzon Mill, Hurst, near Ashton-under-Ljrne, when 
about 200 operatives in the cardroom struck because of a difference raised on 
the question of cleaning to be done on the frame rollers. The management 
imported non-union labour, and a series of disturbances took place which 
were discredited by the trade union officials. An attempt was made to settle 
the matters at issue by a meeting ccmv^ied by Mr. Thos. Birtwistle, factory 
inspector, but after six hours' conference no settlement was arrived at. On 
September 28th, after five weeks, the hands returned to work voluntarily, and 
the strike ended. 

Earlier in the year the London cabmen had a disaffreement with the pro- 
prietors over the price charged for cabs per diem. The Asquith award fixed 
the maximum at 15s. for hansoms, in May — at the beginning of the London 
'' slack season." The men applied lor a reduction of a shilling, alleging that 
it was impossible to make their calling pay otherwise. The proprietors were 
obdurate, and on June 1st between 2,000 and 3,000 cabs were idle, and singu- 
larly enough many of the " privileged " cabmen — the cause of a previous 
strike on the part of the union men — joined issue. An attempt was made at 
conciliation, but the union would not hear of it and continued the struggle, 
with the result that on the 6th many of the- masters yielded, and two days 
later the dispute was practically settled in favour ^of the drivers. On June 
27th a conference on the question of reduction of terms of the Asquith award 
was held between men and masters. 

On June 25th the female operators at the new Telephone Exchange in Holbom, 
W.C., struck because the company proposed to increase their working hours 
under the new system of receiving " calls." About 90 girls protest^, and 
stopped work for two days, after which the manager conceded their demands, 
and granted them an SJ-hour day, and a 5-hour Saturday. The girls have 
since formed a union. 

September saw two strikes amongst women workers. About 100 girls 
employed at Messrs. Day & Martin's blacking factory left work on account of a 
general reduction in the prices paid for certain work of labelling and filling. 
They, however, after a couple of weeks, went back on the management's 
terras. 

The second dispute arose amongst the girls employed in " stripping " 
tobacco for the manufacture of cigars at the York Road Works of the 
Imperial Tobacco Trust. On September 9th a girl was ordered by a foreman 
to re-make some cigars and she refused, and the trouble which had been 
brewing over this particular phase of work came to a head. The employees 
struck, and on September 9th, 600 came out, then on the 12th 200 union men 
were paid off. The workers' deputation was refused a hearing, and the 
movement spread, until on September 16th 250 women and 460 men were 
receiving strike pay from the union. The provinces have taken the matter 
up, and an extra 1,000 workers are out in different centres. The result was 
that on November 18th, the dispute was satisfactorily settled by arbitration 
in the workers* favour. 

A boilermakers' dispute at Leeds is somewhat similar to the Clyde engineers' 
dispute of 1903. The men employed at Messrs. Graham, Morton, & Co.'s, 
engineers, struck, A conference was Yield Aoetweeiv lYve \xn\oTLT«^T«e«iitative8 
and the £rm, the result being that the iormet vjovM xvoX. tfeGo^gp^afc VJaa ^R.M\^a».

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COMPENSATION TO WORKMEN FOR 

ACCIDENTS. 

The rights of workmen to compensation from their employers for injuries 
sustained in the course of their employment are based upon the Common Law, 
the Employers' Liability Act of 1880, and the Workmen's Compensation Acts 
of 1897 and 1900. 

At Common Law employers are responsible to their workmen 

(1) For their own personal negligence ; 

(2) For the adoption of defective plans of management or defective 

plant and machinery ; 
but the responsibihty is subject to certain qualifications and limitations, the 
most important of which is the doctrine of '* Common Employment," which 
lays down that if the person occasioning and the person suffering injury are 
fellow-workmen engaged in a common employment and having a common 
master, such master is not responsible for the consequences of the injury. 

The Employers' Liability Act, 1880, has the effect of prohibiting the master 
from pleading " common employment " as a defence in the following causes of 
accident : ( 1 ) Defective ways, plant, &c. ; (2) negligence of a superintendent ; 
(3) neghgence of a person in the employer's service to whose orders the work- 
man was bound to conform and did conform ; (4) defective by-laws or particular 
instructions of a person with delegated authority ; (6) negUgence of person in 
charge of signals, points, engines, or trains on a railway. 

The Workmen's Compensation Acts of 1897 and 1900 introduce a wholly 
novel principle into the laws of England. Never before, exoepl^ where a 
person is bound to another by specific contract which has been broken or by 
Common Law duty which has been infringed, has he been rendered hable 'for 
injury to that other. By these Acts an employer, in the works and businesses 
to which they apply, quite apart from negUgence or breach of contract on 
the part of himself or lus servant, is made liable to compensate his workmen 
for injuries incurred in the course of their employment in most cases, even 
where they were caused by the negligence of the injured workman himself. 
In the case of serious and wilful misconduct of the injured workman alone is the 
compensation disallowed. 

Proposed Reforms. 

The Trade Union Congress, 1904, approved of the following new amend- 
ments to the Compensation Act :— 

(1) All workmen to be included. Crews of fishing vessels, although 

joint adventurers with owners, no longer to be excepted from 
the definition of workman in the Bill of the Congress. 

(2) A minimum to be established of not less than 50 per cent, of full-time 

earnings. 

(3) Payment to a minor, i.e., every person under the highest grade of 

the employment, to be based upon the ultimate loss sustained 
by him upon becoming an adult. 

(4) Wilful and serious misconduct to be restricted to acts of an 

aggravated character. 

(5) Dependents to include relatives or guardians who have maintained 

or are being maintained by the miured ''^i^ou. 
(6) Commutation by a lump sum to be a\io^Qd% 
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(7) Weekly payments in cases of permanent injury not to be terminable ) 

except by commutation, whicb must provide not less than 75 
per cent, of their actuarial valuation. 

(8) In settlements the onus to be thrown upon employers of showing 

that the terms of settlement and the statutory rights of work- 
men are understood by the latter. 

(9) After payment employers to register an agreement in the County 

Court.

THE LEGAL STATUS OF TRADE UNIONS. 

The legal status of trade unions at the present day differs in two respects 
from that which they were supposed to occupy a short time ago. The first 
relates to the measure of legality of picketing, and the other to the legal liability 
of trade unions for damage done by their agents. The following appears to be 
the status of trade unions to-day : — 

(1) A trade union is legaL 

(2) A trade union is a legal entity, and capable of being sued lor tbe 

wrongdoing of its agents. 

(3) Picketing is unlawful, except under such conditions as make it 

almost impossible. 

(4) When judgment is entered against the trade union for the wrong- 

doing of its agents the funds of the union are liable to indemnity 
the injured party. 

The Bill of 1904. 

A Bill was brought into Parliament in the Session of 1904 to rectify the 
trade union position, and passed its second reading on April 22nd. Further 
facilities were refused by the Government, and ultimately it was blocked by 
Sir Frederick Banbury, the member for Peckham. It was based upon and, 
with a few amendments, it reproduced the Bill of 1903. 

The principal differences were the following : — 

(1) The title of the Bill was " A Bill to Legalise the Peaceful Conduct 

of Trades Disputes and to Alter the Law Affecting the Liability 
of Trade Union Funds," the last twelve words being added to 
meet the objections of the Speaker to the title of 1903. 

(2) The Bill of 1903 exempted trade unions from injunction or damages 

in respect of injuries caused by the action of members, except 
where such action had been with the direct sanction of the 
governing body. In the Bill of 1904 this exception was re- 
moved, but the words relating to injunction were omitted.

POSITION OF WOMEN IN 1904. 

Although there has been no striking advance in the course of the year, and 
no great victory has been won for women, yet signs of some very steady progress 
may be noticed in various quarters. On two subjects, in particular, interesting 
movements are going on. 

Women in Local Government. 

The severe blow dealt in 1902 and 1903 by the Education Acts, in depriving 
women of the right to be elected on to educational bodies, has given considerable 
stimulus, and has brought many new recruits to the agitation for enabling 
electors to place directly elected women not only on education authorities, 
but on other local bodies, so that their services may be secured for such matters 
as the housing of the poor, looking after public lodging-houses, the management 
of the female side of lunatic asylums, the supervision of industrial schools 
(containing children from three years of age), the supervision of midwives 
and of baby farms, of homes for inebriate women, of police courts, and police 
court waiting-rooms (outside the Metropolis), and generally for matters 
relating to the public health. 

The Bill to enable women to serve on County and Borough Councils was 
introduced again in June, this time by Earl Beauchamp in the House of 
Lords. Although it was again thrown out, the opinion in favour of it has 
been enforced by the strong support of the London County Council, and by 
the Progressive Party at the London Borough Councils election last autumn, 
who included the admission of women to Borough Coimcils in their programme. 
Fifteen out of 23 Progressive candidates mentioned it in their addresses 
to electors. From the Women's Local Government Society we learn that 
there are this year 954 women guardians in England, and 80 in Wales. Up 
to the end of 1903, 196 women had been co-opted on to education committees in 
England and two in Wales ; since then five have been co-opted on to the 
Education Committee for the County of London. 

Women's Suffrage Movement'. 

The exclusion of women from full participation in educational government 
has also given^a distinct impetus to the movement in favour of the Women's 
Parliamentary vote, and two distinguished statesmen on the Liberal side, 
Sir Henry Campbell- Bannerman and Mr. John Morley, have recently given in 
their adherence to the cause of women's suffrage, chiefly on the ground that 
women need the vote in order to retain their rights, and to secure further 
public privileges. 

A resolution in favour of removing the disabilities of women in respect of the 
Parliamentary vote was moved by Sir Charles McLaren, on March 16th, in the 
House of Commons, and passed by a majority of 114. In the Midlands the 
working women have been showing a greatly increased interest in this question. 
Petitions in favour of the women's vote, signed by 4,000 women workers in the 
Potteries, and by 5,000 women employed in the c\iam, m^, «jcA ^r^-^&sb \ss»J«ms.^ 
trades, and in hosiery factories, were presented to t\ie 'Rovjfifc <A C^\xv\»syc»& \sl 
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the spring of this year. The Lancashire and Cheshire women textile and 
other workers, have formed a Representation Committee, and are regularly 
contributing towards a fund for the election expenses of the women workos' 
Parliamentary candidate, Mi. Hubert Sweeney, who will contest Wigan at 
the next election, and is pledged to represent working women's interests in 
the House of Commons, and to work " in season and out of season " to secure 
their enfranchisement. 

At the International Women's Suffrage Conference, held in Berlin, in June, 
the following programme was adopted as the world policy for women : — 

(1) That there should be absolute equality of the sexes, both intellectaally and 

as members of the State. 

(2) That the natural relation-ihip between man and woman is that of reciprocity 

and common endeavour, while any attempt to suppress the freedom of one 
sex is injurious to humanity. 
(8) That all States possessing laws, customs, &c., calculated to prevent the 
natural development of women, are based on false principles, and' have 
created artificial relations between the sexes. 

(4) That self-determination being the inalienable right of every normal being in 

State and house, therefore no woman is bound to obedience to any one 
man, nor are women in general bound to obedience to men. 

(5) That the forcible degradation of women to the condition of irresponsible 

members of society is calculated to intensify economic distress. 

(6) That every Government taxing women without conceding the suffrage 

commits an act of tyranny incompatible with justice. 

(7) That the suffrage constitutes the only means for the assertion of the personal 

rights which the American Declaration of Independence declared to be 
inviolable, and that, therefore, the suffrage must be granted to women in 
all countries. 

(8) That the rapid intellectual development of women demands the conscientious 

examination of women's claims to be plsiced upon political equality with 
men. 

Other Matters. 

Several smaller movements in the women's world deserve to he chronicled. 
Apropos of the Daily News statistics as to the shareholders in breweries and 
distilleries, women's attention has been called to their share of responsibility 
for the present condition of the drink trade. About one-third of the share- 
holders in breweries are said to be women ; 464 of them are titled ladies, but 
no less than from 30,C00 to 40,000 women of the rank and file have property 
to the value of £1,013,000 in this trade, many of whom fail to realise the power 
they possess. 

Readers may fitly be reminded here of the revelations brought out 
this year by Mrs. Lyttelton's play " Warp and Woof," of the tyrannies of 
society ladies over their dressmakers, and of the consequent white slavery 
in the dressmaking trade. The very long hours worked are against the law, 
and the women inspectors are always on the watch to prevent them ; but it 
rests with the customers to deal fairly and reasonably so that^there shall be 
no temptations to evade the law. 

A clause in the Cruelty to Children Bill, which was passed at the end of the 
Session, marks a distinct advance in the protection of women by the Criminal 
Law. Hitherto any man injuring a girl between the ages of 13 and 16 years 
could only be legally guilty of misdemeanour if complaint was made and 
legal proceedings commenced within three months of the offence. The period 
for complaint and the commencement of legal proceedings is under this new 
Act extended to six months. 

In the course of the year two daily papers, intended especially for women, 
have failed. The Daily Mirror was pitched so low down that we may be thank- 
/ul It did not receive sufficient support ixom. tVe \^3^i\\Qi Vyt ^Vovcv \\. ''woa 
intended. It ia now published for men. ^Ai. ^^^sA' a n«oXmto, T^ l>aia\i Pa^a , 
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also appeaj*ed for about a month. If it could have survived the many mis- 
fortunes which beset its commencement it might have been a most useful 
organ in the homes of the people. Unfortunately, its brief career hardly 
afforded time to test its real value to the public. One thing was clear, that 
in it women were credited with the average share of brains. 

The last thing which must be mentioned with much regret, though it is 
thoroughly characteristic of the present Government, is that in appointing a 
Committee of Inquiry into Physical Deterioration, which involved considera- 
tion of subjects such as the rearing of infants, the feeding and training of 
little children, and the health of women and girls in factories, not a single 
woman was chosen to serve, in spite of urgent recjuests from all sides. 

In placing these various facts on the two sides of the balance perhaps we 
may still conclude that on the whole the woman's cause has progressed in the 
course of the year 1904. In any case, preparation has been made for con- 
siderable advances in the future, as soon as a more propitious Government 
shall be in power.

health — for instance, where lead, phosphorus, fine dust, &c., have to be used, 
pecial precautions are insisted upon in such factories by law, but naturally girls 

weak constitution are more liable to contract disease. 
In spite of this slight attempt at classification of work, it is impos sible to assign a 
ifinite character to any particular trade. The conditions in each factory depend oh 
^e employer,the fore woman, the neighbourhood, and the class from which the workers 
•e drawn. A factory may begin by having the almost paternal supervision of a 
oall employer, but quickly becomes rough as new wings are added and workers 
e engaged in hundreds instead of tens. Any father wishing to choose for his 
iughter would do well to hang about outside one or two factories at closing time 
xd judge by the language, dress, and behaviour of the girls as they go home, of 
le general character of the "shop." All that can be said is that in factory work 
hich is bordering on a skilled trade — for instance, where the needle is used — you 
inerally find the most intelligent and best-mannered girls. (See "Trade- 
orker.") 

Farm Occupations* — Apart from gardening (see "Gardener") there is not 
inch chance of earning a living either with poultry or at dairy work. There are

Rural District Councillor. — Voluntary post obtained by votes of parochial 
electors at triennial elections. IFork : The main duties are those of administering 
the Poor Law (see Guardian). In addition : The management of fairs, highways, 
footpaths, rights of way, common lands, sanitation, and the administration of the 
public health, petroleum, and infant life protection Acts, the licensing of gang 
masters, pawnbrokers, dealers in game, etc. 

School Manager. — This is voluntary work which has been done in the past 
bv a large number of women. Under the new Education Acts managers may be 
elected by the ratepayers, or appointed by the County Education Committee. In 
London two-thirds will be appointed by the Borough Council and one-third by 
the County Council for all provided *' or ** Council " schools. In the case of 
denominational or ^'non-provided" schools there are also foundation managers 
already on the ground or to be appointed by the school trustees, and a few publicly 
elected or appointed managers. Every manager, however appointed, has equal 
powers and position with the others. IVork : Supervision of local school or group 
of schools (always under the provisions of the Acts), appointment of teachers, etc. 
The responsibilit)' of managers of denominational non-provided " schools is 
somewhat greater than in the case of *' provided" or Council schools, as the 
buildings have to be kept in good repair if the managers wish to retain control of 
the school under the County Council. 

Scientist. — There are a certain number of paid posts and studentships for re- 
search in scientific work, but held mostlj' by women who have attained science 
degrees after many years of hard study. Salaries are small, except in the case 
of lectureships at women's colleges. 

Servant. — There is a great demand for servants of every sort. Training : A list of 
Homes can be found in the Charities Register. Day domestic training for girls 
is also given at most technical colleges and at centres under London County 
Council, course six months. Situations: The Associated Guild of Registries, 
N.V.A., 319, High Holborn, W.C., keeps list of trustworthy registry offices and 
employment agencies. AVages too various to quote. For (iomestic service for 
educated women, see "Cook," "Nurse, Children's," and "Housekeeper." 

Secretary. — Training : A good general education required for work above the 
capacity of a clerk. Shorthand, typewriting, bookkeeping may be useful, and 
some months in an office for the acquirement of business habits. Salaries vary 
considerably owing to variety of posts. Assistant secretaries, £50 to £100 a year ; 
ordinar}' or private secretaries, £100 to £150 ; important posts, up to £300. 

Shop Assistant. — Training: Young women are generally expected to give 
three to six months' "time" or twelve months at a small salary whilst learning 
their work. "Where apprentices are taken they work three years for nothing, and 
sometimes pay premhims, but the apprentice system is going out. Salaries : £15 
to £25 a year, living in ; counter assistants, £20 to £30 ; showroom women, £25 to 
£40. Parents should make careful inquiry, and, if possible, get personal advice 
about a house of business before allowing their daughter to go into it, owing to the 
present conditions of the "living-in" system, which often involves serious injury 
to health, exposure to much petty tyranny, and various social drawbacks. Private 
advice as to entering houses of business in London and in provincial towns can be 
obtained from the secretaries of the National Amalgamated Union of Shop 
Assistants, AVarehousemen, and Clerks, 122, Gower Street, London, W.C. Shop 
assistants are advised to join this Union for mutual protection and benefit and for 
raising the statuB of their class.

In apprenticing a girl care must be taken that she is taught her trade all round 
and not one liranch only. Hairdressing : Apprenticeship two years. Salaries, 
15s. to .SOa. a week. Help in learning this trade is sometimes given by the Society 
for Promoting the Employment of AVomen, 22, Berners Street, W. Photography: 
For a mastery of the business two or three years' practice is necessary, some 
months of which should be spent in a good photograpnic studio. A profiBSsional 
course may l)e taken at the Regent Street Polytechnic. In the mechanical 
branches oiF the trade ]>remiums are sometimes paid ; otherwise apprentices receive 
small weekly sums. Salaries for best work, 258. to 40s. a week ; for spotting, Ac, 
12s to 20s. Printing : Girls who can spell well can get employment as compositors, 
after three or four years' apprenticeship, during which small wages are earned. 
Great efforts are being made to open up new trades for women in the h^her 
branches of Spinnijig and fVeaving, which may be studied in courses of lessons at 
Miss Grasett's school (formerly Miss Clive Bayley's), 3, Blenheim Street, New 
Bond Street, "NV., or in two years' training at Gainsborough Towers, Sudbury, 
Suffolk. Tailoring is a trade the conditions of which are so uncertain and in 
which there may be so much sweating that great caution should be observed in 
entering it. There are a large number of Artistic Trades which may be learned at 
tlie C/cntral School of Arts and Crafts, 316, Regent Street, in conjunction with 
l)ractical work in workshops. There are also many smaller trades open to women, 
such as Jewel-case Making ^ Artificial Flower Making, Embroidery, Marking, 
Gold Lace and Embroidery, Staymaking, Ladies* and Children's Under -clothing, 
Lamp-shade Making, and others. Anyone who has no special knowledge of the 
particular trade she wishes to take up is advised to consult the secretary of the 
Central Bureau for the Employment of IVom^n, 9, Southampton Street, Holbom, 
W.C., whose Industrial Committee is engaged in making a special study of the 
conditions of various trades for women and girls. The London County Council is 
willing to hold classes for apprentices in certain trades at the principal Polytechnics 
if a sufficient number of pupils come forward. We learn from their report on 
technical education for women and girls that the numbers engaged in the principal 
trades in London are as follow: Dressmakers, 61,796; Tailoresses, 33,114; 
Milliners, 11,160; Bookbinders (sewers and folders), 10,404; Boot and Shoe 
AVorkers, 0,080 ; Skin and Leather Workers, 4,435 ; Upholstresses, 3,223 ; Artificial 
Flower Makers, 2,337 ; French Polishers, 1,098. 

Typewriter. — Tntt/jmr; at most 'evening schools and technical colleges, must

may earn as much as £2 a week if general knowledge is good. Girls, with board- 
school education oihj get 15/- to 20/-. (See "Clerk.") 

Urban District Councillor.— Voluntary work, not often undertaken by 
women. Election conditions the same as for Guardians. Work: mainly the 
administration of the ])ublic health and highway Acts, public footpaths, rights of 
way, commons ; they may l)e called upon to administer the lighting, watching, 
}»aths, wa^h-houHcs, l)urials, public improvements, public libraries Acts, and 
to a|)point the overseers. In large Urban Districts of a population of over 
10,000, the C!ouncil administers elementary education imder the Act of 1902. 

Waitress.— No training required l)eyond long waiting for posts. Salaries' 
Generally lOs. a week, with little or no food. Young women who live at home are 
preferred. Exhausting and unhealthy occupation owing to long hours of standing. 

Writer, — There has been an immeuae \tiCTea.ae Viv^^Xvft tojltciWt of women engaged

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powers, classes in English literature and composition should be attended, and 
plenty of time given to general reading. Small attempts may be made by the 
writing of short articles, para^^phs, oratories to suit selected papers or magazines. 
If they are accepted, well ; if paid for, better still ; if rejected, re-write or try 
something fresh. For Journalism power of observation is especially wanted ; for 
reporting, practice in resume-writing is useful, and shorthand. For Translation 
not only is Knowledge of a foreign language required, but good English style and a 
large vocabulary. For Reviewing^ power of quick reading or "skimming," and 
seising the gist of what the author has to sa}', together with wide reading in Rome 
special subject or subjects. For Compiling^ accuracy, good memory, and attention 
to detail should be cultivated. Every kind of literary faculty may find its place 
in one or other of these branches of work, but in all originality is required, and to 
obtain it the writer must cultivate imagination, and gain practical experience of 
life by meeting all classes of people and ''knocking about." The Lyceum Club, 128, 
Piccadilly, W., for women engaged in literature, art, medicine, and for the wives 
and daughters of literary men, is doing something to organise literary work for 
women. Its first scheme is for translators among its own members. Advice on 
literary matters can be obtained from the Incorporated Society of Authors, 39, 
Old Queen Street, S.W., the Institute of Journalists, Tudor Street, E.G., or from 
the Society of Women Journalists, Granville House, Arundel Street, Strand, AV.C. 
(250 members, subscription £1. Is.). 

MiBCellaneous. — There are a number of occupations followed bj- a few women 
only. There is one woman solicitor, two stockbrokers (see below) ; an appraiser 
an({ valuer has been known. There are a few lady guides and shopping agents. 
Some women make money at dog-fancying, pony breeding, giving riding lessons. 
One or two ladies are architects. A large number are palmists and fortune-tellers, 
but the profession is becoming more and more dangerous. There are a certain 
number of women holding Goverament appointments which they have obtained 
owing to local support or special knowledge. In several cases only one woman 
has been known to hold the post, and in manv of them it may be said that the 
special qualities of the woman have created the position. New Government 
appointments are constantly made of new kinds of inspectors, but except in the 
case of school inspectorships, which fall to teachers, women are mostly chosen 
from among those who have qualified in sanitary work. The conditions obtaining 
in the vast profession of marriage we leave to the imagination of our readers. 
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Barpister* — Although a woman may take her law degree at the London Uni- 
versity, and may even *'read in chambers," she is not admitted to the Inns of 
Court^i and is therefore unable to take their examinations or be called to the Bar. 
A young woman, Miss Bertha Cave, applied for admission in 1904 and was refused. 

Borough Councillor. — The exclusion of women from sitting on the London 
Borough Councils is peculiarly irritating, because these Councils have taken over 
work in which women were formerly allowed to share, viz., the work of the vestries 
(or sanitary authorities), and part of the work of the London School Board. The 
grievance is, moreover, a recent one, dating from 1899. In sanitary matters the 
work is much the same as that of the District Councils. For educational purposes 
the Borough Council has the selection and management of "provided" school 
sites and the appointment of two-thirds of the scl.ool managers. The other third 
must be appointed by the County Council. One-third of each body of managers 
mvst be women. 

Chartered Accountant.— So far nothing will induce the lustitute of Char- 
tered Accountants to admit women to membership or to their examinations^ uot: 
is any member allowed to receive a woman as an articled pvim\. Oija ^<5\»a.w^ 
IfiBs M. Harris Bmitb, who ia practising as an accountant, Yiaia \>fe«\ft^^^ '^^ ^wyts^ 
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of the Institute for many years past without success. Miss Harris Smith recom- 
mends women, nevertheless, to qualify, in the hope of ultimately obtaining 
admission. Training : Five years. Admission to the Institute means attaining 
legal status, as well as the hall-mark of the profession. 

Clergyman. — No woman in England can be a clergyman of the Church of Eng- 
land. The AVe8le3'an and Presbyterian Churches also forbid women to be ministen, 
hut in other Nonconformist Churches the question is an open one (see Minister). 
In the Society of Friends and in the Salvation Army the two sexes have equal 
opportunities. 

County Councillor. — Two ladies once attempted to sit on the London County 
Council. They were elected, but a fellow member prosecuted them, and their 
case was lost. The work of County Councils is to look after the water and gas 
8up])ly, to house the poor, to provide public lodging-houses, parks and gard^u, 
lunatic asylums, to supervise baby-farms and midwives, to regulate public places of 
amusement, to attend to all larger works of improvement, especially in London, 
and in addition to provide and supervise elementary, technical, and secondary 
education. For this work women's co-operation is greatly needed. Efforts arc 
constantly being made to pass Bills in Parliament which shall make women 
eligible for County and Borough and London Borough Councils. Hitherto they 
have met with no success, but it is hoped that the Liberal party will achieve this 
reform in the next Parliament. 

Engineer. — We have never heard of a woman being an engineer. AVhen we 
come to professions which involve rough work and exposure in engine rooms, stoke- 
holes, etc., women find the conditions too uncongenial. The same may be said of 
all the rougher manual trades. 

Member of Parliament. — lu common with the women of all other countries, 
except the Commonwealth of Australia, no Englishwoman may be admitted to 
memberHhi]) of the highest governing body of her country. The work of passing 
factory laws, licensing laws, laws to regulate elections, and to improve national 
education, tlie discussion of questions concerning our colonies and concerning 
British welfare in general, though they apply to both sexes and very largely affect 
children, are all considered above and beyond feminine intelligence. 

Member of the Stock Exchange. — There are two women stockbrokers, but 
as they are not admitted to the Stock Exchange, they have to do their business 

through a member. 

Town Councillor. — Although women may sit on Rural and Urban Councils 
they have not yet been admitted to Town Councils, chiefly because the law which 
created the District Councils had nothing to do with the 64 large boroughs which 
are under the Municipal Corporations Act, 1882. The work of a Town Council is 
practically the same as that of an Urban District Council, including since 1902 
the administration of the Education Act. The Town Councils are not subject, 
however, to the County Councils, and they have many undertakings, such as the 
])olice, tramways, electric lighting, and other public services entirely under their 
own control, 

Voter for Parliament. — A woman may vote for every kind of man excejit a 

Member of Parliament. Bills to give her the vote are constantly being prepared 
for the llouso of Commons, but although the majority of M.P.'s have expressed 
tlwmsclvcH in favour of it, the vote Vvaa wot yvit W^u ^T«ktA«d. (See Position uf 
Wouion in 11/04.)

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INDUSTRIAL LAWS SPECIALLY RELATING 

TO WOMEN. 

The century 1802-1901 is precisely co-terminous with the whole body of 
iiidastrial laws relating to women, from the Act of George III., for the preserva- 
tion of the health and morals of apprentices in certain mills and factories, to the 
Factoty and Workshop Act, 1901, which is virtually a complete and extended 
Code of all their surviving provisions. A most imjwrtant part of this code 
consists of special rules as to employment in dangerous trades under the Factory 
and Workshop Acts of 1891, 1896, and 1901. 

Special Provisions. 

Special provisions relating to women above the age of 18 years are classified 
under three heads (which, however, continually trench upon or coincide with 
each other) : (1) health, (2) safety, (3) hours of employment. The industries 
to which thev mainly apply, with certain variations, are : (1) Textile, (2) non- 
textile, and (3) laundries. 

A Textile Factory is one where mechanical power is used in connection with 
the manufacture of cotton, wool, hair, silk, flax, hemp, &c«, and the like. 

Non-Textile factories include printworks, bleaching and dyeing, paper- 
staining, fustian-cutting, letterpress printing, bookbinding works ; earthen* 
ware, lucifer-match, percussion-cap, cartridge, glass, metal, and india-rubber 
works ; copper, iron, paper and flax scutch niilla ; blast furnaces, foundries, . 
tobacco factories, electrical stations, &c. 

A woi^kshop is a place, not being a factory, where numerous processes are 
carried on. 

Healfll.-^(a) A woman must not be employed except with special precautions 
where wet spinning is carried on ; 

(b) A woman, with certain exceptions, must not, during meal- times, be 

employed or remain in a room where any manufacturing process 
is being carried on ; 

(c) A woman must not, without a medical examination and certificate, 

be employed in works where lead, arsenic, or antimony is used 
in enamelling iron plates, nor, without monthly examinations, 
be employed in a number of processes of earthenw^are and 
china manufacture, &c. ; 

{d) A woman must not be employed at all in the mixing of unfritted lead 
compounds, nor be employed in any work, nor allowed in any 
place exposing her to any white lead dust, nor be employed in 
any process, nor allowed in any mixing or casting shop of brass, 
gun metal, bell metal, white metal, &c., unless in a place entirely 
partitioned off; 

(e) No girl under the age of 18 years must be employed at all where the 
melting or annealing of glass is carried on ; 

(/) No girl under 16 years must be employed at all in any factory 
or work0hop where the making or finishing of bricks or salt is 
carried on ; 
{g) A woman must not take her meals or remain during meal-times in cer- 
tain parts of glass, lucifer-match, and earthenware works, and 
numerous others specified in a special order of March 23rd, 1898 ; 

(h) A woman must not be employed within four weeks of child-birth. 
Safety. — A woman must not be aUowed to clean machinery in motion, nor 
to work between the fixed and traversing part oi 8e\i-ac\»m'^ ^^^^ T^L^jysS'KsaRs. 
m motion. 
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Textile Factories. 

Hours* — Women may only be employed in a period of 12 hours (of which 
two hours must be allowed for meads), either between 6 a.ni and 6 p.m., or 
between 7 a.m. and 7 p.m. One hour for meals must be given before 3 p.m. 
Women must not be employed for more than four hours and a half without an 
interval of half-an-hour for a meal (except in factories for elastic web, ribbon 
and trimming, between November 1st and March 31st, when they may be 
worked five hours continuously ; and except when the Home Secretary on 
certain proofs specially permits). The meal times must be at the same hour 
each day. On Saturday, if work begins at 6 a.m., and if one hour be allowed 
for meals, manufacturing processes must cease at noon, and all other work at 
12-30. If less than one hour be given for meals manufacturing processes cease 
at 11-30, and all other work at noon^ If work on Saturday begins at 7 a.m., 
manufacturing processes must cease at 12-30 p.m., and all other work at 1 p.m. 

Holidays* — Women must not be employed on Sunday. They have as 
holidays : Christmas day. Good Friday, and Bank Holidays. The employer 
may substitute another whole holiday or two half-holidays for any of these, 
except that half the holiday time must be between March 15th and October Ist. 

Overtime. — In factories driven by water (textile or non*textilo) an extra 
hour's employment of women is allowed to recover time lost by stoppage 
on 90 days in the year in case of drought and 48 days in case of flood. 
Overtime is also allowed in such parts of a textile factory as are only used for 
packing, &c. There are special provisions for employment on Saturdays by 
Jewish occupiers, and for employment of Jewish women on Sundays. 

NoA-teztile Factories. 

Hours. — The hours are the same as in textile factories, with the following 
exceptions : The i)eriod of employment may be between 8 a.m. and 8 p.m., or, 
by order of the Home Secretary, between 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. On Saturday, 
if work begins at 6 a.m., it must cease at 2 p.m., if it begins at 7 a.m. it must 
cease at 3 p.m., and if at 8 or 9 a.m. must cease at 4 p.m. If the working 
hours have not exceeded eight in any day in the week, they may he extended 
to eight on Saturday. One hour and a half (of which one hour must be 
before 3 p.m.) must be allowed for meals ; women must not be employed more 
than five hours without an interval of half-an-hour for a meal. 

Holidays are the same as in textile factories, and the same provisions regard- 
ing Jewish occupiers of factories and Jewish women are in force. 

Overtime. — The following exceptions apply to certain non-textile factories : 
Women may be employed for 14 hours, of which two hours must be given for 
meals (including half-an-hour after 5 p.m.), between 6 a.m. and 8 p.m., 7 a.m. 
and 9 p.m., or 8 a.m and 10 p.m. for not more than three days in a week, on 
30 days of the year, and, in factories for fruit-preserving, fish-preserving, and 
condensed milk, for not more than 60 days in a year. An extra 30 minutes 
is allowed where a process is incomplete, and as much longer as is necessary in 
Turkey red dyeing and open-air bleaching. There are further special 
exceptions as to fish and also as to fruit from June to September, and as 
to creameries. The Home Secretary has large powers of extending the 
exceptions by special order. P'or workshops the regulations are virtually the 
same as for non-textile factories. 

Laundries. 

^ ^Women's work is limited to 14 hours a day, and 00 hours a week, except on 
throe days a week on 30 days in the year.

The Scottish Council for Women's Trades has had a year full of successful 
work. The objects of the Council, like those of its sister association, the 
Women's Industrial Council, of London^ are to improve the conditions of em- 
ployment among women and children^ to furnish statistics and general infor* 
mation concerning these conditions, and to promote reforms in industrial 
aiid sanitary legislation. These main objects include many other branches of 
work, such as the organising of lectures on Social and Labour questions. 

The main items taken up by the Investigations Committee of the Council 
has been an inquiry into trades offering suitable employment for girls, the 
local textile trades, and women's employment in laundries^ together with the 
operation of the existing factory laws in respect to these. The work of the 
Council's Parliamentary Bills Committee has centred chiefly round the Bill 
for tbe Better Regulatioa of Home Work, and the Education (Scotland) Bill' 
The Council has the cordial and active support of the leading labour bodies in 
Scotland.

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JOINT COMMITTEE ON THE EMPLOYMENT 

OF BARMAIDS.

This Committee has been formed to work for the ultimate abolition of female 
labour in places where intoxicants are sold. Its aim is to prevent the further 
engagement of barmaids, either by legislation or through the action of the 
licensing magistrates. In the opinion of the Committee the physical evils 
resulting from long standing and bad air, the temptations offered by the life to 
drink and immorality, and the extreme difficulty of securing other employment 
on leaving the trade, combine to render it undesirable that women should be 
employed in drinking bars. An exception would be made in the case of the 
wife and daughters of the license-holder. The number of women now employed 
would rapidly diminish owing to the operation of normal causes. The move- 
ment is supported by the N.U.W.W. and other women's and temperance 
societies, and several benches of magistrates have recommended a diminution 
of the number of barmaids. Further information will be found in " The 
Barmaid Problem," published by the Committee, to be had from the hon. sec.

equal responsibility to one and the same moral law. Every Bill that is introduced 
into Parliament is read by the Scrutineer. Any clause touching the interest 
or the position of women is immediately reported on, and reports are sent 
out to subscribers. Bills relating to Education and matters concerning children 
are also reported on.

The League is a federation of affiliated unions of those trades in which women 
are employed. Over 60 societies are affiliated, with a membership of about 
50,000. All secretaries of affiliated trade unions are ex-officio members of the 
League Executive Committee. The League is partly supported by contribu- 
tions from a body of subscribers in sympathy with trade-unionism and partly 
by the contributions of trade societies and affiliated trade unions. Subscribers 
are admitted to membership of the League. 

OrganlMtton* — ^The League sends organisers to any London or provincial 
district to form new or strengthen existing trade unions. The League's policy 
is to organise women in the same union with men in the same trade. Where 
this is impracticable it is thought desirable that any women's union should 
be as closely as possible connected with that of the men, if one exists in the 
trade. Diu*ing 1904 successful visits have been paid to affiliated unions, and 
lectures have been given in different parts of the country. 
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A large number of questions have been asked in the House of Commons on 
matters affecting women workers, viz., deficiencies in the Truck and Oompen- 
sation Acts, the extension of the Particulars Clause to various industries m 
which women are employed, the grievances of Government employ^, lead 
poisoning in china and earthenware and other dangerous trades, the arbitration 
in the Potteries, the working of the Compensation Act, and of the compensation 
scheme for those suffering from lead poisoning. A number of complaints of 
breaches of industrial law sent to the League have been investigated carefully 
and referred to the proper quarters.

THE WOMEN'S CO-OPERATIVE GUILD.

The Guild is self-governing and composed of working women connected with 
the various Industrial Co-operative Societies, who hold weekly branch meetings, 
conferences, and annual congresses. Members are urged to become share- 
holders in the different societies. To bring co-operation within rea>ch of the 
poor it is recommended that shops and buildings should be opened giving an 
opportunity for the purchase of cheap and good materials in poor localities, 
and for spreading ideas of co-operation. 

The year 1904 marks the coming-of-age of the Guild. Over 2,400 new mem- 
bers have joined, bringing the total up to 18,656. The number of new 
branches is 49, making a total of 369. 238 women have been elected on to 
educational committees, 30 on to management committees. At the triennial 
Poor Law elections this yefir 31 Guild women were elected as guardians. A 
highly successful Free Trade Demonstration was held in the Free Trade Hall, 
Manchester, largely attended by Lancashire and Yorkshire women. A campaign 
against the credit system is being undertaken. The new illustrated History 
of the Guild may be obtained, post free, from the General Secretary, 
price Is.

WOMENS SOCIAL AND POLITICAL UNION. 

(MANCHESTER.) 

The Union is composed of women who feel very keenly the unsatisfactory 
position which is accorded to their sex. Although questions of all kiDds 
affecting women's interests will he dealt with, the chief work of the Union 
is to agitate for tlie Parliamentary Vote. The Union is endeavouring to secure 
the enactment of the Women's Enfranchisement Bill, which runs as follows:— 

In all Acts relating to the qualifications and regiKtration of voters or 
]>ers()ns entitled or claiming to be registered and to vote in the 
election of members of Parliament, wherever words occur which 
imjwrt the mascuhne gender the same shall be held to include 
women for all purposes connected with and having reference 
to the right to be registered as voters and to vote in such 
election, any law or usage to the contrary notwithstanding. 

Political and Labour organisations and Members of Parliament are being 
asked to work for the measure. Donations to the Special Campaign Fund 
are welcomed, and persons willing to take part in the work of the Union are 
invited to communicate with the secretary, Mrs. Scott, Woodbine, Flixton. 

WOMEN'S LODGING-HOUSE, GLASGOW. 

The difficult ([uestion of a women's common lodging-house has been solved 
by the Corj)oration of Glasgow. After three years' experiment the average 
return i>er annum has worked out at £5. Is. 9d. per cent, of the original cost. 
The building was erected for the accommodation of 248 lodgers at a cost of 
£9,028. Each lodger has a separate cubicle, and the use of common dining 
and day halls, for the small sum of 3d., 3Jd., or 4d. per night. Of course, no 
woman under the influence of drink, or of known bad character, is admitted. 
The house is managed by a matron, assistant matron, and six servants. The 
following regulations are hung upon the walls : — 

1. Lodgers will be received into the House between the hours of 6 a.m. and 10-30 p.m. 

2. No one will be admitted to the hall or kitchen until provided with a ticket, which 
c.iii be had from the .superintendent. 

.{. Lodgers will be admitted to bod at 8, 9, 10, and 10-3) p.m., on delivering up their 
tickets to the assistant. Tickets to be taken out and paid for by 9 p.m., otherwise the 
superintendent may let the beds to the first applicants thereafter. 

4. No smokinn allowed on the stairs, in the dormitories, or in the dining-halL 

.'). No spirituous ]i([uors to be brought into the House. ^ No gambling, quarrelling, 
]>rofane or indecent language, or noise of any description will be allowed, nor anything 
<alculated to disturb the peace and good order of the House or the comfort of the 
inmates, and anyone violating this rule will be expelled, and her ticket forfeited. 

0. The beds 'must be vacated by lodgers not later than 8 o'clock in the morning. 
except in special cases to be judge<l of by the superintendent. 

7. The doors will be opened each morning at 5 a.m., and will be closed at 10-90 p.m. 
on week nights, and at H) p.m. on Sundays. Lodgers arranging beforehand with the 
superintendent may, however, be admitted after these hours. 

8. All pioperty brought into the Hou.se by lodgers, or belonging to them, must be 
considered as under their own care, and the Improvement Trustees hereby notify that 
they will not hold themselves responsible for any such property in the event of the same 
bein«: lost or stolen wliile within the liouae. KavcU lodger, however, may have a separate

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WORKING GIRLS' CLUBS. 

WoBKtNO Girls' Clubs hold an important place amongst organisations of 
women. To those who wish to see working women united in a common 
realisation of citizenship, in a mutual sense of public interest and public duty, 
the Girls' Club has in many cases offered the line of least resistance. It is 
proverbially difficult . to get women organised into Trade Unions ; it is, for 
many reasons, much harder to demand from women than from men the atten- 
tion to serious matters of business out of ordinary business hours, and sacrifices 
for far-off ends that they only dimly xmderstand. It must never be forgotten 
that the real business of the home falls always on the woman, as wife, or sisterj 
or daughter, whether she goes to work or not. All the countless personal 
demands of sickness, old age, and childhood made upon her heart and strength 
and time» exhaust her energy. Therefore, the Girls' Club with its atmosphere 
of " home," with its intimate human fellowship, its many-sid^d forms of re* 
creation and education, imposing no great strain, seems to afford the right soil 
for public -spirited action. If there was a well-organised Girls' Club in every 
street of our great towns, connected in some way with a big central organisa- 
tion, there would be a better condition of women's labour; more equality 
of position, and therefore more comradeship between the men and women of 
the working classes, and a higher standard of life in their homes. 



CLUBS' INDUSTRIAL ASSOCIATION.

This association has for its object the improvement of industrial conditions 
in workshops and factories : (1) By instructing the girls as to the laws enacted 
for their benefit ; and (2) by reporting cases of inibringement of the law to the 
Home Office, thus strengthening the hands of the factory and sanitary inspec- 
tors. The Association includes delegates from 37 affiliated Girls' dubs, and 
is in touch with many others. It was founded in February, 1898, by the 
Organisations Committee of the Women's Industrial Council, and holds on an 
average four meetings a year, when lectures on factory legislation are delivered 
. by experts, and the members discuss the best methods of spreading the know- 
ledge of industrial law in their several clubs. Many lectures have also been 
given at club centres, when representatives from neighbouring clubs have been 
invited^ and the Secretary is always glad to arrange for others when they are 
desired. During the past year citizenship classes for the discussion of matters 
relating to the civic and social life of the community have been formed in various 
districts of London.

LONDON CLUBS FOR BOYS AND GIRLS. 

One of the gravest of the many problems that face the Social Reformers of 
the present day is the state of the rising generation of the poorer working 
classes, the children of that large and ever^increasing body of unskilled labour 
that subserves the heeds of a complex civilisation. 

The pressing need for some effort on behalf of the young is revealed in the 
Report of the Physical Deterioration Committee, and may be gathered from 
a glance at the statistics of population in such districts as Bethnal Green, 
Shoreditch, Finsbury, and Stepney, where 84 per cent, of the inhabitants 
live in tenements of one to four rooms. The streets are too often the only 
playground both for the little children and the elder boys and girls who have 
begun to earn their own living, and to all these Clubs that ofifer the means of 
enjoying outdoor games, athletics^ and also rational occupation, are an 
inestimable boon. 

Some three years ago the Twentieth Century League was instituted, 
chiefly on the initiative of the Bishop of Loildon, to federate and better organise 
the existing clubs and to found new ones. . ^feVom the reports of this society 
are taken the following statistics, which are approximate : — 

The number of children of the poorer classes in the 28 boroughs of London 
is estimated at close on 1,600,000. Of these, about 800,000 are between the 
ages of five and 14, and some 700,000 of working age, that is 14 to 21. The 
total number of clubs of aU kinds that exist for their benefit number 979, of 
which 465 are for boys, with a total membership of about 30,000, and 514 for 
girls, with a membership of 25,000. It is reckoned that of these 44 and 29 
respectively are in touch with the roughest element of either sex. 

Of the Boys' Clubs 67 are open every night, 21 five nights, 26 four nights, 
36 three nights, 70 two nights, and 122 one night in the week. 

Of the Girls' Clubs, 31 are open every night, 16 five nights, 16 four nights, 
29 three nights, 51 two nights, and 103 one night in the week. 

The principal institutions for boys are the Boys' Brigade, the Church Lads', 
the Jewish Lads', the Catholic Lads', and the Newsboys' Brigades, all of which 
have centres in various districts, and promote physical drill, cricket, football, 
swimming, and athletics. The Federation of London Working Boys' Clubs 
includes most of the local clubs which are chiefly managed by University 
Settlements, or in connection with missions of all denominations. 

The returns for the last two years show a very small increase in the number 
of clubs, but a steady development in the resources and organisation of those 
already existing, especially with regard to games and holiday camps.

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INFANT MORTALITY. 

Extfacis front ihz Report and Recommzndiiiona of the Committee on Physkd 

Delerioraiion. 

'' Amonu the more highly organised nations, where the tendency to a decrease 
in the birth-rate becomes more or less noticeable, the means by which infant 
mortality can be averted present a social problem of the fii^t importance.'' 
Unfortunately J in the volume of vital statistics, from which so many consolatory 
reflections are drawn, infant mortality remains a dark page* The Registrar- 
General in his last report lays down that '* the mortality among infants and 
very young children has always been regarded as a valuable test of salubrity.' 
Since the date of that report, Dr* Tatham has caused to be prepared, at the 
Committee's request, certain interesting statistics respecting infantile mortality 
in England and Wales, at two quinquennial periods a quarter of a centtuy 
apart. . . . 

" Three facta stand out prominently as the result of this investigation. 

First, that infantile mortality in this country has not decreased materially 
during the last twenty^five years, notwithstanding that the general death-rate 
has fallen considerably ; secondly, that the mortality among illegitimate 
children is enormously greater than among children bom in wedlock ; thirdly, 
that about one-half the mortality occurs in the first three months of life. 

" . . . The connection between infant mortality and (1) bad or insufficient 
feeding, and (2) the overcrowding of one or two-roomed tenements, is no 
doubt established, . . . but there is a strong presumption that it is also 
connected with the employment of mothers* To obtain more information 
with regard to this ' (1) localisation of the infant mortality rates in a systematic 
way, for particular areas in industrial towns where the workers of selected 
industries live, and y2) general infant mortality rates for selected industries 
throughout the country would need to be kept." 

Other causes of infant mortality reported on are heredit€uy taint, which 
is not considered by any means the most important factor ; the employment 
of mothers late iU pregnancy and too soon after child-birth ; decrease in breast 
feeding, and defective milk supply ; parental ignorance and neglect.

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Reeommend ations. 

In addition to the keeping of infant mortality rates for each locality, and 
also for selected industries, the committee recommend that the occupations 
of all mothers (married or unmarried) should be shown in the Registrar-Greneral's 
records ; that still-births should be registered ; that a medical certificate bs 
to the cause of death should invariably be required before the death of any child 
is registered, so that in future there may be accurate information to go upon. 

'' Employment of Women in Factories.— The Committee do not think that 
the period during which employment after confinement is prohibited could 
be extended without counterbalancing disadvantages. But the law should 
certainly be strengthened, so as to place upon the employer the burden of 
obtaining proof that the required period (four weeks) has elapsed since the 
confinement of the women he employs, or, in the alternative, so as to prohibit 
future employment in the absence of (1) a medical certificate that it will not 
be prejudicial to their physical well-being ; and (2) proof that reasonable 
provision is made for the care of their infants. This might take the form of a 
creche, or be secured by the recognition for the purpose of a duly licensed body 
of women." 

Provident societies and maternity funds are suggested. Recommendations 
with regard to the proper inspection of the milk supply, and the establishment 
of milk depots by the local authorities follow. 

''Feeding of Infants. — The Committee are impressed with the enormous 
sacrifice of infant life due to insufficient or improper feeding. The ultimate 
remedy lies in that social edupation already described (earlier in the report) 
and the Committee advocate the systematic instruction in continuation classes 
of girls in the processes of infant feeding and management. They also 
recommend the issue to mothers in every district of leaflets on the rearing of 
babies similar to those used in Sheffield and Wakefield ; this could be done by 
the municipality, by voluntary associations, or by the Registrar on the registra- 
tion of every infant. 

" Midwives. — The Committee desire to call the attention of local authorities 
to the provisions of the Midwives Act, 1902, which may be made the instru- 
ment of the greatest utility for the dissemination among mothers of proper 
knowledge and practical advice. 

'' Training of Mothers— Health Associations. — While laying special stress on 
the need for education of the young in matters of hygiene and domestic economy, 
the Committee believe even more may be done in the direction of training the 
mothers of the present generation in these matters. To this end, health 
societies, on the lines of the Manchester and Salford Ladies* Health Society 
should be formed all over the country. Enough has been said of the value of 
the system by competent judges to justify the Committee in urging upon 
every locality the adoption of similar methods. They would further suggest 
to the Local Government Board the expediency of issuing to Local Authorities 
a circular explaining the objects to be sought and the means by which they 
can best be attained." 

For other recommendations as to the public health and the improvement 
of the national physique, readers are referred to the report itself (price Is. 2d. 
of Messrs. Eyre & Spottiswoode, East Harding Street, E.C.), which furnishes 
much interesting information. The Committee, in making their recommenda- 
tions, rely not so much on fresh legislation as on a larger sense of public 
responsibility in those who are engaged in \oc8\«Amm\?XiT^\Knr[v,%.TAQi^ 
awakened interest in the minds of the naUou ^wvetcJ^-^.

CO-OPERATIVE PROGRESS IN 1904. 

The following table gives the position of the co-operative movement at 
the end of 1903, it being impossible to obtain such a complete return for every 
aspect of the work to a later date. The distributive societies had reserve 
funds aggregating £1,170,800, and also paid £40,775 as bonus on salaries and 
wages, these latter totalling £2,653,969. £76,021 was granted for educational 
purposes, and £32,570 expended in charitable grants. Unfortunately, the 
assets shown in the last column should also include £771,778 owing to the 
societies for goods supplied, and representing a departure from the co-operative 
principle of ready-money trading that is now engaging the attention of the 
Co-operative Union and the Women's Co-operative Guild.

During the past year the new laundry of the Bradford Society has been 
successfully opened ; the Lowestoft Society has undertaken the supply of 
fish to other societies, and several societies on the coast have compiled lists of 
members having apartments to let. The Scottish Co-operative Laundry 
has also made progress. 

Considerable attention is being paid to the development of the penny bank 
movement, and there are 587 societies possessing such encouragements to 
juvenile thrift, having 570,886 depositors, with £995,818 to their credit. 

A scheme for the collective insurance of co-operators is now before the 
movement, at the instance of the Co-operative Insurance Society, by which 
it is claimed that a saving of 38 per cent, in the payments for assurance at 
death could be saved. The benefits proposed are in proportion to purchases. 

Educational work continues to be well organised by the Education Committee 
of the Co-operative Union. Mr. W. R. Rae (Sunderland) is chairman, and 
Mr. C. E. Wood secretary. New text books on industrial co-operation and 
book-keeping were published in November. About 1,500 students attend 
co-operative classes in the winter time, particulars being given in the Co-cpcra- 
tive News, the official organ of the movement. 
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INTERNATIONAL CO-OPERATIVE ALLIANCE.

During recent years the international character of the Co-operative move- 
ment has been demonstrated by the interchange of visits at congresses, and 
by the operations of the International Co-operative Alliance, which held its 
annual congress at Budapest, in September, 1904. At that gath^ing the 
organisation of distributive co-operative societies in rural districts, co-opwative 
banking, and the backwardness of the associative principle in the £astem 
countries of Europe, were the main topics of discussion. 

The figures given below — the latest available for the respective countries- 
indicate in tangible form the international growth of co-operation. Here, at 
home, its greatest succes i has been in distribution, but elsewhere agriculture 
and production have been developed on co-operative lines, and this brief 
summary presents a varied field of activity that should give British co-operators 
an occasion for asking themselves whether much cannot be learned from what 
has been done in foreign lands. 

Belgium. — The Federation of Socialist Co-operative Societies is a distinctive 
feature of the movement in Belgium, combining the functions of a wholesale 
society with that of a propagandist union. The retail sales of the societies 
forming its membership are £2,000,000 a year. 200 agricultural co-operative 
societies are given in an official report dated December 31st, 1903. The 313 
Raiffeiseu credit banks made 2,439 advances to agricultural cultivators, and 
440 to persons of other callings in 1903. 

Denmark. — Here co-operative development has been mainly on the Rochdale 
system, and on the authority of M. P. Blem, the Chairman of the Danish 
Co-operative Committee, it can be said that there are now 1,000 societies 
with about 150,000 members, and a collective turnover of about two 
millions sterling. The Co-operative Wholesale Society of Copenhagen sells 
to 915 distributive stores. Co-operative creameries number 1,067, and the 
butter produced from milk delivered therefrom, during the last fiscal year, 
was valued at £8,400,000. The bulk of the agricultural exx)orts from Denmark 
are of co-operative origin, the total production of the butter, bacon, and egg 
societies for export in 1903 being £11,414,000, while the total exports from 
tlic whole of the country were under £20,000,000. 

Finland. — In June, 1904, there were 288 co-operative societies in Finland, of 
which 110 were dairy, 94 distributive, 51 credit, nine supply, and 24 mis- 
cellaneous. Their total trade last year was £660,000, and the distributive 
societies, wliich are (m identical lines with those of Rochdale, are now forming 
a union. 

France. — There were, at the end of 1903, 328 productive societies, of which 
1 23 were in Paris, 19 being among cab-drivers. Distributive societies numbered 
1,880, of which only 64 have more than 1,000 members each, and only three 
have more than 10,000. Their sales only totalled £3,405,400 ; the aggregate 
profits are unobtainable — in many cases no surpluses were made. Co-operative 
'■ uilding societies number 5(>, many having received advances from the savings 
banks. Credit societies have risen from 873 m 1902 to 1,038 in 1903. Nearly 
one half are on the Raifleiscn princi])le. 273 are in touch with the agricidtural 
syndicates — co-operative societies existing merely for the common piurchase 
of agricultural requirements. 

Germany. — Tlu^ total number of distributive co-operative societies in Ger- 
many is 1,9 15, with a membership of l,023,644,and an annual t^ade of £12,500,000. 
TJjcrc uro manv co-operative federations. TW "RaV^vii^AbTiVimwv ^\3ft.\^ a total 
of 3,982 adherii^ banks two years ago ; no \atet ^^vxica «x^ ^XAwcMM^fc. 
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Holland. — Great growth has taken place among the agricultural societies. 
At the beginning of 1904 there were 564 co-operative dairies, 206 for the pur- 
chase of fertilisers, 234 credit societies, and 23 for the sale of agricultural 
produce. General distributive societies numbered 102, and co-operative 
bakeries 63. The formation of six printing societies, and the same number 
of dressmaking societies, indicated the emulation of English co-operators to 
some extent. 

Italy.— 'Confusion exists between various sets of figures published with regard 
to co-operation in Italy, owing mainly to no general agreement having been 
come to as to classification. But the returns made by the International 
Alliance to the Congress, in September, are generally accurate. They show 
2,500 societies, 948 of which are distributive stores, with an aggregate mem- 
bership of 188,869 ; 471 productive societies ; 396 credit societies ; 175 societies 
for common labour, mainly finding employment with municipalities ; 151 
agricultural societies ; 41 wine presses ; 99 dairies ; and the rest being classified 
as bakeries, societies for the construction of working-men's dweJUngs, and 
insurance societies. Their total capital is £3,136,000, and their aggregate 
trade £24,312,000. 

Portugal. — Statistics are unobtainable with regard to Portugal, where 
co-operation finds expression in distribution, production, house building, 
and agricultural syndicates. The military co-operative society of Lisbon has 
2,500 members and sales of £62,000. The largest workmen's society has sales 
oif £8,000, and with its educational funds, &c... shows great affinity to English 
methods. 

Russia. — In January, 1904, there were 926 retail co-operative societies in 
existence in Russia, but, unfortunately, no official detailed returns have been 
available since 1902, when 248 societies supplying information had 3,089 
members and did a trade of £2,746,930. There is a wholesale union of co- 
operative societies at Moscow, which had a trade of about £30,000. 

Servia. — In September, 1904, there were 416 agricultural banks, 40 distri- 
butive societies, a wholesale society, and about 100 friendly societies, having a 
membership of 40,000. Owing to a boycott on the part of all the commercial 
firms in the country, the co-operators of Belgrade are drawing most of their 
supplies from the co-operators of other countries. 

Spain. — There are 140 co-operative societies in Spain, of which 100 are in a 
National Union. Their entire annual trade is £400,000. Most of these are 
distributive, but there are also co-operative brickmakers, upholsterers, shoe- 
makers, and cotton spinners. 

Sweden and Norway. — In Sweden there are 436 co-operative creameries and 
73 organisations in the Swedish Co-operative Union. Norway has 830 
co-operative dairies. 

Switzerland. — There are quite 4,000 co-operative societies in Switzerland, 
nearly half of which are " cheeseries," and societies connected with wine, honey, 
and pasturing cattle. At the end of 1903 distributive societies numbering 276 
federated in a Union, based somewhat on the lines of the English Wholesale 
Society, which traded to the extent of £247,000. There is also a union of 
some distributive societies and agricultural supply societies now comprising 
145 societies. Their collective membership is 109,414. Scattered throughout 
the little republic are two co-operative societies for supplying water to the 
community, others for providing electric light and ^vjet — s2Ci oxv q,q-q.\^x^\si^ 
lines. 
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THE CO-OPERATIVE UNION.

The Cb- operative Union, Ltd., is a federation of 1,206 co-operative societies, 
having a membership of 1,936,600, or 91.5 per cent, of the total number of 
members of registered societies in Great Britain and Ireland. These are 
linked together for mutual defence, the governing body being elected at the 
annual Whitsuntide Congress, when the Union comes into public notice. 

Congress of 1904. 

This was held at Stratford, E., Councillor A. W. Golightly being chairman, 
and Mr. E. 0. Greening delivering the inaugural address in which he pleaded 
for the foundation of a co-operative university. 

Resolutions were adopted urging societies to employ only properly- qualified 
auditors to audit their accounts ; not to exceed their legal powers with regard 
to loan capital ; to avoid carrying on the educational work which is the proper 
work of local authorities ; to encourage the formation of penny banks ; and 
to send delegates to the International Congress at Budapest. 

With regard to Free Trade it was resolved 

"That this Congress emphatically re-affirms the decision of the Doncaster 
Congress to resist any interference with tlie Free Trade policy of this 
country, and hereby authorises the Parliamentary Committee to take such 
steps as may be rendered necessary to oppose any effort which may he | 
made, either in or out of Parliament, towards the retrograde policy of 
Protection or Preference." 

The Congress rose to a pitch of great enthusiasm when IVIr. J. M. Ludlow, 

the survivor of the Christian Socialists of 1848, and the introducer in England 

of the principles of the productive societies which were started in France after 

the Revolution, moved the resolution on International Peace. It was carried 

unanimously, and was to the following effect : — 

" That this Congress of Co-operators, being firmly convinced of the benefits to 
be derived from international peace, and believing that it is possible to 
settle international disputes b^ means of arbitration, desires to reconl 
its satisfaction that an arbitration treaty has been recently made between 
this country and France, and to express a hope that; this important step 
may be followed by a similar treaty to be entered into between Great 
Britain and the United States." 

Another important resolution had reference to co-operative farming, and 
called upon the Co-operative Union to prepare a scheme for the establisnment 
of a Co-operative Land-owning Society, with the object of buying land for the 
purpose of being rented in suitable plots to agricultural workers for cultiva- 
tion by them and their families. 

The Co-operative Congress of 1905 will be held at Paisley. 

THE CO-OPERATIVE WHOLESALE SOCIETY.

The figures in the table,ip. 137. include both English and Scottish Wholesale 
Societies, and refer to 1903. During the first half of 1904, the sales of the English 
Wholesale Society amounted to £9,446,142. The capital then stood at 
£3,864,687, and the supplies of goods from the society's own productive depart- 
ments were valued at £1,700,540. The trade done direct with foreign countries 
by specially-appointed buyers, and generally brought here in the society's own 
vessels, amounted to £2,627,616, Denmark sending more than half of that 
amount in dairy produce. These figures axe tcoxft. JaAwxaxy to June, 1904. 
Recent developments in connection witYv t\ie ^oc\fc\.^ vcvcVaAfe ^5>aft ^w^OwMsfc^^ 
» ^ujt farm in Herefordshire ; the transkT ot \iTw»V ^qxNka \xatsv \^xA^w Xk^ 
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Leeds, and the establishment of a butter factory at Bristol. Extensions to the 
London branch, and to the tea department — jointly owned by the English and 
Scottish Wholesale Societies (of the latter of which Mr. W. Maxwell, J. P., is 
chairman) — are in progress. 

LABOUR CO-PARTNERSHIP.

These two societies are responsible for the modern advance of labour co- 
partnership ideas, the former being a propagandist body ; the latter being com- 
posed only of productive societies thus federated for mutual protection. 

In Great Britain there are 126 productive societies practising co-partnership, 
their capital being £1,666,801, annual sales, £3,226,530 ; profits, £179,854 ; 
losses, £2,532, and dividend on wages, £23,356. Of the societies 19 are clothing 
and textile, 13 agricultural, 19 boot and leather, 18 metal, 29 building and 
woodworking, 13 printing, and the remainder are miscellaneous. The new 
societies recently starting work include the Chesham Boot, the Midland Lock- 
smiths, Leicester Cabinet Makers, Garden City Press, Dudley Mat Makers, 
Excelsior Tank Makers, Mosaic Workers, and Foster's Employes. The 
latter is an investment society formed to enable the employes of a building 
business to participate in the profits of, and to become collectively share- 
holders in, the company which employs them. The Association's Monthly 
Journal is Labour Co-partnership.

THE BROTHERHOOD ASSOCIATION.

The Brotherhood Association during 1904 has continued its work of enrolling 
those who wish to promote the establishment of a Co-operative Commonwealth 
by voluntary organisation. Lectures and local meetings are arranged by its 
groups, and literature is distributed. It has continued the publication of 
its organ, The Associate, and haa issued two new leaflets — No. 17, " Christianity 
and Daily Life," which points out that the Christian spirit of love should be 
outwarded in the e very-day concerns of Ufe ; and No. 18, " Brotherhood in 
Business," which emphasises the fact that Brotherhood should permeate the 
daily work of earning and spending money. It has also re-issued (as No. 19) 
" The * Whatnot * Explains the Use of Barter Notes " (a reprint, by permission, 
from the Clarion of August 5th, 1899), the title of which explains its object. 
All interested in co-operation, and in production, not for profit but for use, are 
invited to send for and to study the Association's literature.

INDUSTRIAL CO-OPERATION.'^ 

(Reviewed by Joseph Edwards,) 
This is a successful attempt on the part of several writers under the leadership 
of Miss Webb to give a comprehensive and concise account of the history, 
theory, and practice of the industrial co-operative movement in the United 
Kingdom. It is written specially for the use of students and officials of the 
great democratic organisation which year by year is making its influence felt 
in an increasing degree as an important factor in the social and economic 
progress of the workers. 

The industrial and political conditions of the eighteenth and nineteenth 
centuries, and the work of Robert Owen in the improvement of the conditions 
of factory workers brought about by the introduction of machinery, and his 
advocacy of the abolition of "profit on price" and of self-supporting com- 
munities on the land, with the various early experiments in co-operative 
association resulting therefrom are described in several interesting chapters. 
The writers explain the economic theory upon which the present day co- 
operators who advocate " associations of consumers " as the soundest basis for 
co-operative production ground their opposition to " profit-sharing " schemes, 
and show that this form of association is the most practical method of carrying 
out Owen's ideal of the abolition of " profit on price," and that it is following 
very 9losely the lines laid down by the early socialists. 

- The opposing theory of labour co-partnership and profit sharing is also 
clearly stated in two interesting chapters on '* The Christian Socialists," and 
" Labour Co -Partnership," written by Aneurin Williams, and readers have 
thus the opportunity of judging for themselves which theory is mcst likely 
to lead to the social and economic progress of the workers. 

Other chapters are devoted to well-written descriptions of the working of 
co-operative societies of all kinds, and to the educational ideals and work of 
co-o])crators, and also deal in excellent spirit with the relationahip existing 
between co-o])crators, trade unionists, and socialists, the writers urging the 
desirability of a closer friendship between the advanced thinkers and 
workers for progress in all democratic movements. 

The book contains portraits of Owen, Mitchell, and Neale, and a number 
of charts and statistical tables showing the progress of the movement. It is 
one wc can cordially recommend as a well-written record of the ideals and 
practicM* of a great democratic organisation of some two millionworkers, 
carrying out, upon collectivist principles, the management of production and 
distribution with great and increasing success.

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PHYSICAL DETERIORATION. 

Sommary of the Inter-Departmental Committee's Report, 1904. 

The first volume issued by the Inter-Departmental Committee on Physical 
Deterioration is taken up by the Report. The terms of reference to the 
Committee were : — 

(1) To determine, with the aid of such counsel as the medical profession are 
able to give, the steps that should be taken to furnish the Government and the 
Nation at large with periodical data for an accurate comparative estimate of the 
health and physique of the people ; 

(2) To indicate generally the causes of such physical deterioration as does 
exist in certain classes ; and 

(3) To point out the means by which it can be most effectually diminished. 

Recommendations : 

(1) That with a view to the collection of definite data bearing upon the 
physical condition of the population, a permanent anthropometric survey 
(having for its object the periodic taking of measurements of children and 
young persons in schools and factories) should be made. 

(2) The maintenance of a register of sickness, not confined to infectious 
diseases. 

(3) The creation of an advisory council representing the departments of 
State dealing with the physical well-being of the people, whose duty would be 
to advise the Government on legislative and administrative points concerning 
public health. 

(4) Drastic measures dealing with the problem of overcrowding. Local 
authorities should make an effort to fix and maintain a standard which should 
not be exceeded. 

(5) Establishment of Labour Colonies as a last resort. 

(6) Proper building regulations for areas in process of urbanisation, and 
provision made for the preservation of open spaces. 

(7) Stricter enforcement of the law in cases of smoke pollution. 

(8) Registration of owners of houses. 

(9-12) Medical officers' position should be made secure. County Councils 
should act in default of urban and rural sanitary authorities ; local sanitary 
bodies should report to the county authority ; the law as to insanitary property 
should be explained clearly to all local authorities. 

(13-15) Extension of medical inspection in factories, mhies, and worksho})s. 

(17) Alcoholism : That systematic and practical training should bo given to 
teachers to give instruction on the physical evils caused by drink. 

(IS- 19) Attempts should be made to prevent rural depopulation. 

(20-22) Organisation of classes for instruction in proper cookery. 

(23-33) Suggestions on the questions of infant mortality and employiuent 
of women, feeding of infants, &c. 

(34-41) Amendment of conditions in elementary schools, more exercises and 
games for school children. Special schools for " retarded children." 

(42) Definite provision by local authorities for dealing witli the (Question of 
underfed children, according to the varying circumstances of localities. 

(43-48) More opportunities for physical exercise for growing boys and girls ; 
establishment of mimicipal cfrhh'es, 

(49) That a Bill be brought before Parliament [a) to })rohibit the sale of 
tobacco and cigarettes to children below a certain age ; (6) to prohibit such 
sal© in shops frequented by children.

Jlustria'Hungary. 



Constitution of Double Kingdom.— The Kingdom is governed by the 
Emperor of Austria and King of Hungary, Francis Joseph. By the Compact 
(Ausgleich) of 1867, Hungary and Austria are united under the same Dynasty, 
each retaining its own Constitution, which is a limited monarchy. Among t£e 
affairs common to both halves are Foreign Politics, the Army and Navy, Finance, 
Commercial Treaties, Indirect Taxation, Coinage. 

Austria. — In Austria proper the legislative assemblies are the Reichsrath for 
all the provinces, and the Diets for each separate province. The Reichsrath has 
an Upper and a Lower House. The Upper House consists of the Princes of the 
Imperial Family who are of age, of a number of Nobles possessing landed 
property, of ten Archbishops and seven Bishops, and other life members 
nominated by the Emperor. The Lower House has 353 members, elected partly 
by direct and partly by indirect suffra|;e. The Provincial Diets make laws 
respecting matters not reserved for the Reichsrath. 

Hungary. — The Hungarian Reichstag has an Upper House and a Lower 
House. The former is composed of hereditary Peers who pay a big land tax, 40 
Archbishops, Bishops, and other Church dignitaries, and Judges. The Lower 
House is composed of representatives of the people, chosen by the male citizens of 
20 years of age, who pay a small house, property, or land tax. 

Political Parties. — With the exception of the Socialists, most parties in 
Austria proper may be termed Home-rulers. 

Present Government. — The Government is carried on by a combination of 
parties, there being no permanent majority. The chief parties in Hungarv are the 
Liberal Party, which has been in power ever since 1867, and the Kossuth Party, 
which is striving after a larger measure of national independence. 

In these two countries the growth of social institutions, and the organisa- 
tion of labour, is slow indeed. During the year very little has been done to 
better the condition of the worker. Parliament devoting the bulk of its time 
to a discussion of the military question. Two strikes of great importance 
have, however, taken place. At Boryslav, in Galicia, the Austrian Baku, a 
strike broke out at the great Naphtha works, which tended at first to develop 
serious consequences, for petroleum springs cannot be stopped, hence the 
streets were flooded with naphtha. It was an eight-hours day demanded, 
and the result was a compromise. But the really great strike of the year was 
that of the Hungarian railway servants, and though its duration was triflingly 
short, the losses incurred and the inconveniences were very great during its 
continuance. The result was, however, unsatisfactory. In Hungary, the 
railways are under State control, and the strikers were handicapped on all 
sides. The major portion of the men being liable to be called up for military 
service, they could at once be ordered to do the work of the State on the 
railways. Political power is small, hence the men are unable to exert much 
influence in pubUc affairs. The strike is sure to have one good effect, for it 
has called atteiition to the conditions under which the men work. A lock-out 
by the Vienna Builders' Association threw 45,000 out of employment. The 
employers calculated that poverty would induce capitulation. They were 
mistaken in many cases. 
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Belgium. 

Constitution. — Groverned by King, Chamber of Representatives, and Senate. 

King. — Leopold II. 

The Two Chambers are both elected by a system of plural voting. Every 
■aiale Belgian of 25 has a vote, but he may, owing to wealth, profession, or 
^education, have as many as three votes. 

Chamber of Representatives.— Composed of the following : Catholics, 98 
:]nembers, led by the Minister and M. Woeste. Christian Democrats, 2 ; M. Dacus. 
Xiberals and Progressists, 28 ; M. Hymans, M. Janson (leaders). Socialists, 38 ; 
31. Vandervelde (leader). 

The Senate. — Catholics, 74. Liberals and Progressists, 33. Socialists, 3. 

The present Government is in the hands of the Catholic party, and presided 
over by M. de Smet de Meyer, but it is really led by M. Woeste, who is not in the 
Ministry. 

The Liberal and Progressist programme comprises : Independence of the Civil 
Government with regard to clerical influence ; compulsory education ; personal 
military service ; the abolition of plural voting. 

The results of the general election in Belgium were scarcely satisfactory 

from the Socialist" point of view. In two of the places where they lost — Hay- 

Waremne and Charleroi — the clerical plural vote mounted up at an alarming 

rate, showing that the change arose from a skilful manipulation of the 

electoral lists, rather than by a change of feeling. Attention is now being 

centred upon registration. On all hands the Socialists in Belgium are fettered 

by the absurd plural voting system in vogue. The same demand for universal 

Suffrage is stoutly made, whilst the claims of free education, a citizen army, 

instruction for the conscript, shorter hours of labour, compulsory assurance 

against accidents and old age, and free law in the people's law courts — these 

are the aims of the Socialist leaders. 

Belgian Socialists have suffered a great loss in the very sudden death of 
M. Gustave Deflfret, one of the Socialist Deputies. He was only in the prime 
of his years — a little over forty — but the record of his work was enormous. 
The work of the five labour colonies proves their capacity to cope with a problem 
present in all countries. 



France. 

Constitution. — A Parliamentary Republic under the Constitution of 1875, 
1884, and 1885. The legislative power is CKcrcised by the Chamber of Deputies 
and the Senate. The President of the Republic is elected for seven years by a 
majority of the two Houses sitting together. 

President.— M. Emile Loubet : elected February 18, 1899. 

Senate. — The Senate is not an hereditary chamber. Its members are elected 
by the Senatorial Colleges throughout the country, which in turn are elected by 
manhood suffrage. There are, however, a few life members of the Senate. The 
action of the Senate is to steady but not to oppose the popular House. 

Chamber op Deputies. — The Chamber is divided into parties as follows : 
Progressists, 193 members ; M. Ribot (leader). Radicals, 157 members ; M. 
Jaures (leader). Monarchists (Bonapartists, Royalists), 41 members ; M. Cochin 
(leader). Nationalists, 49 members ; M. Millevoye (leader). Socialists, 46 
members ; Rallies (Catholics), 35 members ; Abbe Lemire (leader). Radical- 
Socialists, 69 memherB. 
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Presbnt Administration. — The Dresent Administration is support 
coalition of Radicals, Socialists, Raoical-Socialists, and the more ; 
Progressists. This so-called Republican "bloc'' was formed during the 
case. For the first time in French history the Socialists have been reco{ 
a party of government.

'* A France which attempts the admirable effort towards rationalis 
occupies us at present, and which aims at eliminating from all its ins 
every survival of dogma — what a new atmosphere in Europe ! " Th 
Jean Jaures, the Socialist leader, in August. This 3^ear the Sociali 
has been particularly active, and as a result the reactionary forces h 
roused. In January came the Neuvilly strike, as a result of which 39 i 
were tried at Douay. This outrage was, however, ecUpsed by the acti 
brothers Crettiez at Cluses. But the two largest strikes of the year 
textile strike at Roubaix, and the shipping strike at Marseilles. At tl 
some 20,000 workpeople came out on stnke, demanding a minimui] 
pay, a guarantee of five days' work per week, and a common tariff i 
salaries as well as for piece-work. 

At Marseilles the complaint was against favouritism in the selectioi 
the insults given by officers to the crews, low rates of pay, lack of g< 
amongst shipowners,' &c.

Germany. 

Constitution. — The Empire is confederate, governed by the King o 
as German Emperor, the Bundesrath, and the Reichstag. 

Emperor. — "William II. The Emperor has the right of represei 
Empire for all purposes of international law, of declaring war, making i 
treaties. 

The Bundesrath consists of 50 Delegates from the State Grov< 
composing the German Empire. Its functions are mainly administra 
consist in the work of 11 Committees for various Departments of State 
Declarations of war, the making of treaties, the dissolution of the Reich 
the settlement of disputes between State and State form part of the duti 
Bundesrath. 

The Reichstag is elected by all male Germans of 25 years of 
Delegate being chosen for every 100,000 of the population. All ne 
Finance, and Tariff legislation are dealt with in this House. 

Political Parties. — The Government is carried on by combim 
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E< From some standpoints German Socialism has made a distinct advance 
^daring 1904. It is true that a few of the by-elections were disappointing 
"* to the Socialists, but the failure was due to a disparagement of Parliamentary- 
work in some quarters. Bernstein eloquently protested against the state- 
ment that it was but an unimportant part of the SociaUst propaganda. In the 
K" "absence of Paul Singer, Johann Diezh presided over the Bremen Congress. 
W'The executive and Parliamentary reports showed an excellent financial position. 
^ Both the income and balance in hand were larger than ever. The subscribers 
to the party press number close upon 700,000, of whom nearly 70,000 are readers 
of the Vorwarts. It is estimated that in 1905 the party would receive £7,500 
{HTofit from the Berlin printing and publishing establishment. 
■^ Max SchippeFs attitude to Protection was discussed, and on the Bebel 
-* motion he was ordered to support Free Trade or resign. Grerman Socialists 
^ will have no trafficking with Protection. 

Trade unionism is increasing. A Bill dealing with the alien problem is to be 
introduced into the Reichstag by the Socialist group. Its import is not to 
exclude aliens, but to secure for them German citizen rights. In Germany 
there are 995,000 organised workers, and the average work day is lOJ hours. 



Holland. 

^ Constitution. — Governed by Queen, and First and Second Chambers. 

- f Queen. — Wilhelmina. 

-*-f First Chamber. — The First Chamber tends to prevent reform legislation. It 

4 consists of 26 Liberals, 15 Roman Catholics, 9 Anti-Revolutionists. 

Second Chamber. — The Second Chamber consists of 100 members. The num- 
bers of parties are as follow : Anti-Revolutionists, 31 ; Catholics, 24 ; Liberals, 
29 ; Liberal Democrats, 8 ; Social Democrats, 8. 

The Present Government consists of a coalition of the Anti-Revolutionists 
and the Catholics. The Anti-Revolutionist Party, led by the Prime Minister, 
Dr. Kuyper, represents tbe national character as it was in 1572, under the rule of 
the House of Orange. The Roman Catholics base their programme on the 
Kncyclica Renim Novarum. The Liberals are led by Gaemani Borgesius and 
Professor Van der Vlugt. They aim at curtailing the privileges of capital, and 
securing the rights of labour and of the labourers; and at a more righteous 
distribution of wealth. The Liberal Democrats, under the leadership of Professor 
Drucker, and the Social Democrats under Mr. Froelstroc, are the two Advanced 
Progressive Parties. Their programme resembles that of the L.P. in England. 

Local elections have perhaps more than anything else this year demonstrated 
the growth of Social Democracy in Holland. There has been a general dis- 
content with the policy of Dr. Kuyper, particularly in relation to the demand 
for a credit of seven millions of florins for introducing new guns and other 
adjuncts of national defence ; for this has meant the shelving of such 
measures of domestic reform as the Agricultural Labourers' Bill and the Old- 
age Pensions Bill. The lock-out of the diamond workers of Amsterdam meant 
5,000 unemployed, simply because they refused to have 750 apprentices 
introduced in their trade while hundreds are continually out of work. The 
president of the Dutch Socialist Conference this year, at Dordrecht, was Henry 
Tolak, who was leader of the diamond workers. 

Fortunately, the harmful effect of last year's general strike has been entirely 
obliterated. M. Troelstra, the champion of Socialism in the Chamber, has 
declared against Protective tariffs and taxes. Holland throughout is looking 
up, and M. Tak, the editor of the SociaUst daily, Het Valk, has secured a seat 
ior Socialism on tbe Amsterdam Town Council. 
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Italy. 

Constitution. — Governed by Eling, Senate, and Chamber of DeputieB. 

King.— Victor Emanuel III. 

Senate (500 Members about) is compofled in three fairly equal parte: 
(1) Of men who have attained to high office or dignities in the pid)tie 
service ; (2) of men of wealth ; and (3) of men of distinction in art, science, toA 
letters. 

Chamber of Deputies. — Ministerialists, 343 ; Marquis de Rudini and Signor 
Sonnino (leaders). Constitutional Opposition, 39; Giovanni Giolitti, (lc»der)^ 
Kxtreme Left (Radicals, Republicans, and Socialist), 85; Signors Ferri, Tunti, 
and Lahriola. Other Parties, 16. 

Political Parties. — All Parties are Liberal, except i>erhaps some few 
extreme Members of the Right, clericals who have got into Parliament in spite of 
the non expedit of the Pope. The difference is of shade, from Moderate Liberal 
to Socialist. 

No country in Europe has been more alert this year concerning sodai 
legislation than Italy. Labour legislation is, however, still in quite a back- 
ward condition. Two events of importance have transpired that demand 
chronicling. First comes the national strike of September. Months prior 
to this there had been small strikes all over Italy, all arising from the local 
conditions of labour. During the strikes both the military and the police 
were unduly aggressive, until at Sestri, near Genoa, a massacre took place. 
Following this came a meeting of Socialist leaders, and the consideration of 
the possibility of a national strike. A few daj^ after the meeting the strike 
movement broke out at Milan, thence spread to Turin, Genoa, Rome, Naples, 
Bologra, Venice — a tremendous proof of worjdng-class solidarity. The other 
event of importance was the General Election. The Italian Premier, Signor 
Giolitti, has revealed his hostility to militant Socialism. Another feature of 
the election was the dissolution of the Extreme Left. Originally it consisted 
of Socialists, Radicals, and Republicans ; these, however, went to the countiy 
with independent programmes. Thus the Extreme Left is now, as Mett^nich 
said of Italy, merely a geographical expression." Signori Ferri, Turati, and 
Labriola thus champion the rival causes. 

The Government deliberately smothered the Sunday Observance Bill 
introduced by Signor Cabrini, the Socialist Deputy, and this is typical of their 
attitude to Social Reform. The elections are now over, and the Extreme Left 
which numbered 107 at the dissolution, now numbers 000. It is noteworthy 
that the Socialist losses chiefly came from Milan, Turin, and Genoa, centres 
of great social unrest in September. 



Poland. 

Incorpoiated with Russia on February 23rd, 1868. From 1815 to 1830 had a 
Constitution of its own. and a separate Government till 1864. 

In 1886 George Brandes said : " There is one thing in Poland of which the 
Russian Government is even more afraid than of the dissatisfaction of the 
Catholic Church — that is Socialism." As far back as 1882 Russian antipathy 
to Polish Socialist Parties may be traced, for in that year four leaders of the 
movement were hanged. As to the political parties of Poland, many will 
doubtless remember the old adage, which virtually represents the main 
divisions of political life — *' Two Poles — three opinions." The Conservatives 
advocate asking only for a minimum, but insist on removing such laws as place 
FdleB in a state of inferiority. The "NatvonaA. 'DemocTa.ta bring forward the 
same demands as the Conservatives, Wt t\i©y ^o Tio>u>wio^>irfl&.\Xv^ ^^^rssssssv, 
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elasses by any promise of loyalty, or relegate the hope of independence to the 
background. The Catholics place religion before patriotism. The Progressists 
feel hatred rather for the upper classes of their own nation than for others, 
but dream of a Polish RepubUc in which Socialistic principles are to be realised. 
In 1893 another attempt was made to organise the definitely Socialist bodies 
IB Poland, and this has now developed into a definite, political movement. 
Its programme is an elaborate one, but the chief work of the organisation is 
the systematic preparation of the forces necessary for the future. Despite 
extraordinary opposition there is a great increase of publishing activity in 
the country, and this means a more extensive dissemination of progressive 
truth. In 1902, 89,300 copies of Socialist publications were distributed, 
whilst in 1903, 177,860 copies was the number, a figure to be superseded this 
year. **The Central Committee" still controls the Polish Socialist Party. 
Education every year renders the position of Russia and Austria more untenable 
for amongst the village populations may be found the more vigorous opponents of 
the existing political system. The leader of the Polish party in the Vierra 
Parliament is Jaworski. All parties in Poland aim at its independence. 



lliussia. 

Constitution.— Autocratic monarchy. Emperor, Nicholas II. 

System of Government. — The supreme Government is carried on by four 
Councils or Boards, all of which, however, may be overridden by the Emperor. 
(1) The Council of State, or Council of the Empire. This Board consists of a 
President and an indefinite number of members. It is the nearest approach to 
a legislative body that Russia possesses, but its functions, strictly speaking, are 
merely advisory. (2) The Senate, or "Ruling Senate." This is the highest Court 
of Appeal, and the body through which new laws are promulgated. (3) The 
Council of Ministers. This Council is formed of all the Ministers of State, certain 
ex-Ministers, and other high officials. It has no collective responsibility. (4) The 
Holy Synod. The Holy Synod, though its Procurator merely ranks as a Minister, 
is an independent body, co-equal with the other organs of government. 

Tendencies of the Supreme Government.— Centralisation is the keynote. 
This centralisation during the former reign was mainly political ; during the 
present reign a policy of economic centralisation has been inaugurated. The 
economic centralisation was begun by M. Witte, and consists (1) in the creation of 
State monopolies; (2) in the purchase of private and construction of State 
railways ; (3) in the establishment of a system of governmental control over 
private industrial undertakings, notably of banks ; (4) in the curtailing of the 
taxing powers of the local self-governments. 

Parties. — The political thought of the country is sharply divided into 
Reactionaries and Progressives, the latter containing the vast majority of the 
unofficial educated classes. The sharpest division in Russian thought at present 
is, however, not political but economic. 

Ministers. — M. Pobiedonostseff, Procurator of the Holy Synod. Gen. 
Kuropatkin, Minister of AVar. Prince Svietopolk-Mirski. Minister of the Interior. 
Count Lamsdorff, Minister of Foreign Affairs. M. de Pleske, Minister of Finance. 

Notwithstanding the rigorous censorship of the Press in Russia, news of 
the development of the Labour movement is that country occasionally filters 
through. Striking on a large scale has been less than last year, but this does 
not mean that the Socialists are asleep. Insurrection is still rife. Some 
21 workmen were brought before the Odessa Court of Appeal, charged with 
" strikes and rebellion." Punishment, however, does not deter the organisa- 
tion of labour.

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At Nicolaief a Socialist secret printing press was seized by the police, and four! 
persons arrested, a number soon increased to 50. At the secret congress of' 
the Russian Social Democratic Party, attended by more than 50 delegates of 
secret local committees from St. Petersburg, Moscow, Kaeff, Odessa, Kharkoff, 
&c., a central committee was elected with wide powers for directing the 
Social Democratic movement in Russia. Hitherto no such central authority 
existed. Amongst other things the party has pledged itself to support the 
middle-class movement in favour of constitutional reform as long as it has a 
democratic character, and does not include a demand for special middle- 
class privileges. The condition of the masses remains unchanged. In Warsaw 
and the Province, some 100,000 persons are affected by the unemployed. The 
appointment of Prince P. D. Svietopolk-Mirski to the Ministry of the Interior 
is accepted by the Russian proletariat with indifference. 



Spain. 



Reigning Sovereign. — Alfonso XIII. 

Government and Constitution. — A Constitutional Monarchy, the executive 
resting in the King, and the power to make laws in the Cortes with the King. 
The Cortes are composed of a Senate and Congress, equal in authority. There 
are three classes of senators — first, senators in their own right ; secondly, 100 
life senators, nominated by the Crown ; and thirdly, 180 senators elected by the 
Corporations of State. The Congress is formed by deputies, one to every ^,000 
souls of the population. There are in all 431 deputies. Both Congress and Senate 
meet every year. The monarch appoints the president and vice-presidents of the 
Senate ; the Congress elects its own ofi&cials. 

Spanish politics are in a very poor condition. The clerical and military 
parties virtually control the government. The former have just been increased 
by some 6,000 priests from the Philippines, whilst the number of officers in 
the army is ridiculously large in proportion to its total strength. Practically 
the Parliament in Spain is what the Minister who makes the elections desires 
it should be, hence it is difficult to gain an idea of poUtical tendencies of the 
people. Besides the Conservative and Liberal parties, there existe the CarUsts, 
the Democrats, Republicans, Regionahsts, Integristas, Independents, &c. 
Only the first three are worth considering. Carlists decUning in strength owing to 
attachment of clergy to present dynasty. The Democrats are men of broad 
Liberal principles, and have for their leaders such men as Monteiio Rios and 
Canalejas. Their programme is closely aUied to the RepubUcans, and they 
aim at a reduction of clerical and military power. The Republican Party 
has two sections, the Unitarian and the Federalisty and the latter seems to have the 
better hold of the |>eople. Owing to the failure of the RepubUcan Govern- 
ment of 1873 the working-man has contempt for political agitation, and he 
to-day stands outside the political factions. Socialism in Spain dates from 
the Barcelona Labour Congress of 1870. At the last election Iglesias and 
Quejido, the two Socialist leaders, failed to find a seat in the Cortes. Socialism 
is anti- political, and grows daily stronger. Twelve papOTS advocate its 
claims, and the Tierra y Lihertad has a very large circulation. It is one of the 
few papers published without the financial aid derived from inserting advertise- 
ments. The wages of the workers are on the increase, and their whole con- 
dition changing. Spanish labour leaders recognise that the chief danger is 
the priest, hence their chief weapon is education. The Council of Ministers 
has just approved a Bill demanding an extraordinary credit for public work 
on behalf of the working classes.

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THE COLONIES AND JAPAN. 

Jtustralia. 

The Commonwealth of Australia, consiBting of the six colonies, was proclaimed 
at Sydney January Ist, 1901. 

GrOVERNMENT. — Legislative power is vested in a Federal Parliament, consisting 
of the King, a Senate, and a House of Representatives. 

The Senate consists of Senators (six for each of the original States) chosen for 
six years by the electors voting in each State, except Queensland, as one electorate. 

House of Representatives consists of 75 Members. 

The legislative powers of the Federal Parliament are very extensive. 

State Socialism faade a great advance in the Commonwealth during 1904. 
In New South Wales, under the approving smile of the See Ministry it made 
rapid strides. Not, it is true, without the usual struggle. There was, for 
instance, the Fitzroy Dock afifair, and the mining demonstration at West 
Maitland. In Queensland both the Labourites and Socialists have done 
exceedingly well, and Western Australia only slightly less so. In South 
Austraha the Socialistic element is also strongly perceptible. Throughout 
the Commonwealth the great struggle has been to secure uniformity of wages 
and conditions of labour. 

r But the great political event of the year was the success and defeat of the 
first Labour Cabinet. The Labour Party by means of an Amendment to 
the Arbitration Bill, defeated the first Ministry of the Second Administration, 
a ministry first led by Mr. Barton and afterwards by Mr. Deakin. . The 
result was the formation of a Labour Government, which has in its turn 
disappeared, and disappeared, like its predecessor, as the result of an Amend- 
ment to the Arbitration Bill. The programme of the Labour Ministry, if not 
an elaborate one, was quite practicable. It proposed to deal with the Arbitra- 
tion Bill, inserting clauses including railway servants, those employed in 
State industries, and even clerical employes. A Capital Site Bill, a measure 
appointing a High Commissioner in London, and a Fraudulent Ti'ade Marks 
Bill. The Ministry ako intended to introduce a New Guinea Bill, with a view 
to benefitting the natives as much as possible from a humanitarian point of 
view. Opportunities were to be given to settlers of acquiring land on equitable 
conditions at a nominal rental. A Postal Bill, Federal Old- Age Pensions, and 
even the establishment of State Control of the Tobacco Trade. But, alas ! on 
August 12th, the Labour Ministry was defeated, and Mr. Watson, its Premier, 
resigned three days later. This led to the formation of a CoaUtion Cabinet, 
with the Free Trader, Mr. G. H. Reid (N.S.W.) as Premier and Minister for 
External Affairs. Such has been the vacillations of political power. From 
an AustraHan point of view, two measures have excited no little criticism and 
attention. First, there was the Navigation and Shipping Bill, a bulky 
measure in 12 parts and 429 clauses, yet embodying two very important 
policies : (a) That all ships, while engaged in trade between Australian ports 
should pay the current Australian wages, and (6) that, as far as possible, 
Australian trade should be carried on in Brtish ships by British crews. The 
other item of legislative interest was the efficiency of the Arbitration Act in 
New South Wales. The Court's decisions, enforced if need be by a penalty, 
have so far, with one exception, been implicitly obeyed. The exception was 
a piining group, the members of which were, dissatisfied with a decision which 
would have the effect of lowering their wages, and talked of striking ; but 
before the Court found it necessary to intervene the mass influence of their 
fellow-workers compelled the men to yield, and the Court emerged from the 
situation stronger than before. 
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Canada. 

Constitution and Government. — The members of the Senate of the 
Dominion Parliament are nominated for life, by summons of the Govemor-Genenl 
under the Great Seal of Canada. There are now 81 Senators. 

The House of Commons is elected by the people every five years, and consists 
of 214 members. 

Labour squabbles have reached a delightful minimum in Canada this year. 
Pohtically speaking, however, the country has been particularly active. The 
General Election of November 3rd, brought to the surface many subjects long 
held in abeyance, and notably the great Fiscal issue. The election was 
interesting because it took place under the Redistribution Act of 1903, a 
measure rendered necessary by the census of 1901. No alteration has been 
made in the number of members in the Dominion House of Commons, for it 
still remains 214, but the proportions of members allotted to the various 
provinces have been materially altered, hence the change in representation. 
No alteration has been made in Quebec, owing to the fa^t that the British 
North America Act of 1867, which forms the Federal Constitution of the 
Dominion, provides that the province of Quebec shall always have 65 members. 
Quebec since 1896 has been a great Liberal stronghold. What may be 
regarded as the main issue upon which the electors were asked to pronounce 
an opinion was the proposed Trans-Continental Railway. The electorate had 
to decide between *' a railway-owned Government, or a Government-owned 
Railway." The opposition were in favour of State ownership of railways; the 
Premier, on the other hand, opposes such. Amongst financial experts, the 
divergence of opinion is extraordinary. 

Municipal Sociahsm in Canada is steadily developing. A big scheme for 
the establishment of a Dominion Municipal Insurance Corporation 
is being considered by the Ontario Municipal Association. The plan, advanced 
by the Mayor of Ottawa, proposes that a Dominion Charter be secured, and 
conducted as a joint- stock insurance company ; that every municipaUty 
becoming a member be entitled to have all shareholders' rights in the propor- 
tion of one vote for every 10,000 of population, and all municipalities under 
10,000 to have one vote ; that municipalities may join only when authorised 
by a vote of the ratepayers ; that there will be five directors, representing 
Ontario, Quebec, Maritime Provinces, Manitoba, British Columbia and the 
North -West Territories, and one from at large, the directors having power to 
appoint all officials and fix the rate of insurance in each municipality. The 
corporation will also enter into competition with existing insurance companies. 
The election returns show a good majority for Sir William Laurier and his 
policy. 

New Zealand. 

The legislative power is vested in the Governor and two Chambers. 

The Legislative Council consists of 44 members. 

The House of Representatives, elected every three years, and consists of 80 
members. 

Whilst admitting that conciUation laws do not always conciliate, it must 

be admitted that the reduction of friction between master and men has been 

considerably reduced by the application of the Industrial Conciliation and 

Arbitration Act. Concerning this measwie, t^o c^^'e,\,\cyQ& \^ia.^^ been asked 

by statesmen during the year. ¥\r8t\y, \ia» t\ve ko.^. y^qn^^ ^i«s^fc'as5vl^s.^ 
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secondly, has it retarded the progress of the Colony ? As an answer let it 
be said that both the number of establishments and the number of employes 
have increased during the year. As wages too, are higher, it can scarcely 
be said that from a Labour point of view the Act as administered in this 
Colony is a failure. Concerning employment, during the last five years, the 
rate of male labour increase has been nearly 54' 17 per cent., whilst the increase 
in female employment has been at the rate of 42*81 per cent. Then comes 
the question of wage payments in the large industrial factories. In 1895 
(when the Act came into operation) it stood at £1,907,592, whilst in 1900 
it had reached £3,098,561. These figures will be considerably increased next 
year, when the returns are presented. It is difficult to find its retarding 
influence in this direction. In every department of commercial activity 
similar progress is clearly seen. There is yet, however, a " lack of interest 
displayed by many of the workers," and this accounts for the comparatively 
slow growth of the unions. In 1895 the figures were 64 unions with a member- 
ship of 9,322, but these figures were eclipsed by the 1902 returns, which gave 
the unions at 232, possessing a membership of 23,816. 

Diu*ing the political year Mr. Seddon's financial proposals have excited the 
attention of all poUtical groups. There is much uneasiness still concerning 
New Zealand finance. Moreover, there are not wanting indications within the 
Colony that the Colonial Treasurer in the near future will have to husband 
all his resources to provide adequately for necessary pubUc works. Another 
disturbing feature is that the Industrial Concihation and Arbitration Act 
is likely to be neutraUsed by " mahgnant collateral action." This was 
reported by the Secretary for Labour. Prices are rising, owing to increased 
wages. In Wellington rents average one-third of the income. The value of 
land is increasing abnormally. This must be checked at once. The levying 
of general rates on land values only apparently works very well, at least so 
says the town clerk of WeUington. Here is something within the power of 
any rating district, a poll of the ratepayers only being demanded. 



South Jtfrica (British.) 



British South Africa consists of Cape Colony and Natal, which enjoy 
constitutional self-government ; the Transvaal and Orange River Colonies, which 
are governed like Crown Colonies under the direct rule of a Governor, assisted by 
a Nominated Legislative Council ; and Rhodesia, which is governed by the British 
South Africa Company under a Royal Charter. 

During the past year South Africa has more than ever been the reproach 
of the British Empire. Industry has been unsettled, trade stagnant, and many 
of the white settlers suffered extremely from lack of employment. The root of 
the trouble is in the failure of the despotic Government of Lord Milner in the 
Transvaal and the Orange River Colony. Since the conclusion of peace Lord 
Milner has more and more completely fallen under the influence of the narrow 
ring of financiers who control the mining industry of the Rand, and has com- 
pletely alienated himself from the great bulk of the white population, both 
Boer and British. His rule has been the rule of the Johannesburg Chamber 
of Mines. The one object to which every other consideration has been sacri- 
ficed has been to secure to the capitalist the complete control of labour — both 
coloured and white — to reduce wages, and to prevent the growth of trade 
unions, and of a iabour party such as exists m A.\xa\x«\\a., Ta& \kv»r Qvjro«i\,^ 
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dictated the policy to Lord Milner, and Lord Milner managed the Home 
Government. 

In the first place a packed Labour Commission reported — in the &oe of 
convincing evidence to the contrary — that the supply of Kaffir labour was 
insufficient to meet the requirements of the country. Then the nominated 
Legislative Assembly, consisting of civil servants, officers of the Chamber of 
Mines, and Boer " hand-uppers," passed a resolution in favour of the intro- 
duction of indentiu-ed Chinese labour. A huge public meeting of protest was 
broken up by bullies hired at 158. for the night. A petition from the Africaa 
Labour League, asking that a referendum should be taken before any legislation 
was passed, was negatived. The opinion of the Cape Colony, in which a 
General Election with both parties pledged to resist the introduction of Qunese 
labour was ignored. A "draft Ordinance " was produced legalising the intaro- 
duction of Asiatics, and placing them under conditions of virtual slavery. The 
consent of the Home Government had still to be obtained, and Lord Milner 
made strong representations to the effect that public opinion in the Transvaal 
was in favour of the Ordinance. So great, however, was the repugnance of 
many members of the Conservative party to the degrading conditions that at 
one time it seemed as if the Government might be compelled to mitigate some 
of their worst features. This was the signal for a renewed agitation in the 
Transvaal. Lord Milner intimated that the Transvaal was threatened with 
bankruptcy unless the mining industry — the chief source of revenue — was 
stimulated to rapid development. He produced an amended Budget showing 
enormous deficits. He supported the mine owners in their representations 
that, owing to the industrial situation, they were unable to meet the first 
annual instalment of £10,000,000 of the £30,000,000 loan which they had 
underwritten. The Grovernment yielded — without a direct vote being taken 
in Parliament — and the Ordinance was passed. A month later Lord Milner 
intimated at a public meeting, " I do not care twopence for what people 
6,000 miles away may think," and when he came to make his Budget state- 
ment (May 31st) he was able to announce that there would be no deficit, and 
to refer to " the crocodile tears " which had been shed over " financial 
troubles." 

The recruiting of Chinese coolies had long been going on, and the first ship- 
ments took place at once. At the present time there are some 12,000 Chinese 
at work in the Rand Mines, and before the end of 1904 it is expected that there 
will be 20,000. It is calculated that over 200,000 Chinese will be imported 
before the requirements of all the mines are satisfied. They are accom- 
panied by no women, they have introduced the fatal beri-beri disease, and 
already, in almost every mine where they have been employed, riots and revolts 
have had to be put down by armed police. 

In Cape Colony, where many of the electors were disfranchised during the 
war period, the General Election resulted in the Progressives being returned 
to power by a majority of five. Dr. Jameson, the leader of the Raid, was 
elected Prime Minister. In the Orange River Colony the Dutch resent 
bitterly the treatment which has been accorded to their language in the schools. 
Though it is the spoken language of 75 per cent, of the people, a maximum 
of three hours a week is all that is allowed for its study. They also ask some 
voice in the selection of teachers. In Swaziland a movement is on foot {(X 
ousting the natives from the land on which they are at present able to live in 
comfort without hiring themselves out to the white settlers. In Rhodesia the 
Chartered Company is in difficulties. The territory is not yet on a paying 
basis, the gold returns have been disappointrng, V.n;^a\«^ ^fiX\\R»\ia.'^^ ^^kS^^^rmIh 
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and the company is nearing the end of its financial resources. An agitation 
has commen(^ for the suspension of the charter on terms which would enable 
the debt and obligations of the company to be unloaded upon the^British 
taxpayers. 

There is but one remedy for all these multifarious evils : Let the people of 
South Africa govern themselves, as do the people of every other British Colony. 
The Transvaal is the seat of the trouble, and there the oUgarchy of mining 
magnates would not endure for a week were it not supported by the Home 
Government through Lord Milner. At the end of last session Mr. Lyttelton 
intimated that the Government proposed shortly to take the first step towards 
responsible Government by letting the unofficial members of the Legislative 
Assembly be elected. It is to be feared that like most other measures of the 
present Government this will be a mere device for securing the balance of power 
to the mine owners. It is not a " representative element " which can cure the 
evil, but a wholly representative assembly.

Japan. 



Constitution and Government.— The Emperor combines the rights of 
sovereignty and the exercise of the whole of the executive powers, with the advice 
and assistance of the Cabinet Ministers who arc appointed by himself. 

Mikado. — Mutsuhito. 

House of Peers. — Composed of 300 members. 

House op Representatives. — Representation, 369 members. Voting is by 
secret single ballot. 

The attitude of the Japanese Government towards Socialism may be ob- 
tained from an article which appeared in The Japan Times in 1903. Amongst 
other things it said : " We may safely state that Sociahsm is in this country 
still in the stage of academic discussion, and that the day when it will assume 
practical significance is as yet, if such a day is ever to come, in the far distant 
future. So far as the mass of the people are concerned, they show as yet no 
sign of fundamental discontent with the present social order." It is not sur- 
prising that such an attitude should be taken, seeing that it is little more than 
13 years since Japan established a Constitutional Government. 

What may be termed the modern Sociahst movement was initiated by Mr. 
Katayama in June, 1897. Prior to this nothing of the kind was in existence 
save the trade guilds. Then labour unions were formed, and under the guidance 
of Mr. Katayama several strikes were effectively carried out in trades where 
skilled labour is employed. The Government then stepped in, and by a 
stringent police regulation prevented the unions from developing. On April 
30th, 1901, a great labour demonstration was held, at which some 20,000 men 
were gathered, and carried a resolution demanding a recognition of labour's 
rights. 

In the May of the same year, the Shakwai Minshu-to, or Social Democratic 
Party, was instituted, but instantly suppressed by the Government. A second 
party sprang into being in less than a month after the suppression of the 
fOTmer. It was called the Shakwai Heimin. This was also suppressed. 
Instantly another party was formed on the lines of the second. Its programme 
was framed upon the model set up by Marx and Engel in 1848. This i^wit^ 
has taken deep root, thanks to the untiring energy oi Mr. l^&\>^^^Tcvd..

THE UNITED STATES. 

Probably nowhere in the worhl baa the proceas of industrial de' 
been so rapid and radical as in the United States of America. Witl 
parativety short time our country has developed from a somewhat 
predominantly agricultural community into one of the leading 
nations. The industrial revolution naturally brought about a corr 
change in the social relations of our population. To-day the num 
permanent wage workers ia no fewer than 12,500,000 ; the standinj 
unemployed and " tramps " reaches 1,500,000, and more than one h 
entire wealth of the country is concentrated in the hands of less th 
families. The United States, which but half a century ago could 
boost of being, to some extent, a country of free and equal citizem 
as far as the white population was concerned), has to-day become t 
the most glaring social contraats between the two contending classes • 
society — capitahsts and wage workers. The antagonism between th( 
finds expression in the ever-increasing number of " atrikes," " k 
" boycotts," and other demonstrations of hostility, and the war 
them grows in dimension and intensity with every year. Between 
1901 nearly 7,000.000 of American working-men ore said to have been 
in 24,000 strikes and lock-outs, and during the past three years these 
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.^^k at present estimated at about 3,250,000, and, with some exceptions, they are 
-3^jMfiKated with one of the four existing national confederations of trade unions : 
^JlTbe American Federation of Labour, the American Labour Union, the Knights 
^iol Labour, and the Socialist Trade and Labour Alliance. Of these the American 
T^JWeration of Labour is numerically the most powerful. On May 1st, 1904, the 
^.'f^fBderation consisted of 118 national organisations, having a total of 23,500 
** subordinate. unions, 1,501 local trade unions, 604 city central labour unions, 
I^Jand 32 State federations. The total membership of the federation exceeded 
^ 2,000,000. It was organised in 1881, and almost three-fourths of its membership 
jf was acquired during the last four years. 

c' r The Socialists have alwa3rs regarded the American Federation of Labour as a 
i promising field for the propaganda of Socialism, and invariably bring up the 
.discussion of Socialism at its annual conventions by means of offering a reso- 
lution declaring for the cardinal principles of SociaUsm. On the whole the 
Socialist Party has no reason to be discouraged with the progress of the Socialist 
sentiment in the federation. 

Next in numerical importance is the American Labour Union, organised in 
1898 under the name of the " Western Labour Union,'* and in 1902 the pres«it 
name was adopted at an annual convention, and the jurisdiction of 
the body was extended to cover the entire country, the organisation 
declaring in favour of International Socialism and the Socialist Party. The 
union represents over 200,000 members. The once famous order of 
Knights of Labour is now of hardly any influence in the labour 
movement. The Socialist Trade and Labour Alliance is an organisation 
created by some members of the Socialist Labour Party in opposition 
to the existing bodies of trade unions. It never played any serious 
part in the labour movement, and to-day leads a purely nominal existence. 
In addition, there are also national organisations of raikoad employes and 
workers in the building trades, numbering at least half-a-miUion, which are not 
affiliated with any of the national federations^. 

The Socialist Movement* 

The Socialist movement of the United States has experienced a most mar- 
vellous change since the last International Congress. At Paris, in 1900, our 
delegates represented a rather insignificant and much-divided movement. 
The old Socialist Labour Party, as weU as the new Social Democratic Party, 
was torn into factions, and what little^ there was of a SociaHst movement was 
separated into three distinct national organisations and a nimiber of indepen^ 
dent State and local organisations. In July, 1901, a convention was held 
in the City of IndianopoUs at which all Socialist organisations, with the 
exception of the Sociahst Labour Party, united under the name of the Socialist 
Party. Since then the progress of our movement in this country has been 
rapid as well as sound. In 1900 the enrolled membership of our party, or its 
predecessors, probably did not exceed 5,000, and the majority of these were 
foreigners ; in December, 1903, the National Secretary of our party reported 
a dues-paying membership of about 25,000, and the overwhelming majority 
of them consisted of American-born citizens. At the last convention of our 
party. May, 1904, 129 out of the 183 assembled delegates were American born. 
At the last Congress we reported that the highest combined vote cast for all 
Socialist parties was 93,000 ; two years later, in 1902, that vote increased to 
over 200,000. In 1900 the number of SociaUsts elected to public office in 
the United States hardly exceeded a dozen. To-day our party has elected f 
public office in various parts of the country 350 ot its mftmb«c^» 
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The last convention of our party was decidedly the most representative and 
important gathering of Socialists ever held in America. For the first time 
every important State of the union. East, West, North, and South, was repre> 
sented in a national Socialist gathering. The proceedings of the convea- 
tion, and the platform and resolutions adopted by it, amply attested the sound 
and class conscious character of the membership. The convention nominated 
as its candidate for President of the United States, Eugene V. Debs, and as the 
party's candidate for Vice-President, Benjamin Hanford.

Of the 400 largest trusts only 10 were organised before 1890. 

The United States Steel Corporation has a total capitalisation of £300,000,000. 
It consists of 149 steel works, with an annual capacity of 9,000,000 tons of 
finished work ; 78 blast furnaces, with a capacity of 6,500,000 tons of pig iron ; 
18,000 coke furnaces, 71,000 acres of coal lands, 30,000 acres in the coke region, 
70 per cent, of the ore mines of Lake Superior, 125 large vessels on the lakes. 
Its employees number over 100,000. 

It has been estimated that there are 793 trusts capitalised at over 
£2,800,000,000 not including the railroads, which are capitalised at over 
£2,400,000,000 more. Thus the trusts and railroads of America alone have 
a capital value which, if divided among all the inhabitants of the world, 
woufd work out at more than £3 a head for every Tna.!!, -woman, and child.

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Land and Housing. 



By F. W. Pbthick Lawbenob. 



The most important event in the year 1904 lias been the passing by a majority 
of 67 on March 11, in the House of Commons, of the Second Rea<img of 
Mr. Charles Trevelyan's Bill for the Taxation of Land Values. The Bill 
provided for the separate assessment of land apart from buildings erected 
thereon, and for the placing of a special impost upon such assessed property. 
The Bill did not get beyond the Second Reading ; but in view of the fact that 
even in the present House of Commons a majority voted in its favour, the 
next Liberal Administration will certainly introduce a measure of a similar 
character. In some quarters it is anticipated that such a proposal will be 
incorporated in the Budget with the view of preventing the House of Lords 
from using its power of veto. 

Objects of Assessing and Taxing Land. 

(1) As land is assessed for property tax and rating at present, the owner of 
land which is appreciating in value is in an unfairly advantageous position 
compared with the owners of all other property. He is not taxed or rated on 
its actual value, but on a fictitious value based upon the uses to which it is 
being put at present. Thus the owner of an acre of unoccupied land on the 
outskirts of a city who paid £1,000 for it ten years ago, and who would not sell 
it for less than £1,500 to-day, pays taxes and rates on the basis of an annual 
rental of, say, £10 or £12, which it fetches as agricultural land. The new 
proposal for assessment would alter this, and would place him in a position of 
equality with other property holders. 

(2) Upon all land there was at one time or other a land tax. With the 
immense appreciation of land values, this tax bears an absurdly small propor- 
tion to the value of the land. Moreover, it has been in many cases " redeemed," 
so that the present holders do not pay tax at all. It is considered that the 
time has come to place an additional burden upon landlords. This is especially 
just in urban areas where land has appreciated, not owing to exertion on the part 
of the landlords, but to the direct and indirect action of the community, who 
have often paid in rates for improvements which have benefited the landlords' 
property. 

(3) The imposition of such burdens will bring into the market land which 
would otherwise be held still longer for a " rise." In this way the community 
will be more easily enabled to acquire such land as it requires for its own 
purposes. Solution of the housing problem will also be facilitated by putting 
an end to a " land famine." 

The Necessity for Concurrent Housing Legislation. 

There is one danger in the above proposals which is too often overlooked. 

If the scheme is carried into effect without certain concurrent legislation for 

dealing with city growth, there will spring up in the suburbs new slum areas of 

the greatest danger to public hoaHU% TW Vwv^«aX<\ox^ ol ^tew»*«l taxes upon 
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unoccupied land will mean, as I have shown, that a large quantity of land on 
the outskirts of our cities is brought into the market. Competition will force 
down the price, and land will be bought up by the jerry builders, who will 
build not merely bad houses, but bad streets such as are already far too 
prevalent in our suburbs. The only means by which this danger can be averted 
is by the concurrent passing of legislation giving central authorities powers 
over city growth such as are possessed by the City Councils of Germany and 
the U.S.A. 

Thus in provincial towns the municipal authorities should have jurisdiction 
extending two or three miles (or more) beyond the area built upon; in London 
a kind of improved Water Board should have a jurisdiction extending to a 
radius of 25 miles from Charing Cross. Within these areas the Councils should 
control extensions, permitting only such buildings and roads as are consistent 
with the well-being of the city as a whole.

The League has made excellent progress during the past year in numbers, 
work, and influence. The last-issued annual report (July, 1904) showed a 
total income of over £1,280, of which about £527 was derived from the sale of 
literature. The special re-issue at sixpence of Henry George's *' Protection or 
Free^Trade " has continued to sell largely. By permission of the Right Hon. 
Charles Booth, the League has just issued as a penny pamphlet " Kates and 
the Housing Question in London," the argument for the rating of site values 
which appeared in his final volume on " Life and Labour in London." 

The passing of the Second Reading of Mr. Trevelyan's Land Values Assess- 
ment and Rating Bill (March 11, 1904 — majority, 67) has been a great en- 
couragement to the members of the League. An interesting contribution 
to the discussion was a valuation of the land in the Urban District of Finchley, 
prepared at the instance of the League by Messrs. Batty & Eckert, and quoted 
by Mr. Asquith during the debate. 

The lecturing activity of the League has been well maintained, especially 
In the London and Yorkshire districts. The Hon. Secretary of the Tyneside

Work During 1904. — The lecturers of the Society have been again hard at 

work in all parts of the country, preaching the doctrine that the land should 

be publicly owned and controlled. Altogether, 388 meetings were held in the 

last twelve months, including the active propaganda, which is carried on by the 

Lancashire Branch and its energetic secretary, Matthew Simm. Of these 

159 were held in connection with the Yellow Van crusade against landlordism. 

Lancashire, and the adjoining counties, were again the special object of one 

of the vans, while IVIr. Hyder devoted the summer with another van to the 

counties of Norfolk and Suffolk. One new tract has been added to the list, 

No. 86, and it deals with the fiscal question in its relation to the land question. 

It is entitled " Robinson Crusoe." 

On February 5th, 1904, Mr. Logan introduced into Parliament the Tax 
and Buy Bill, which had been very carefully drafted on the lines laid down 
by our Executive Committee. It was backed by Mr. Bell, Mr. Broadhurst, 
Dr. Cameron, Mr. Toulmin, Mr. Harwood, and Mr. Shackleton. It did not 
reach its second reading stage, and will be re-introduced in the coming Session. 
Already resolutions in support of it have been passed by a number of repre- 
sentative authorities, including some of the leading borough councils in 
London, and such provincial councils as those of Middlesbrough and Reading. 
The Bill goes further than the one which stood in the name of Mr. Trevelyan, 
and passed its second reading in March. It not only provides for the equitable 
taxation of land values, but also for municipal powers to actually acquire the 
land itself, in large or small areas, at the price on which the land is rated. This 
simple enactment would revolutionise the present costly procedure of obtaining 
land for the public good. 

WORKMEN'S NATIONAL HOUSING COUNCIL.

The Council, prior to, and during the early part of the session, was very active 
in approaching the members of the Government and ParUament as to the 
more liberal interpretation of the Act of last session, about which some dis- 
appointment and difficulties had been experienced, especially as to the actual 
relief afforded to housing schemes, and circulars were issued to the trade 
organisations calling their attention, and asking assistance in bringing pressure 
to bear. Public attention was also drawn to the danger involved in the powe 
vested in the central authority to compel the mmiicipalities to sell their dwellings 
erected to accommodate displaced persons. Specially bearing in mind the 
financial difficulties facing the local bodies on account of the high rate of 
interest, the Council again, through Mr. Nannetti, presented its Bill to Parlia- 
ment, asking for a rate not exceeding 2 per cent., for housing loans, but the 
Bill was again unfortunate in the baUot. Candidates for Parliament and the 
London County Council have been thoroughly questioned, and a great deal of 
propaganda work done over an area extending from Aberdeen to Cornwall. 
The Council took a leading part in organising the joint conference at Leeds, at 
which over 230 societies were represented by .550 delegates, and also convened 
a South Wales Conference at Merthyr, which was eminently successful. The 
Council's income for the year was £274. 13s. 6d., a considerable increase on 
the preceding year, but still more snppoTt axv!^ «b Tti\\c\i %t(o\\!^Qr fijaancial.

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HOUSING IN 1904. 

By Fbbd Knbb (Secretary, Workmen's National Housing Council.) 

Although two Government Bills were promised in the King's Speech to deal 
with Irish housing, only one made its appearance, proposing to amend the 
Labourers' Acts, and even this waa subsequently withdrawn ; the question of 
town housing, notwithstanding the protests of the Irish workers, was not 
touched by the Government. Several private members' Bills were intro- 
duced, but only one, the Town Tenants' (Ireland) Bill, reached second reading, 
to be then defeated. 

Extension for Repayment of Loans. 

While with regard to new loans, the Local Government Board has so far 
carried out its promise to sanction periods for repayment of 80 years for land 
and 60 for building, there has been considerable difficulty in the way of some 
of the lesser local authorities taking advantage of the promised permission to 
re-borrow on account of existing loans, especially where the Public Works 
Loans Commissioners, whose powers have not been affected by the Housing 
of the Working Classes Act, 1903, were the lenders, and who are still only 
empowered to lend for this purpose up to 60 years. In London the benefit of 
the extension of the period for the land loan only from 60 to 80 years has been 
microscopic, and for some time the Treasury seemed determined to make the 
L.C.C. pay back by instalments instead of by the more usual sinking fund, 
but at last gave way. The dead set of the money market against the muni- 
cipalities, encouraged by the Treasury's insistence on ^ per cent, additional 
interest for every extra 10 years allowed for repayment, has had a great influence 
in retarding housing schemes being pushed by the municipalities, many of 
whom are biding their time still money is cheaper. Still, though the number 
of local authorities applying to the, and receiving the sanction, of the Local 
Government Board was less for the year ended December Slst, 1903, than for 
the previous 12 months — ^24 to 30 — the amount sanctioned was considerably 
more, £1,031,476, as against £339,410, these figures including two rural district 
councils for 1903 and one for 1902. 

Loans Sanctioned. 

The following were (in connection with Part I.) schemes (clearance of slums) : 
Birkenhead, £8,892 (40 years) ; Bradford, £7,800 (45) ; Brighton, £8,440 and 
£12,500(40); Leeds, £197,135 (60) ; £360,000 and £46,668 (80) ; Liverpool, 
£85,160 (60), and £64,840 (land, 80); Prescot, £6,000 (80); Sheffield £18,350 (60); 
Southampton, £12,500 (67). Leeds also had loans sanctioned under Part 
n., of £8,498 (48), and £2,486 (42). 

The following loans (principally under Part III.) were sanctioned for land 
and buildings: Abercam, £6,160 (amount for buildings, period 58 years), £700 
(for land, period 80 years) ; Bangor, £8,485 (55), £1,680 (for land, 80) ; Barnes, 
£400 (buildings, 39); Birkenhead, £1,805 (40); Brighton, £9,047 (40); 
Chester, £2,160 (60) ; East Grinstead, £227 (42) ; Hampton, £14,685 (40) ; 
Homsey, £44,285 (40); Lichfield, £3,160 (buildings, 60), £1,600 (land, 80); 
Liverpool, £1,230 (buildings, 30) ; Manchester, £428 and £9,362 (40) ; Salford, 
£47,737 (60) ; Sheffield, £26,078 (60) ; Stanley (including land), £6,000 (40) ; 
West Ham, £2,967 (40), Edmonton borrowed £582 for fencing of land for 
10 years, and Llandudno £1,300 to pay off loan. 
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Advanee during the Yeai*« 

In March last, including its common lodging-houses, the London County 
Council was accommodating 24,467 persons, at a capital cost of £1,731,904, 
and Liverpool at the same date accommodated 5,868 at a. cost of £12,564. In 
1904, in addition to the achievements of 1903 and before, some 20 authorities 
have embarked on schemes involving an expenditure of over a quarter of a 
million. 

Action under Part II. (insanitary dwellings) had to be taken, in 37 county 
boroughs, 58 other boroughs, 124 urban districts, and 192 rural districts (witJi 
an aggregate population of 11,772,268), as to the condition of 4,251 dwelling 
houses. No action was taken in 35 cases, 2,230 houses were made, or were 
being made, fit, 617 closing orders were issued, 81 were demolished by the 
Councils' orders, and 791 voluntarily by the owners. 

In addition to housing by municipalities and considerable activity in thn 
direction by co-operative societies, a prominent union, the British Steel 
Smelters, have shown the way for the employment of trade union funds to 
increase the available supply of good houses. 

Agitation still continues by the two national organisations, important '' 
conferences having been held during the year at Leeds, Boumville, and 
Merth3n'. 

Percentage of Overcrowding. 

The census returns for the whole of Enlgand and Wales show some housing 
improvement generally. The population had increased 12*17 per cent., and 
the number of houses 14*87 per cent., and the following would show approii- 
mately the rate of improvement ; —

It is recorded that the number of persons overcrowded in 1901 was still 
2,667,506, a percentage to the whole population of 8 * 2 ; but it is claimed that 
there had been a decrease of overcrowded persons in urban dislaricts from 12*3 
per cent, to 8*9 per cent., and in rural districts they had been reduced from 
8*5 per cent, to 5*8 per cent, in 1901. This improvement may be modified by 
a decrease in the cubic space of jooms, and in many cases the counting of the 
scullery as a room in the enumeration. There is still need for much further 
improvement and of an even more 8\ib8taiv.t\a\\aa.d. 
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THE GARDEN CITY. 

One of the most hopeful signs of the times has been the rapid growth of the 
Garden City movement during the past "two or three years. The fact alone 
that this movement has received the financial support of the British public 
to the extent of over £100,000 is one of great encouragement to Social Reformers. 

In September, 1903, the present Garden City Company was formed with a 
capital of £300,000, and an estate of 3,818 acres was purchased, near Hitchin, 
at a cost of about £40 per acre. There are two villages on the estate and a 
large number of buildings, the insurance value of which has been estimated at 
over £80,000. 

The directors have been engaged in preparing a scheme for the development 
of the new town, and have already carried out a large part of the work of 
development. Expert engineering, architectural, and other advice was 
obtained, the whole of the estate contoured, and the plan completed. 

In the early spring of 1904, the directors began to construct roads, and to let 
plots of land for factories, residences, &c. The water and sewerage works have 
been completed, and from two to three miles of roads have been laid out.^ 
Gas works are in course of construction, and a temporary railway station has 
been made at the centre of the property, including a good siding, which has 
been in full working order for some months. 

Altogether the company is expending over £20,000 during the current winter 
in development, and arrangements have been made to introduce banking, 
postal, and other facilities, so that the benefits of a town population can be 
secured along with the advantages of country life. 

Progress on the Estate. 

Sites for over 200 houses have been let, and arrangements have been made 
to erect workmen's cottages as required by manufacturers moving their works 
to the city. Of the latter, six have definitely selected sites, including Messrs. 
G. Ewart & Co., geyser manufacturers ; Messrs. Idris & Co., Ltd., mineral 
water manufacturers ; Messrs. the Garden City Press, Ltd., printers ; Messrs. 
Vickers & Field, asphalt manufacturers ; Messrs. The Garden City Laundry 
Co., Ltd. ; and Mr. A. Wilme CoUier, stationery manufacturer, while a large 
number of firms, some of which employ hundreds of workmen, have been 
considering the question of removal. 

A number of houses have been built, all of which are let, and a large number 
of plans are prepared for the erection of residences and cottages. Now that 
necessary facilities are well advanced, it is probable that building operations 
will proceed very rapidly, and that a large population will be established in the 
Garden City within the next two or three years. 

A large number of those who are interested in social reform are taking up 
land in the new town, either for erecting country cottages with a large garden 
attached, or for small holdings. The experiment has reached a stage when it is 
practically certain of success. Its progress will be watched with the greatest 
of interest by all who are searching for the solution of the problems of over- 
crowdiag and depopulation.

Objects. — The Association was formed in 1882 to encourage the preservation 
and provision of public spaces within the Metropolitan area by acquiring and 
laying out disused churchyards, squares, and other vacant sites as pubBe 
gardens and playgrounds ; to add to the beauty and health of London by planting 
trees in thoroughfares, giving seats for public sites, and assisting in the formation 
of pubUc gymnasia. 

Progress. — Since its formation the Association has carried out nearly 500 
successful pieces of worii on these lines. Over 100 public gardens and play- 
grounds have been added to the open spaces of London, trees have beoA planted 
in numerous streets, hundreds of seats have been provided, also. 41 publie 
fountains. During last year two public gardens were laid out, 1,000 acres 
for pubUc recreation piurchased by joint action ; gynmastic apparatus provided 
for Poplar ; and opposition raised in ParUament and the Courts to building 
encroachments on four disused burial grounds. 



THE EALING TENANTS. LIMITED.

Objects. — To promote the co-operative ownership and administration of 
suitable building estates in the suburbs of London, by methods which, while 
avoiding the dangers that too frequently accompany the individual ownership 
of houses and speculative building devoid of public spirit, harmonises the 
interests of the tenant and investor by an equitable use of the profit arising 
from the increase of values and the careful use of the property. This system 
must not be confounded with that of an ordinary building society, which hai 
- advantages of its own. 

Progress. — The Society continues to make steady progress. Started a little 
over three years ago by a few Ealing workmen,, it has seciured the confidence 
of investors all over the country, and its property is now worth over £25,000. 
The houses built number about 60, but the Society is employing a building 
staff of about fifty in the erection of fm-ther houses, the present intention being 
to build about 300 more. The tenants are shareholders, having eight repre- 
sentatives on the board out of eleven. Interest on shares cannot exceed 
5 per cent., and loan stock 4 J per cent. Any surplus that may remain after 
meeting these charges is credited to the tenants, ensiuring a rise in values, not 
to the land speculator, but to the rent-paying tenant. The rents fixed being 
10 to 15 per cent, lower than is usually charged for such houses, the buildings, 
which have good gardens and are well built, are in great demand. 

A Social and Educational Department has been formed and takes charge of 
the library, fortnightly debates, lectures, social gatherings, cricket, and other 
clubs. The methods of the Ealing tenants are being imitated at Leicester, 
S^ven Oaks, Garden City, Woking, and eAse^\vBt^,

jNTiii April, 1904, the work of the League was carried on under the name of 
he Scottish Single Tax Leagu& Besides the League in Glasgow there is a 
Tanch in Edinburgh {President : Edwin Adam ; Hon. Sec. : G. D. Valentine, 
3, Pitt Street). 

During the past year the League took an active part in the fiscal controversy, 
^he raising of the subject of taxation afforded an opportimity to put forward 
he taxation of land values as an alternative to Protection. Several thousand 
opies of Henry George's " Protection or Free Trade " were sold. Three new 
•amphlets were pubUshed on the subject. At the same time the regular 
ducational work of the League was maintained by means of lectures, and this 
^ork was greatly assisted by the Municipal Conferences convened by the 
rlasgow Town Council. These conferences, as well as the Bill which resulted 
pom them, served to create a widespread interest in the movement. The 
ieague, by means of open-air meetings and the distribution of Uterature, has 
uccessfully endeavoured to extend this interest.

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PROPOSED NATIONAL REFORM INSTITimi 

A GREAT UNDERTAKING. 

OxiTLmBD BY Joseph Edwabds. 

To deal systematically and eflfectively with the many social i^-oblems thitlw 
everywhere face reformers, a new semi-official constructive department iJIt^ 
needed. The official Government Department usually follows preoedeiilf l» 
very closely, or merely carries out definite instructions. A greater freedom 
is necessary for an effective constructive poHcy with the power of initiatioD 
and experiment. The function of the new body should be to lead rather than 
to follow public opinion. With all the advantages of organisation and suitable 
accommodation, it should be free from restriction or obligation. It should be 
the unofficial mentor of good government, free to help or resist conditions « 
proposals of vital interest to the nation. 

Therefore I propose the founding of a great National Reform Institute. 

Such a centre for social workers has long been the dream of earnest reformers. 
Several years of observation have convinced me of its practicability. In 
comparison with this it seems to me that other work is temporary and 
insufficient. So I wish to make a determined effort to insure its realisation. 

Briefly, my idea is to organise the raising by annual subscriptions or larger 
gifts of a sufficiently large sum to purchase a big central site and to erect t 
suitably designed Institute specially adapted for its specific purposes. Tbe 
Institute should be vested in the hands of trustees with clearly defined powen 
and proper safeguards, to form the natural home of reform in this country. 
It would attract and bind in common aims the whole of the social refwm 
organisations and societies working for the uplifting of the nation. The 
democratically-elected governing body of the Institute would command 
for its proposals an immense influence for good. It would receive respectful 
attention in all its deliberations, for behind it would be the entire body of 
active reformers in the country. 

I have space here to enumerate but a few of the possibilities or accessoiies 
of the Institute : others will suggest themselves. Office accommodation on 
very favourable terms, ranging from a seat at a table to a suite of rooms, for 
every important democratic, labour, and definitely social reform organisation in 
the country ; large and smaller halls for conferences and meetings ; reference 
Ubrary, reading rooms, information and suggestions bureaus ; a museum of 
social reform ; refreshment rooms ; socials, music, recreation ; its own daily 
programme, weekly report, monthly review, and yearly summary; a leg»l 
department for use of affiliated societies ; a number of reform shops, co-operative 
stores, with manufacturers' sample rooms and exhibits ; reformers' bookstall; 
postal, telephonic, telegraphic, and travelUng conveniences ; Institute 
scholarships for social study ; series of addresses by specialists ; collectiye 
annual meetings and reports of sections or groups ; a combination of the best 
and latest appliances and resources of civilisation for combatting social evib, 
organising effective action, and guiding ixvto the truest and most direct 
channels the ceaseless course oi \i\iman ipTO^ess. 
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To reform organisations struggling against inadequate accommodation and 
insufficient support, a foothold in or even affiliation with such a central Institute, 
with its innumerable advantages of economy, publicity, and proximity to 
other workers and thinkers would mean aJl the difference between dis- 
couragement and hope, failure and success. With several hundred instances 
one may begin to realise what an immense power for good the Institute 
would become to the reforming influences of the country. It would be the 
b^inning of the social reformation on scientific lines, that is so much needed. 

No vaater permanent memorial of any man could be desired than this 
Institute. There are, even in this country, many individuals, men and 
women, who each could make a present of the Institute to the reform world. 
Many others could very substantially help towards its realisation. But a 
strong body of known and trusted workers for humanity is necessary to insure 
the carrying out of an immense undertaking on comprehensive and efficient 
lines. I ask first of all for earnest workers to form a provisional committee ; 
preferably those with time, means, or experience to conduct the preliminary 
campaign. Then a capable educated secretary, man or woman, will be wanted 
to organise support for the idea, and disseminate information. Office 
accommodation for the work is desirable in central London. Subscriptions 
for the preUminary work of organisation will be as welcome as they are necessary. 

Here I must leave this dream of years to find its response in the intelligence 
and affection of my readers. Suggestions for the great task, promises of 
help in money or kind, in articles or services, in labour or time, in any and 
every conceivable way, I shall be glad to receive and duly register till such time 
as I am able to ask their redemption. Ideas, suggestions, objections, 
promise, and help of any kind are heartily invited. Discuss the scheme in 
your societies and meeting places, and send me a report. And I shall be 
happy to meet friends who feel they could support and work for the realisation 
of so great an undertaking.

Already a large number of firms employ social 
secretaries. One of the earliest was Messrs. Rowntree, in York ; others are 
Messrs. Lever Bros., W. P. Hartley, and Cadbury. In America social secretaries 
have been employed by firms in Pittsburg, Chicago, Boston, and New York. 
The proprietor of a Boston house who has a woman social secretary remarked on 
a recent occasion that she was worth to the store three times all that he ever 
paid her in saJaiy.

District Board, Imland : 
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THE IRISH AGRICULTURAL ORGANISATION 

SOCIETY. 

Thebb are two aspects from which the intricate set of questions, national, 
political, social, and economic, inclusively named " The Irish Problem," may 
be confronted by reformers : (a) The constitutional or legislative aspect, which 
is the jMPOvince exclusively of the politician ; (6) the amelioration of Ireland from 
within, the recreation of her national life by the energising of all her latent 
forces. Of the agencies which aim at accomplishing this latter object, perhaps 
none is of greater value than the Irish Agricultural Organisation Society, which 
has set itself the dual task of rebuilding the crumbling edifice of Irish farming, 
and reviving the best qualities of the old clan spirit by organising the farming 
business on co-operative hnes. 

Founded ten years ago by Sir Horace Plunkett and a group of co-operative 
pioneers (who had already tested the virtue of co-operative principles in rela- 
tion to Irish agriculture by starting creameries amongst the farmers), the I. A.O.S. 
is now able to reckon the societies of which it is the parent by hundreds. 
It has started nearly 900, and the membership is about 90,000 farmers. 
Taking those co-operators as being for the greater part the heads of families it 
would seem that between 10 and 20 per cent, of the Irish population is influenced. 

Methods of Working. 

The methods of this Society, briefly put, are these : When a group of farmers 
favour productive co-operation, upon request an organiser is sent down to 
them to explain the scheme, and the methods by which a society can be 
created. Wien the farmers have satisfied themselves that their industry 
is likely to gain if organised on a basis of combined responsibility and divided 
profits, shares are taken. These societies may be formed for the working of a 
creamery in which butter is produced by machinery, and marketed through an 
agency (the Irish Co-operative Agency Society, Ltd., whose head offices are 
at Limerick), or for the joint sale of eggs and poultry; or for the joint purchase 
of seeds, manures, and agricultiu'al equipment generally. There are also a 
few societies for the co-operative treatment of the flax crop, in connection with 
vhich there are two or three successful scutch mills. Another type of society 
s that for the production and sale of cottage industries, lace, crochet, toys, &c., 
vhioh can be made by the daughters of the farmers either at home, or, as more 
isually happens, chiefly in specially organised lace classes. In this way labour 
lo longer required for the making of butter at home can be used for the prepara- 
tion of articles of artistic interest whose sale adds to the family exchequer. 

The gains from these societies are manifold. For instance, the adoption 
Df the centrifugal method of separating milk is estimated to produce an 
increase of 26 to 40 per cent, per annum in the value of the output of each 
30W, as compared with the old process of hand skimming. Eggs, through 
being marketed conjointly by farmers' societies, instead of through the 
" rings " previously formed by the local middleman, have been known to 
double their retium to the hen-keeper within a year. 

Perhaps, the greatest of all gains are the moral and educational ones. In 
these societies the farmers learn to know more about the requirements of the 
markets, the importance of grading up the quality of their output, and applying 
science to agriculture in regard to mauuring, cropping, tillage generally, and the 
care of stock, than they would do in a much longer time as isolated units. 
Sectarian animosities also are put aside. 
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The '' Bank ** System. 

The most important branch of the work of the I.A.O.S., is the organisation of 
the agricultural credit societies, or " banks," as they are popularly called. 
These ^* banks '* are organised mainly on the model of the kindred institutions 
introduced into Germany about half a century ago, by " Father " Raiffeisen. 
In this system each member of the group gives hiB liability both ** severally " 
and ^* jointly " to a local bank, or to the Department of Agriculture, or to the 
Congested Districts Board, and on the strength of this guarantee a small loan, 
say £100 or £200 is raised, at 4 or 5 per cent, interest. This loan is re-lent at 
1 per cent, above the borrowing rate (i.e., at 6 or 6 per cent.) to individual 
members of the group or society. The conditions are that the Committee 
elected by the society must be satisfied that the purpose for which the loan is 
asked is one that wUl reproduce the amount of the loan ; that the loan will 
bona-fide be appHed to the stated purpose, and that the borrower is a fit person. 
He must also have two securities, members of the society. By means of these 
loans members are enabled to buy stock, and sell the young ones, or to invest in 
labour-saving machinery and pay the loan out of the profits of the harvest. 
The principal purposes of productive capital are thus secured by very small 
farmers at easy rates of interest. 

One of the chief results of the work of the I.A.O.S. was the creation of the 
Department of Agriculture, &c., for Ireland in 1899, by which the organisation 
is supplemented by expert educational work similar to that of the British 
Board of Agriculture and Fisheries. The I.A.O.S. having proved so successful, 
an institution similar in principles and aims is now at work in England (the 
Agricultural Organisation Society, Dacre House, S.W.). Both bodies are 
chiefly dependent for their existence on voluntary contributions, and full 
particulars of the Irish Society can be had from the Secretary at 22, Lincob 
Place, Dublin. 



PATENT LAW REFORM. 

By J. H. Biggs, Hon. Seo. Patent Law Reform Association. 

It would be interesting to know how much trade and the country generally 
have lost by the recent fiscal agitation — the natural outcome of neglecting to 
adopt the American Patent Law here in 1883. Our manufactinrers are com- 
plaining of American competition, but what can they expect ? Trade follows 
new inventions far more than it follows the flag, and by her Patent laws America 
encourages new inventions for all they are worth, whilst we suppress them. 

The class of invention (mature) needed for the starting of sufficient new 
industries here to benefit the people cannot exist under our present Patent 
Law. For every one invention it preserves for capitalists by fraud and plunder, 
twenty others, as good and as beneficial to trade, are wantonly destroyed. 
This is not the way to secure inventions which would benefit the people, nor 
does it hinder our ablest inventors from going to America. Any tyro in invention 
knows that *' fixity of tenure and a long lease on easy terms " is as much needed 
for an inventor to develop his invention, and to bring it into general use, as for 
a man who undertakes to reclaim waste land, and to raise crops therefrom. 
Less than fourteen or seventeen years free run for this purpose in either case is 
absolutely useless. 

What, then, is the average lifetime of patents in this country 7 Four 
years, ten months, three weeks, and two days — excepting a few which are in 
capitalists' hands, the majority of wYiicb. pat«>ii^a axe fta.\A.\.ci \» fraudulent and 
actionable at law. 
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From 1617 to 1903 (285 years) only 24,607 patents have been allowed to 
live full time, and this number will not be increased to more than 32,255 from 
all the applications for patents taken out up to 1903 at the present rate of 
voiding. Up to 1903 there have been 69,753 patents allowed to live only 
three years, and 141, 298 allowed to live only four years. In America from 
1836 to 1903 (66 years only) there have been 765,656 valid 17-year 
patents on which all new patent industries are based. In the meantime the 
American Patent Law since 1880 is computed to have found employment for 
2,607,000 extra persons, and to have raised wages throughout the manufacturing 
districts in that country by 173 per cent. 

Chemical patents are oiiy 9 per cent, of the whole, and should have a special 
patent law to themselves. To patent an English invention abroad (except 
for America) is said to lead* to certain loss. 

When American inventors do not hesitate to say that '* the four comer stones 
on which the British patent system rests are bamboozlement, fraud, plunder, 
and inefficiency," it leaves something to be desired. 

Through failing to remedy such a state of affairs trade gets starved of the 
necessary new inventions. Old machinery and appliances in our works and 
mills cannot compete with newer ones in America. Manufacturers seek to 
.remedy this defect by urging Protection. The pubUc have only themselves 
to thank for the fiscal agitation with its risk of taxation of bread. If our 
Chancery-laden Patent Law had not treated our inventors as dirt, this trouble 
would not have arisen.

The objects being (1) to profit 
poor inventors ; (2) to create employment for surplus labour ; (3) to raise 
workmen's wages ; (4) to make trade far more prosperous ; (5) to really 
benefit the public. None of these things our present Patent Law is 
capable of doing one-tenth part as well as the American Law.

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POSTAL GRIEVANCES. 

Sketched by Chas. G. Ammon, Edttob of The Post. 

Fbom the introduction of the penny post in 1840 down to the present day, 1 
discontent, more or less pronounced, has been rife in the Post Office. So long' 
ago as the early fifties the Post Office had become the most flourishing business ] 
in the world, which Rowland Hill, who was then Permanent Secretary, was 
not slow to observe ; neither was he slow to court greater prosperity at the 
expense of the postal servants. Thus began the history of postal agitation 
which has continued, as it began, a war between bureaucrats and the large 
army of national workers. 

The Post Office yields an annual profit to the State of upwards of four and a 
half million sterling. It gives employment to a vast number, 188,031 persons, 
of whom 81,865 are established, and 106,166 unestablished (it will be well to 
remember these figures whenever the question of expense comes under dis- 
cussion), many of the latter class living close to the border-line of want smd 
destitution. The estabUshed force is chiefly composed as follows : Postmen, 
35,463 ; telegraphists (male and female), telephonists, sorting clerks, sorteis 
(London), 31,699 ; mechanics, porters, &c., 4,286. Of the established force 
40,000 are organised in one or other of the Postal trade unions : Postmen*^ 
Federation, Postal Telegraph Clerks' Association, Fawcett Association, United 
Kingdom Postal Clerks' Association, and the Telegraphic Engineers' Association. 

So confident are the organised workers of the justice of their many claims 
that they have crystallised them into one demand, viz., for an independent 
ParUamentary Committee of Inquiry into the discontent existing in the Post 
Office. The fairness of this request has appealed to representative men of all 
shades of political opinion, but which has, nevertheless, been steadily and 
unrelentingly opposed by the authorities. 

However, to such an extent had the opinion of the members of the House of 
Commons been aroused on this matter that Mr. Austen Chamberlain, as Post- 
master-General, deemed it expedient to compromise the matter by appointing 
a Committee of his own selection, who should be " free from any pohtic^ 
pressure." This Committee was appointed in August, 1903, and consisted I 
of Sir Edward Bradford (chairman) ; Mr. Chas. Booth, the famous sociologist; I 
Mr. Thos. Brodrick, secretary of the Co-operative Society ; Mr. R. Burbidge, 
manager of Harrod's Stores ; and Mr. Sam Fay, manager of the Great Centod 
Railway. This Committee was not viewed with any great favour by the 
employees, and at one time it became a question as to whether they should 
refuse to give evidence before it. Yet this Committee, which was evidently 
appointed to condemn, issued a report in favour of the workers. Then 
followed what is without parallel in a Cabinet Minister — the Postmaster- 
General repudiated his own Committee, giving as his reason that the terms of 
reference had not been observed, inasmuch that no evidence or comparisons 
had been made with outside occupations. Although in their report the Com- I 
mittee state that use had been made of " certain official information already 
available, being obtained and pubUshed from time to time by the Board of 
Trade. This information, supplemented by our own experience, affords more 
reliable data than any particulars we could hope to obtain in the way of 
evidence." Needless to say, this was bitterly resented by the men and 
women concerned, who feel that after having a Committee forced upon them, 
and having gone to the trouble and expense of preparing evidence to be lareated 
with such scant courtesy amounted to nothing short of a betrayaL The fight 
is now waged on the strange ground of trying to force a Cabinet Minister to 
•^bide by the award of his own arbiter.

Attempts at Remedy. 

Reformers have not been entirely idle in the face of the distress which has 
>en growing for the past three years. In the winter of 1903-4, the National 
nemployed Committee recommended the following : — 

(1) Appointment of a special department of the Board of Trade to deal 
ith Labour questions ; 

(2) The adoption by the Government of a scheme to provide work 
for the unemployed ; 

• (3) That Boards of Guardians be empowered to give relief to the un- 
employed during special periods of industrial depression without dis- 
franchising such recipients of relief ; 

(4) That Government and all municipal bodies be asked to press on 
works of improvement already decided upon wherever possible. 
Works specially suggested were: Afforestation, reclaiming of foreshores, 
iftking of roads, embankments, recreation groifnds, labour colonies, cleaning 
! metropolitan streets, &c. 

In October the report of the Mansion House Fund raised in the 
inter of 1903-4, was published. It showed considerable success ; the work 
Ikd been done through labour colonies, the cost had proved comparatively 
ball, a large number of families had been kept from privation, and many of the 
in had been subsequently enabled to obtain permanent employment.

Origin. — On June 16th, 1903, at a time when a' Macedonian bid for freedom 
as being punished with every circumstance of brutality, four men met in a 
london club with the object of forming an English committee which should 
lake a persistent effort to secure some tolerable system of government for 
[acedonia. The Balkan Committee was formed, and has greatly grown in 
umbers. 

Objects. — Hitherto Englishmen had only sent relief for the destitution that 
allowed upon pieriodic massacre. But inasmuch as by the Treaty of Berlin 
liogland is responsible for the fact that Macedonia is still part of the Sultan's 
lominions, it was felt to be the duty of Englishmen to strike at the root of the 
ivil, and endeavour not merely to relieve, but to prevent, the evils of Turkish 
jovemment, i.e., by the appointment of a European governor responsible not 
o the Sultan, but to the Powers. 

Progress. — During the last eighteen months some 260 meetings have been 
leld in different parte of the country ; on March 29th an International Conference 
i^as held at the Caxton Hall, which was attended by delegates from France, 
taly, and Macedonia. The Committee has also published a number of 
^mphlete and letters to the Press, and has during 1904 increased the number 
f ite associated correspondente to 1,400. 

The Austro- Russian Reform Scheme — admitted to be a failure — has caused a 
t^eat deal of apathy in English interest during this year. The sympathy of 
abour has, however, been strong and outepoken.

nd Northamptonshire. At the same date 146 public-houses were under 
lanagement, but this number will be largely increased as time goes on, many 
ouses having been promised to the Trusto as the leases fall in. In Scotland,

Thb Association's work has been vigorously maintained during the year. The 
long-drawn-out Somaliland Expedition, the Congo Free State atrocities 
the " Mission " to Tibet, the. Russo-Japanese War, have been closely watched, 
and the Committee has with emphasis called public attention to the continued 
growth and exorbitant expenditure on armaments, and to the menace of 
compulsory miUtary service for this country contained in the recommendations 
of the Royal Commission on the Militia and Volunteers. On the other hand, 
it has been able to record a steady progress of public opinion towards cordial 
international relations, as shown in the Franco-Italian, Anglo-Italian, and 
Anglo-Grerman Arbitration Treaties, in the Franco-Italian Labour Convention, 
with its provisions in the interests of the respective immigrant workmen, and 
in the solidarity of working-class opposition to aggression and militarism which 
found expression at the widely-representative Socialist Congress of Amsterdam.

The Year's Work.— During 1904 the progress of the I.L.P. has been very 
marked. Numerous new branches have been formed, the membership has 
greatly increased, and at the close of the year the Party is stronger financially 
than ever before. 

At the Annual Conference, held at Cardiff, at Easter, satisfaction was ex- 
pressed at the growth of the Labour Representation movement, and the Party 
remains affiliated to the Labomr Representation Committee. The 1905 
Conference is to be held at Manchester. 

Messrs. Hardie and Glasier represented the National Council at the Inter- 
national Socialist Congress at Amsterdam, i^d about 30 branches were also S 
represented. 

The Labour Leader, formerly edited by Mr. Keir Hardie, has been acquired 
as the official organ of the Party, additional capit9.1 having been raised and 
the paper enlarged. Many leaflets have been issued,* the most successful being 
one dealing with the aims and policy of the I.L.P., by Mr. Philip Snowden. 
AUen Immigration has been dealt with in a pamphlet by Mr. Harry Snell, and 
Miss Isabella O. Ford has broached the women's point of view very success- 
fully in her pamphlet entitled " Women and Socialism." 

The question of the unemployed has been brought to the front, many 
demonstrations having been held in the chief industrial centres. 

The municipal election results were again very encouraging, I.L.P. 
candidates being returned in many cases unopposed or with large majorities.

Work During 1904. — The usual propagandist work of open-air and indoor 
meetings has been carried on as usual. The S.D.F. has made a special feature 
of its agitation for State maintenance of children in the public schools, a large 
number of meetings being held in favour of that measure in all parts of the 
country. The Federation has invited Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman, as 
leader of the Liberal Party, to make a pubUc statement as to the policy of his j| 
party on State maintenance, but he has declined to commit himself at present. ■ 
The Trade Union Parliamentary Committee, the London Trades Council, and 
the S.D.F. are jointly promoting a nationaV CotvfeTence of labour organisations 
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on the question of State maintenance. A large quantity of leaflets has been 
circulated as usual, and special manifestos have been issued on the " Fiscal 
Controversy," " Chinese Labour in South Africa," and the "Cotton Crisis in 
Lancashire." The S.D.F. was the first to set on foot the demand for a special 
session of Parliament to deal with the unemployed question. 

At the annual conference held last Easter at Burnley, a rule was passed for 
the affiliation of local Socialist societies with the S.D.F. Hitherto the body 
consisted only of branches. Three local Socialist societies have availed them- 
selves of the new regulation, and others have the question under their con- 
sideration. 

Candidates. — The S.D.F. has put forward a good number of candidates for 
the November elections. A few successes have been at by-elections during 
the year, notably the return of the S.D.F. candidate for the Truro Town 
Council. The following are Parliamentary candidates : H. M. Hyndman 
(Burnley), Geo. Hewitt (Northampton), H. Quelch (Southampton), W. Thome 
(S.W. Ham), and, in conjunction with the I.L.P;, G. H. Roberts (Norwich) and 
S. G. Hobson (Rochdale).

Work of the Year. — The chief occupation of the Society, in additfon to its 

ordinary routine, has been an attempt to formulate a constructive policy which 

might commend itself to the Liberal Party at present reposing on a programme 

of negations. A number of committees have under consideration various 

problems : (1) Changes in governmental areas are necessary if the community 

is to be able to take over the production oie\ectT\ci^^«tQft.%.VNt^ scale (thus 
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strangling at its birth the threatened monopoly of the force of the future), and 
its application to tramways, electric light, and the supply of power to manu- 
facturers. (2) The extension of municipal activities involves various changes 
in their organisation. For instance, Old- Age Pulsions will only be practicable 
if Guardians are abolished, in order that the duties of poor relief and pensions 
may be in the same hands. The German system of salaried aldermen appears 
to be a solution of the difficulty of securing councillors qualified to carry on 
large undertakings involving high scientific acquirements. (3) The subjects of 
housing and feeding school children, with the object of devising practical 
projects for these widely-accepted reforms, are being dealt with. 

The London County CJotlncil Election in March concerned the Society closely 
because, in addition to the five sitting members (re-elected) three other Fabians 
were unsuccessful condidates. Two Progressive aldermen, Messrs. Sanders and 
Mitchell, nominated by the Labour Bench, are both members. 

The general work of lectures, book boxes, and information bureau has been 
regularly carried on, as in former years, and new tracts have been published 
treating of TariflE Reform, State Aid to Agriculture, The Cause of Rural 
Depopulation, and the London Education Act. 

The income of the society for the year to March, 1904, was about £1,165, and 
its expenditure £1,145, the small debit balance having been changed to a small 
balance in hand at the end of the year.

The growth of the Reform movement in this country has led to the establish- 
ment of many periodicals and journals which cater for and record the work of 
the numerous branchfes of Progressive and Reform activity. In the following 
pages some attempt has been made to classify the most important of these 
publications. The usual price of papers, where not otherwise stated, is the 
popular penny. In the compilation of the list the editor has sought the help 
of editors and publishers, who have, by regularly forwarding copies of their 
publications, contributed to making it as complete and accurate as possible, 
and he again asks that the editors and publishers of Labour and Reform 
journals who have not sent him their publications would courteously place his 
name on their exchange lists, so that the Directory may prove an indispensable 
guide to the increasing number of Reformers using it. They should be

Changes are continually being made in the many periodicals issued by reform 
movements, and constant vigilance is the price of accuracy. The enthusiast 
who would file and preserve all present-day reform journals, noting the reasons 
for their failure or success, would be doing the future historian good service. 
In a brief survey the following points are worthy of mention : — 

The Daily News was on February 15th reduced in price to one halfpenny, 
while still giving 12 pages of well-selected matter. The Daily Chronicle was 
also reduced to one halfpenny on February 29th. The Labour Leader has 
replaced the I.L.P. News as the official organ owned and issued by the I.L.P. 
It now gives 12 pages of excellent matter, well-edited and arranged, and 
deserves all the help the progressive forces of the country can give it. Some 
of its shares are still available for taking up by those who wish to help. The 
Woolwich Pioneer is a very fine weekly sheet of Labour and local news, which 
has developed out of the monthly Labour Joxirnaly and may well be widely 
copied, especially in working-class constituencies, where it could not fail to be 
a solid help to the efforts of a labour candidate or member. Thp Mui^f^ijia l 
He former y I am pleased to find, is still actively pushing its land and reform 
policy among the crowded Lancashire towns. Comradeship has been revived 
by the Woolwich co-operators. The Railway Clerk advocates the cause of a 
large and deserving body of workers. Among fresh local papers may be 
specially mentioned The BawienstaU Socialist^ The Tong Pioneer of Social 
Reform, and The York Labour News. The Garden City movement is rapidly 
developing its own literature, Thz Garden City Press, an excellent local weekly, 
and Garden City, a promising quarterly, having recently been estabUshed. 
Social Service is worth special attention, as a well- written quarterly organ of 
social effort. The South African Press Bulletin deals with the serious problems 
left for solution after the Boer War. Other changes are incorporated. 

Several unsuccessful efforts to found reform journals may b© recorded. 
Mr. Stead's Daily Paper had, unfortunately, to be discontinued after February 
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9th through his breakdown in health. The Weekly Tribune, a promising trade 
union journal, ran into 17 numbers before its proprietors gave up through 
insufficient support. The Ilper (Liverpool), Liberal Labour Journal, and 
Stockton BuHeiin, all died young. 

Other papers which have disappeared during the year include The Bolton 
Socialist, Conduct, Councillor and Ou/irdian, Pioneer, Towards Freedom, and 
Town Crier. Arthur St. John, failing in his attempt to successfully conduct a 
newspaper on his own conscientious lines, gave up the editorship of The Midland 
Herald early in the year. 

Six numbers of a valuable four- page election sheet — Black friars and 
Hulchesontown Bulletin — were issued October, 1903, to March, 1904, by the 
local L.R,C. in the interests of George N. Barnes, Parliamentary candidate. 
It is an excellent methcd of propaganda, and costs but little. 

Monthly or Quarterly Reports and Records are issued by many of the 
larger Trade Unions, mainly for the use of members. 

" Occa3ional Papers " are also issued by the Guild of St. Matthew and the 
National Union of Women Workers.
